Sec.  99-7  1 .  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  bylaw  is  to  protect  the  citizens  of  Brain¬ 
tree  from  crime,  undue  annoyance  and  fraudulent  door-to-door  solicitors  and  canvassers  by 
requiring  those  who  wish  to  engage  in  such  activity  to  register  with  the  Braintree  Police  De¬ 
partment. 

Sec.  99-7  2.  Definitions,  (a)  "Solicitation  or  Canvassing"  means  traveling  by  foot, 
motor  vehicle  or  any  type  of  conveyance,  from  place  to  place,  from  house  to  house,  or  from 
street  to  street,  whether  for  salary,  commission  or  other  remuneration,  whether  on  behalf  of 
oneself  or  another  person,  business,  firm,  corporation,  organization,  or  other  entity  and  (1) 
selling,  leasing  or  taking  orders  for  the  sale  of  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  services 
whatsoever,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  books,  periodicals,  food,  and  home  improvement 
services,  or  attempting  to  so  sell,  lease  or  take  orders,  whether  or  not  advance  payment  on 
such  sales  is  collected,  or  (2)  seeking  or  requesting  donations  of  money,  goods  or  services 
for  any  for-profit  entity  or  non-profit  entity,  (b)  "Residential  property"  includes  without  lim¬ 
itation  each  individual  dwelling  unit. 

Sec.  99-7.3.  Prohibition  and  Requirements. 

(a)  No  person  shall  engage  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  in  or  upon  any  private  residen¬ 
tial  property  in  the  Town  of  Braintree,  and  no  business,  firm,  corporation,  organization  or 
other  entity  shall  arrange  for  any  person  to  engage  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  in  or  upon 
any  residential  property,  without  first  registering  with  the  Chief  of  Police  not  less  than  sev¬ 
en  (7)  days  before  commencing  such  solicitation  or  canvassing  and  obtaining  from  the 
Chief  of  Police  a  certificate  evidencing  such  registration. 

(b)  Persons  engaged  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  display  on  their  person  such  cer¬ 
tificate  of  registration  while  so  engaged  and  shall  produce  such  certificate  upon  request. 

(c)  Immediately  upon  encountering  an  occupant  of  any  residential  property,  a  person  en¬ 
gaged  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  present  such  certificate  of  registration  for  inspec¬ 
tion  and  inform  the  occupant  of  the  nature  and  purpose  of  his  business,  and  if  he  is  repre¬ 
senting  an  organization,  firm,  or  other  entity. 

(d)  Each  person  engaged  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  in  or  upon  any  residential  premis¬ 
es  shall  immediately  leave  such  premises  upon  the  request  of  the  occupant. 

(e)  No  person  shall  engage  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  in  or  upon  any  residential  proper¬ 
ty  upon  which  is  displayed  a  sign  prohibiting  trespassing,  solicitation  or  canvassing. 
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(f)  No  person  engaging  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  misrepresent  in  any  way  his  true 
objective,  status  or  mission  or  that  of  any  organization  on  behalf  of  which  he  is  so  engaged. 

(g)  Persons  engaging  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  comply  with  all  federal,  state  and 
local  laws  and  regulations,  including  but  not  limited  to  consumer  protection  laws  such  as 
M.G.L.  Chapters  93,  93A  and  255D. 

(h)  Persons  engaging  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  do  so  only  between  the  hours  of 
9:00  a.m.  and  8:00  p.m. 

Sec.  99-7  4.  Registration,  (a)  Application:  Persons  seeking  registration  certificates  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  this  bylaw  shall  apply  therefore  not  less  than  seven  (7)  days  before  commencing 
solicitation  or  canvassing  in  the  Town  of  Braintree.  Such  application  shall  be  signed  under 
the  penalties  of  perjury  and  shall  contain  the  following  information  on  a  form  provided  by 
the  Chief  of  Police: 

1 .  Applicant's  name,  home  address  and  telephone  number; 

2.  Name  of  applicant's  business,  firm,  corporation,  organization,  or  other  entity  rep¬ 
resented,  business  address  and  telephone  number; 

3.  Applicant's  date  of  birth; 

4.  Applicant's  Social  Security  Number; 

5.  Applicants  must  produce  a  copy  of  their  driver's  license  or  a  photograph  will  be 
taken  by  the  Braintree  Police  Department  at  the  time  of  registering; 

6.  Length  of  time  for  which  applicant  seeks  to  conduct  business  in  the  Town  of 
Braintree; 

7.  Description  of  the  nature  of  the  business  and  the  goods  or  services  to  be  sold  or 
purpose  (s)  for  which  donations  are  to  be  requested; 

8.  If  applicant  is  operating  or  being  transported  by  a  motor  vehicle,  the  year,  make, 
model,  color,  registration  number,  state  of  registration,  owner's  name  and  address  of  each 
such  vehicle. 

9.  Whether  the  applicant  has  been  convicted  of  any  other  following  offenses  within 
the  past  seven  (7)  years  in  any  state  or  federal  court  of  the  United  States:  burglary,  breaking 
and  entering,  larceny,  robbery,  receiving  stolen  property,  assault  fraud,  sexual  misconduct, 
unlawfully  carrying  weapons,  or  the  attempt  of  any  such  offense. 
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10.  Applicant  must  also  consent  to  a  criminal  history  check  to  be  conducted  by  the 
Chief  of  Police  or  his  designee,  (b)  Contents  of  Certificate:  Each  certificate  of  registration 
shall  contain  the  signature  of  the  Chief  of  Police  or  his  designee  and  shall  show  the  name,  ad¬ 
dress  and  photograph  of  the  holder  of  said  certificate,  date  of  issue  and  registration  number. 

(c)  Expiration  of  Certificate:  Each  certificate  of  registration  issued  pursuant  to  this  bylaw 
shall  expire  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  issue.  Certificates  must  be  returned  to  the 
Braintree  Police  Department  when  the  applicant  has  concluded  his  or  her  solicitation  activi¬ 
ties  in  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

(d)  Transfer  of  Certificate:  No  certificate  of  registration  may  be  transferred  to  any  other 
person  or  entity. 

(e)  Revocation  of  Certificate:  The  Chief  of  Police  may  revoke  the  certificate  of  registra¬ 
tion  of  any  solicitor  or  canvasser  for  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  bylaw  or  for  providing 
false  information  on  the  application. 

(f)  Duties  of  Police  Department:  The  Police  Department  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  certifi¬ 
cates  of  registration,  including  registration  numbers,  and  applications  therefore  for  a  period 
of  six  (6)  years  after  application.  Enforcement  authority  of  this  bylaw  shall  be  by  criminal 
complaint  filed  by  the  Police  Department. 

Sec.  99-7  5.  Exception. 

The  provisions  of  this  bylaw  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  persons: 

(a)  any  person  duly  licensed  under  M.G.L.  c.  101,  or  to  any  person  exempted  under 
M.G.L.  c.  101,  M.G.L.  c.  149,  Sec.  69;  M.G.L.  c.  180,  Sec.  4,  or  any  other  General  Law. 

(b)  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  town,  county,  state  or  federal  government  on  official 
business;  or 

(c)  route  salespersons  or  others  having  established  customers  making  periodic  deliveries 
to  such  customers  or  making  calls  upon  prospective  customers  to  solicit  orders  for  periodic 
route  deliveries,  including  but  not  limited  to  news  carriers. 

Sec.  99-7. 6.  Severability. 

If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  phrase  or  portion  of  this  bylaw  shall  be  de¬ 
clared  invalid  or  held  unconstitutional  by  any  court  of  last  resort,  the  remainder  shall  contin¬ 
ue  in  full  force  and  effect. 
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Sec.  99-7.  7.  Penalty. 

Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  bylaw  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  offense,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

That 
the  town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  Bylaws  dated  May  1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by 
deleting  in  its  entirety  Article  XIV  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Traffic  and  inserting  an  new  Ar¬ 
ticle  XIV  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Traffic  as  printed  in  the  Finance  Committee  Report. 

1 .  Provide  for  the  orderly  movement  of  traffic,  reduce  accidents,  allow  adequate  emer¬ 
gency  response  and  maintain  adequate  and  safe  streets; 

2.  Discourage  the  use  of  neighborhood  streets  as  shortcuts  by  promoting  the  use  of  arte¬ 
rial  and  collector  streets; 

3.  Encourage  the  use  of  traffic  engineering  design  standards  appropriate  for  a  residential 
suburban  community; 

4.  Encourage  private  sector  participation  in  managing  traffic; 

5.  Create  and  maintain  safe  and  convenient  pedestrian  access  and  bike  paths; 

6.  Encourage  the  use  of  public  transit,  carpools  and  vanpools; 

7.  Promote  clean  air  by  reducing  exhaust  emissions. 

135-1402.  DEFINITIONS. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Article  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 
ADEQUATE  CAPACITY:  Level  of  Service  (LOS)  D  or  better  on  every  major  approach  for 
Arterial  and  Collector  Streets;  LOS  C  or  better  for  Residential  and  Subcollector  Streets. 

AVERAGE  DAILY  TRAFFIC  (ADT):  The  number  of  vehicles  passing  a  point  on  a  street 
during  a  24  hour  period  on  a  typical  day. 
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CAPACITY  OF  AN  INTERSECTION:  The  maximum  number  of  vehicles  which  can  rea¬ 
sonably  be  expected  to  be  processed  through  an  intersection  or  street  segment  during  a  one 
hour  peak  time  period. 

DESIGN  YEAR:  The  fifth  year  after  a  development  is  scheduled  to  be  completed. 

EXCEPTIONAL  PEAK  PERIOD:  An  exceptional  hourly,  daily  or  seasonal  period  of  trip 
generation  (i.e.,  the  December  holiday). 

IMPACTED  STREET:  A  residential  or  subcollector  street  or  intersection  receiving  25  or 
more  peak  hour  trips  from  a  development;  a  collector  or  arterial  street  or  intersection  receiv¬ 
ing  50  or  more  peak  hour  trips  from  a  development. 

LEVEL  OF  SERVICE  (LOS):  A  measure  of  the  operating  conditions  of  an  intersection  or 
street  segment  ranked  on  a  scale  from  LOS  A  (optimum)  to  LOS  F  (failing)  as  defined  in  the 
Highway  Capacity  Manual  latest  edition  Transportation  Research  Board. 

PASS-BY  TRIPS:  The  number  of  trips  captured  by  a  land  use  from  existing  traffic  on  an  ad¬ 
jacent  street. 

PEAK  PERIOD,  MORNING:  7  A.M.  to  9  A.M. 

PEAK  PERIOD,  EVENING:  3  P.M.  to  6  P.M. 

PEAK  PERIOD,  SATURDAY:  Noon  to  4  P.M. 

SIGNAL  PHASE:  That  part  of  a  traffic  signal's  time  cycle  allocated  to  z  traffic  movement  or 
a  combination  of  movements  (including  exclusive  pedestrian  movements)  receiving  the 
right-of-way  simultaneously. 

STREET: 

ARTERIAL:  An  interregional  street  with  an  ADT  of  more  than  5,000  conveying  traf¬ 
fic  between  centers. 

COLLECTOR:  A  street  carrying  large  volumes  of  traffic  (maximum  ADT  of  5,000) 
between  arterial  streets  and  residential  and  subcollector  streets  and  having  limited  direct  ac¬ 
cess  to  lots. 
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SUBCOLLECTOR:  A  street  with  a  maximum  ADT  of  1 ,000  -  2,000  which  provides 
access  to  lots  and  carries  residential  traffic  to  collector  and  arterial  streets. 

RESIDENTIAL:  A  street  with  low  traffic  volume  (maximum  ADT  of  1,000)  which 
provides  frontage  for  access  to  lots  and  carries  traffic  with  destination  or  origin  on  the  street 
itself. 

STUDY  AREA:  An  area  which  encompasses  all  impacted  streets.  TRIP:  A  single  or  one-di¬ 
rectional  vehicle  movement. 

TRIP  ASSIGNMENT:  Assignment  of  development  generated  and  through  trips  to  municipal 
streets  and  a  development's  driveways. 

TRIP  RATE:  The  number  of  trips  per  unit  o~  independent  variable  (e.g.,  trips  per  dwelling 
unit,  employee  or  square  footage). 

135-1403  APPLICABILITY. 

Article  XIV  shall  apply  to  every  application  for  a  Special  Permit  (SP)  or  Site  Plan  Review 
(SPR).  13S-1404  TRAFFIC  SURVEY. 

A.  A  traffic  study,  prepared  by  a  Professional  Engineer  registered  in  Massachusetts  or 
other  appropriate  professional  specializing  in  traffic  planning,  shall  be  submitted  with  each 
application  for  a  SP  or  SPR  in  which  the  proposed  activity  under  review  will  generate  50  or 
more  new  trips  during  the  peak  hour  of  the  development.  If  no  streets  are  impacted  by  a  de¬ 
velopment,  the  SPGA  may  determine  that  a  traffic  study  is  not  required. 

The  applicant,  at  his  discretion,  may  consult  with  the  SPGA  or  its  designess  prior  to  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  a  SP  or  SPR  in  order  to  identify  the  intersections  to  be  studied  and  the  appropriate 
elements  to  include  in  the  study. 

B.  Trip  rates  may  be  based  on  Institute  of  transportation  Engineers  Trip  Generation,  lat¬ 
est  edition  (ITE)  or  data  from  similar  developments  in  similar  settings  in  Massachusetts. 
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1 .  If  ITE  is  used,  the  land  use  code,  number  of  studies,  weighted  average  trip  rate,  trip 
generation  equation  standard  deviation  and  coefficient  for  each  land  use  used  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided.  Use  of  the  weighted  average  trip  rate  or  trip  generation  equation  to  predict  trips  for 
each  land  use  shall  be  based  on  the  procedures  set  forth  in  ITE. 

2.  If  local  trip  rates  are  used,  the  methodology  used  and  the  applicability  of  the  data 
shall  be  provided. 

3.  If  data  is  available  from  ITE  and  local  sources,  the  applicant  may  demonstrate  why 
the  ITE  data  is  not  accurate  and  should  not  be  used.  The  SPGA  shall  determine  which  data 
source  will  be  used. 

C.  All  traffic  counts  including  turning  movements  shall  have  been  taken  within  12 
months  of  the  date  of  submission  and  shall  be  adjusted  for  seasonal  variation  with  an  expla¬ 
nation  as  to  how  the  adjustment  was  made. 

D.  Projections  of  ADT's,  turning  movements  and  capacity  analyses  shall  be  adjusted  for 
(where  appropriate): 

1.  background  traffic  with  an  explanation  as  to  how  said  adjustment  was  made; 

2.  truck  traffic  and  buses; 

3.  vacant  space  in  existing  buildings  in  the  study  are; 

4.  trips  generated  by  developments  in  the  study  area  that  are  under  review  or  approved 
by  a  municipal  agency  or  in  the  MEPA  process. 

E.  If  an  exceptional  peak  period  is  likely  to  occur,  the  SPGA  may  require  analysis  of  traf¬ 
fic  for  said  period. 

F.  Trips  from  an  existing  land  use  that  are  being  replaced  by  a  new  land  use  may  be 
subtracted  as  follows: 

1 .  If  trip  generation  and  distribution  for  the  new  land  use  have  the  same  characteristics 
as  the  land  use  being  replaced,  trips  generated  by  the  new  land  use  may  be  reduced  by  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  the  trips  generated  by  the  land  use  being  replaced. 

2.  If  trip  generation  and  distribution  for  the  new  land  use  do  not  have  the  same  char¬ 
acteristics  as  the  land  use  being  replaced,  trips  generated  by  the  existing  land  use  may  be  sub¬ 
tracted  from  the  street  system. 
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G.  Where  a  project  accesses  or  impacts  a  state  highway,  evidence  of  consultation  with 
MHD  shall  be  provided. 

H.  The  traffic  study  shall  have  the  following  elements  (when  applicable): 

1 .  Executive  summary  with: 

a.  scope  of  work  to  include  location  of  the  project,  locus  map  and  site  plan,  descrip¬ 
tion  of  type  and  intensity  of  existing  and  proposed  development  and  description  of  study 
area; 

b.  schedule  for  project  development; 

c.  summary  of  existing  and  future  traffic  conditions  including  deficiencies  in  the  street 
system; 

d.  summary  of  traffic  impacts  and  proposed  mitigation; 

e.  listing  o~  all  permits  required  by  the  project  and  a  summary  of  the  status  of  permit¬ 
ting  process  for  each  required  permit. 

2.  Review  of  traffic  studies  undertaken  within  the  study  area  in  the  prior  5  years  on  file 
in  the  municipalities  within  the  study  area. 

3.  Description  of  roadway  characteristics  for  all  impacted  streets  to  include: 

a.  inventory  of  land  uses  within  500  feet  of  the  development  and  on  each  impacted 

street; 

b.  identification  of  all  curb  cuts  and  driveways  within  500  feet  of  the  development; 

c.  physical  characteristics  including  number  of  travel  lanes;  widths  of  right-of-way, 
travel  lanes,  sidewalks  and  shoulders;  conditions  of  pavement,  sidewalk  and  curbing;  and 
roadway  geometry  and  grades; 

d.  inventory  of  traffic  control  devices  including  regulatory  parking  and  warning  signs, 
traffic  signal  permits,  control  units  and  description  of  signal  phasing; 
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e.  sight  distances  and  obstructions  to  sight  lines; 

f.  location  and  type  of  street  lighting; 

g.  actual  and  posted  traffic  speeds; 

h.  number,  type  and  location  of  accidents  by  year  for  the  most  recent  three  years; 

i.  description  of  transit  system  serving  the  study  area  including  mode,  frequency, 
schedule,  routes,  stop  location  and  patronage; 

j.  time  and  peak  volume  of  parking  for  the  development; 

k.  location  on  pedestrian  and  bicycle  routes; 

l .  location  of  churches,  schools,  parks  and  similar  public  or  civic  uses  within  the  study 

area. 


4.  Description  of  traffic  improvements  to  be  completed  in  the  study  area  prior  to  the 
design  year  with  a  schedule  of  implementation  and  identification  of  the  parties  responsible 
for  implementing  the  improvements. 

5.  ADT's  on  all  impacted  streets  for  the  current  year  and  the  no-build  and  build  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  design  year  (no-build  and  build  conditions).  Current  ADT's  shall  be  counted  for 
a  48  hour  period  on  a  typical  weekday. 

6.  Existing  site  generated  trips  with  a  trip  assignment. 

7.  Identification  of  the  peak  hours  (AM,  PM,  and  Saturday)  of  the  development  and  for 
adjacent  streets  with  an  explanation  as  to  how  the  peak  hours  were  selected. 

8.  Development  generated  trips  for  the  peak  hours  of  the  development  and  for  adjacent 
streets  and  a  trip  assignment  with  an  explanation  as  to  how  the  assignment  was  made.  If  pro¬ 
jected  trips  are  adjusted  for  pass-by  or  diverted  trips,  an  explanation  as  to  how  the  adjustment 
was  made  shall  be  provided.  Adjustment  for  pass-by  trips  shall  be  limited  to  25%  of  site  gen¬ 
erated  trips  and  5%  of  the  volume  the  traffic  on  the  street  serving  the  site. 
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9.  Peak  hour  (s)  turning  movement  counts  on  all  impacted  intersections  for  the  current 
year  and  the  no-build  and  build  conditions. 

10.  Capacity  analysis  for  the  current  year  and  the  no-build  and  build  conditions  on  all 
impacted  streets  and  street  segments.  Said  analysis  shall  be  based  on  the  Highway  Capacity 
Manual  transportation  Research  Board,  latest  edition  (where  applicable)  and  shall  include  a 
queue  analysis  and  critical  volumes  by  signal  phase  or  turning  movement  for  each  intersec¬ 
tion  studied. 

11.  Gap  analysis  for  unsignalized  intersections  and  site  driveways  which  experience 
excessive  delay  or  are  approaching  capacity. 

12.  Measures  to  mitigate  traffic  impacts  to  include: 

a.  The  process  through  which  the  mitigation  will  be  authorized,  financed,  designed 
and  implemented. 

b.  Capacity  analysis  on  all  impacted  streets  and  intersections  based  on  the  mitigation 
proposed. 

c.  Review  of  potential  impact  to  utilities,  wetlands,  archaeological/historical  sites,  etc. 

d.  Implementation  schedule.  If  the  development  or  the  mitigation  is  phased,  the  study 
shall  show  how  the  mitigation  will  be  implemented  and  function  for  each  phase. 


e.  If  site  design  and  geometric  changes  are  proposed,  said  changes  shall  be  based  on 
current  engineering  standards  for  turn  pocket  transition  tapers,  lane  widths,  sight  distance, 
multiple  lane  configuration,  and  right-of-way  widths.  A  description  of  said  changes  shall 
include: 

1.  scaled  plan  (s)  (1"=40'  preferred)  showing: 

a.  existing  and  proposed  layout  lines,  building  footprint  (s),  parking  lot  areas  and 
driveways; 
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b.  the  relationship  of  the  site  layout  to  existing  rights-of-way  with  sight  distances; 

c.  proposed  geometric  changes  and  widening  (driveways,  storage  lanes,  acceleration 
and  deceleration  lanes,  turning  lanes,  etc.). 

d.  A  traffic  management  plan  to  maintain  traffic  flow  on  impacted  street  (s)  and  allow 
access  to  abutting  properties  by  vehicles,  pedestrians,  and  handicap  persons  during  con¬ 
struction. 


e.  Measures  to  mitigate  traffic  generated  noise  and  dust  pollution. 

f.  If  traffic  signalization  is  proposed,  a  signal  warrant  analysis  based  on  Manual  on 
Uniform  Traffic  Control  devices  (FHWA,  latest  edition). 

g.  Program  to  monitor  the  effects  of  the  mitigation  for  period  of  three  years  after  im¬ 
plementation. 

135-1405  TRAFFIC  CAPACITY. 

A.  Prior  to  granting  a  SP  or  SPR,  the  SPGA  shall  determine  if  there  will  be  adequate  ca¬ 
pacity  on  all  impacted  streets  for  the  build  condition. 

1.  If  adequate  capacity  is  projected  on  any  impacted  street  for  the  no-build  condition 
and  a  development  causes  a  decrease  in  LOS,  the  SPGA  may  require  implementation  of  mit- 
igative  measures  to  restore  the  LOS  to  the  no-build  condition. 

2.  If  any  impacted  street  does  not  have  adequate  capacity  for  the  build  condition,  the 
SPGA  shall  take  one  of  the  following  measures: 

a.  The  SPGA  may  require  the  implementation  of  mitigative  measures  to  achieve  ade¬ 
quate  capacity. 

b.  The  SPGA  may  deny  the  application. 

B.  The  SPGA  may  condition  its  approval  on: 

1 .  Completion  of  mitigation  prior  to  issuing  any  occupancy  permit. 

2.  Posting  surety  to  guarantee  implementation  of  mitigation. 

3.  Implementing  measures  to  reduce  trips  generated  by  a  development 
including  use  of: 
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a.  employer  subsidized  passes  for  public  transit. 

b.  carpools  and  vanpools. 

c.  flex  time  or  staggered  work  hour. 

d.  preferential  parking  for  high  occupancy  vehicles. 

e.  restricting  access  to  or  egress  from  off  street  parking  areas  during  peak  hours. 

f.  measures  to  promote  pedestrian  access, 

g.  measures  to  encourage  bicycle  commuting  such  as  secured  bike  racks  and  locker 
and  shower  facilities.  The  SPGA  may  require  the  submission  of  periodic  reports  on  the  ef¬ 
fectiveness  of  the  trip  reduction  programs  as  part  of  the  monitoring  required  under  Section 
1404.H.12.g. 

4.  Reducing  of  the  size  or  intensity  of  the  project. 

5.  Phasing  the  development  of  the  project. 

6.  Obtaining  all  other  permits  where  applicable. 

135-1406  INTERMUNICIPAL  COORDINATION. 

A.  If  a  development  impacts  streets  in  another  municipality,  the  traffic  study  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  municipality  for  review  and  comment  concurrently  with  the  filing.  The  SP¬ 
GA  shall  not  take  final  action  on  a  SP  or  SPR  until  it  has  received  comments  from  the  mu¬ 
nicipality  or  until  35  days  have  elapsed  from  the  transmittal  of  the  traffic  study. 

B .  The  SPGA  may  require  the  study  and  mitigation  of  impacted  streets  in  an  abutting  mu¬ 
nicipality  provided  that  the  abutting  municipality  has  adopted  this  Article  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  is  not  being  independently  permitted  by  the  municipality.  An  abutting  municipality  (s) 
shall  approve  any  mitigation  proposed  for  any  street  in  its  jurisdiction. 

135-1407  COMPLIANCE. 

of  the  SPGA  determines  that  its  conditions  on  traffic  are  not  being  met,  the  SPGA  shall  re¬ 
quire  the  applicant  to  bring  the  development  into  compliance. 

135-1408  WAIVER  OF  THE  REGULATIONS. 

of  the  SPGA  finds  that  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Article  does  not  apply,  it  may  be 
waived  by  vote  of  the  SPGA. 

135-1409  SEPARATION. 

Should  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Article  be  declared  to  be  invalid,  said  section  or  pro- 
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vision  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  of  this  Article,  or  take  any  other  ac¬ 
tion  relative  thereto.

Sec.  99-7.  SOLICITATION  AND  CANVASSING. 

Sec.  99-7  1 .  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  bylaw  is  to  protect  the  citizens  of  Brain¬ 
tree  from  crime,  undue  annoyance  and  fraudulent  door-to-door  solicitors  and  canvassers  by 
requiring  those  who  wish  to  engage  in  such  activity  to  register  with  the  Braintree  Police  De¬ 
partment. 

Sec.  99-7  2.  Definitions,  (a)  "Solicitation  or  Canvassing"  means  traveling  by  foot, 
motor  vehicle  or  any  type  of  conveyance,  from  place  to  place,  from  house  to  house,  or  from 
street  to  street,  whether  for  salary,  commission  or  other  remuneration,  whether  on  behalf  of 
oneself  or  another  person,  business,  firm,  corporation,  organization,  or  other  entity  and  (1) 
selling,  leasing  or  taking  orders  for  the  sale  of  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  services 
whatsoever,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  books,  periodicals,  food,  and  home  improvement 
services,  or  attempting  to  so  sell,  lease  or  take  orders,  whether  or  not  advance  payment  on 
such  sales  is  collected,  or  (2)  seeking  or  requesting  donations  of  money,  goods  or  services 
for  any  for-profit  entity  or  non-profit  entity,  (b)  "Residential  property"  includes  without  lim¬ 
itation  each  individual  dwelling  unit. 

Sec.  99-7.3.  Prohibition  and  Requirements. 

(a)  No  person  shall  engage  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  in  or  upon  any  private  residen¬ 
tial  property  in  the  Town  of  Braintree,  and  no  business,  firm,  corporation,  organization  or 
other  entity  shall  arrange  for  any  person  to  engage  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  in  or  upon 
any  residential  property,  without  first  registering  with  the  Chief  of  Police  not  less  than  sev¬ 
en  (7)  days  before  commencing  such  solicitation  or  canvassing  and  obtaining  from  the 
Chief  of  Police  a  certificate  evidencing  such  registration. 

(b)  Persons  engaged  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  display  on  their  person  such  cer¬ 
tificate  of  registration  while  so  engaged  and  shall  produce  such  certificate  upon  request. 

(c)  Immediately  upon  encountering  an  occupant  of  any  residential  property,  a  person  en¬ 
gaged  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  present  such  certificate  of  registration  for  inspec¬ 
tion  and  inform  the  occupant  of  the  nature  and  purpose  of  his  business,  and  if  he  is  repre¬ 
senting  an  organization,  firm,  or  other  entity. 

(d)  Each  person  engaged  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  in  or  upon  any  residential  premis¬ 
es  shall  immediately  leave  such  premises  upon  the  request  of  the  occupant. 

(e)  No  person  shall  engage  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  in  or  upon  any  residential  proper¬ 
ty  upon  which  is  displayed  a  sign  prohibiting  trespassing,  solicitation  or  canvassing. 
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(f)  No  person  engaging  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  misrepresent  in  any  way  his  true 
objective,  status  or  mission  or  that  of  any  organization  on  behalf  of  which  he  is  so  engaged. 

(g)  Persons  engaging  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  comply  with  all  federal,  state  and 
local  laws  and  regulations,  including  but  not  limited  to  consumer  protection  laws  such  as 
M.G.L.  Chapters  93,  93A  and  255D. 

(h)  Persons  engaging  in  solicitation  or  canvassing  shall  do  so  only  between  the  hours  of 
9:00  a.m.  and  8:00  p.m. 

Sec.  99-7  4.  Registration,  (a)  Application:  Persons  seeking  registration  certificates  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  this  bylaw  shall  apply  therefore  not  less  than  seven  (7)  days  before  commencing 
solicitation  or  canvassing  in  the  Town  of  Braintree.  Such  application  shall  be  signed  under 
the  penalties  of  perjury  and  shall  contain  the  following  information  on  a  form  provided  by 
the  Chief  of  Police: 

1 .  Applicant's  name,  home  address  and  telephone  number; 

2.  Name  of  applicant's  business,  firm,  corporation,  organization,  or  other  entity  rep¬ 
resented,  business  address  and  telephone  number; 

3.  Applicant's  date  of  birth; 

4.  Applicant's  Social  Security  Number; 

5.  Applicants  must  produce  a  copy  of  their  driver's  license  or  a  photograph  will  be 
taken  by  the  Braintree  Police  Department  at  the  time  of  registering; 

6.  Length  of  time  for  which  applicant  seeks  to  conduct  business  in  the  Town  of 
Braintree; 

7.  Description  of  the  nature  of  the  business  and  the  goods  or  services  to  be  sold  or 
purpose  (s)  for  which  donations  are  to  be  requested; 

8.  If  applicant  is  operating  or  being  transported  by  a  motor  vehicle,  the  year,  make, 
model,  color,  registration  number,  state  of  registration,  owner's  name  and  address  of  each 
such  vehicle. 

9.  Whether  the  applicant  has  been  convicted  of  any  other  following  offenses  within 
the  past  seven  (7)  years  in  any  state  or  federal  court  of  the  United  States:  burglary,  breaking 
and  entering,  larceny,  robbery,  receiving  stolen  property,  assault  fraud,  sexual  misconduct, 
unlawfully  carrying  weapons,  or  the  attempt  of  any  such  offense. 
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10.  Applicant  must  also  consent  to  a  criminal  history  check  to  be  conducted  by  the 
Chief  of  Police  or  his  designee,  (b)  Contents  of  Certificate:  Each  certificate  of  registration 
shall  contain  the  signature  of  the  Chief  of  Police  or  his  designee  and  shall  show  the  name,  ad¬ 
dress  and  photograph  of  the  holder  of  said  certificate,  date  of  issue  and  registration  number. 

(c)  Expiration  of  Certificate:  Each  certificate  of  registration  issued  pursuant  to  this  bylaw 
shall  expire  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  issue.  Certificates  must  be  returned  to  the 
Braintree  Police  Department  when  the  applicant  has  concluded  his  or  her  solicitation  activi¬ 
ties  in  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

(d)  Transfer  of  Certificate:  No  certificate  of  registration  may  be  transferred  to  any  other 

. 

person  or  entity. 

(e)  Revocation  of  Certificate:  The  Chief  of  Police  may  revoke  the  certificate  of  registra¬ 
tion  of  any  solicitor  or  canvasser  for  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  bylaw  or  for  providing 
false  information  on  the  application. 

(f)  Duties  of  Police  Department:  The  Police  Department  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  certifi¬ 
cates  of  registration,  including  registration  numbers,  and  applications  therefore  for  a  period 
of  six  (6)  years  after  application.  Enforcement  authority  of  this  bylaw  shall  be  by  criminal 
complaint  filed  by  the  Police  Department. 

Sec.  99-7  5.  Exception. 

The  provisions  of  this  bylaw  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  persons: 

(a)  any  person  duly  licensed  under  M.G.L.  c.  101,  or  to  any  person  exempted  under 
M.G.L.  c.  101,  M.G.L.  c.  149,  Sec.  69;  M.G.L.  c.  180,  Sec.  4,  or  any  other  General  Law. 

(b)  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  town,  county,  state  or  federal  government  on  official 
business;  or 

(c)  route  salespersons  or  others  having  established  customers  making  periodic  deliveries 
to  such  customers  or  making  calls  upon  prospective  customers  to  solicit  orders  for  periodic 
route  deliveries,  including  but  not  limited  to  news  carriers. 

Sec.  99-7. 6.  Severability. 

If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  phrase  or  portion  of  this  bylaw  shall  be  de¬ 
clared  invalid  or  held  unconstitutional  by  any  court  of  last  resort,  the  remainder  shall  contin¬ 
ue  in  full  force  and  effect. 
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Sec.  99-7.  7.  Penalty. 

Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  bylaw  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  offense,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

That 
the  town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  Bylaws  dated  May  1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by 
deleting  in  its  entirety  Article  XIV  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Traffic  and  inserting  an  new  Ar¬ 
ticle  XIV  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Traffic  as  printed  in  the  Finance  Committee  Report. 

1 .  Provide  for  the  orderly  movement  of  traffic,  reduce  accidents,  allow  adequate  emer¬ 
gency  response  and  maintain  adequate  and  safe  streets; 

2.  Discourage  the  use  of  neighborhood  streets  as  shortcuts  by  promoting  the  use  of  arte¬ 
rial  and  collector  streets; 

3.  Encourage  the  use  of  traffic  engineering  design  standards  appropriate  for  a  residential 
suburban  community; 

4.  Encourage  private  sector  participation  in  managing  traffic; 

5.  Create  and  maintain  safe  and  convenient  pedestrian  access  and  bike  paths; 

6.  Encourage  the  use  of  public  transit,  carpools  and  vanpools; 

7.  Promote  clean  air  by  reducing  exhaust  emissions. 

135-1402.  DEFINITIONS. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Article  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 
ADEQUATE  CAPACITY:  Level  of  Service  (LOS)  D  or  better  on  every  major  approach  for 
Arterial  and  Collector  Streets;  LOS  C  or  better  for  Residential  and  Subcollector  Streets. 

AVERAGE  DAILY  TRAFFIC  (ADT):  The  number  of  vehicles  passing  a  point  on  a  street 
during  a  24  hour  period  on  a  typical  day. 
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CAPACITY  OF  AN  INTERSECTION:  The  maximum  number  of  vehicles  which  can  rea¬ 
sonably  be  expected  to  be  processed  through  an  intersection  or  street  segment  during  a  one 
hour  peak  time  period. 

DESIGN  YEAR:  The  fifth  year  after  a  development  is  scheduled  to  be  completed. 

EXCEPTIONAL  PEAK  PERIOD:  An  exceptional  hourly,  daily  or  seasonal  period  of  trip 
generation  (i.e.,  the  December  holiday). 

IMPACTED  STREET:  A  residential  or  subcollector  street  or  intersection  receiving  25  or 
more  peak  hour  trips  from  a  development;  a  collector  or  arterial  street  or  intersection  receiv¬ 
ing  50  or  more  peak  hour  trips  from  a  development. 

LEVEL  OF  SERVICE  (LOS):  A  measure  of  the  operating  conditions  of  an  intersection  or 
street  segment  ranked  on  a  scale  from  LOS  A  (optimum)  to  LOS  F  (failing)  as  defined  in  the 
Highway  Capacity  Manual  latest  edition  Transportation  Research  Board. 

PASS-BY  TRIPS:  The  number  of  trips  captured  by  a  land  use  from  existing  traffic  on  an  ad¬ 
jacent  street. 

PEAK  PERIOD,  MORNING:  7  A.M.  to  9  A.M. 

PEAK  PERIOD,  EVENING:  3  P.M.  to  6  P.M. 

PEAK  PERIOD,  SATURDAY:  Noon  to  4  P.M. 

SIGNAL  PHASE:  That  part  of  a  traffic  signal's  time  cycle  allocated  to  z  traffic  movement  or 
a  combination  of  movements  (including  exclusive  pedestrian  movements)  receiving  the 
right-of-way  simultaneously. 

STREET: 

ARTERIAL:  An  interregional  street  with  an  ADT  of  more  than  5,000  conveying  traf¬ 
fic  between  centers. 

COLLECTOR:  A  street  carrying  large  volumes  of  traffic  (maximum  ADT  of  5,000) 
between  arterial  streets  and  residential  and  subcollector  streets  and  having  limited  direct  ac¬ 
cess  to  lots. 
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SUBCOLLECTOR:  A  street  with  a  maximum  ADT  of  1 ,000  -  2,000  which  provides 
access  to  lots  and  carries  residential  traffic  to  collector  and  arterial  streets. 

RESIDENTIAL:  A  street  with  low  traffic  volume  (maximum  ADT  of  1,000)  which 
provides  frontage  for  access  to  lots  and  carries  traffic  with  destination  or  origin  on  the  street 
itself. 

STUDY  AREA:  An  area  which  encompasses  all  impacted  streets.  TRIP:  A  single  or  one-di¬ 
rectional  vehicle  movement. 

TRIP  ASSIGNMENT:  Assignment  of  development  generated  and  through  trips  to  municipal 
streets  and  a  development's  driveways. 

TRIP  RATE:  The  number  of  trips  per  unit  o~  independent  variable  (e.g.,  trips  per  dwelling 
unit,  employee  or  square  footage). 

135-1403  APPLICABILITY. 

Article  XIV  shall  apply  to  every  application  for  a  Special  Permit  (SP)  or  Site  Plan  Review 
(SPR).  13S-1404  TRAFFIC  SURVEY. 

A.  A  traffic  study,  prepared  by  a  Professional  Engineer  registered  in  Massachusetts  or 
other  appropriate  professional  specializing  in  traffic  planning,  shall  be  submitted  with  each 
application  for  a  SP  or  SPR  in  which  the  proposed  activity  under  review  will  generate  50  or 
more  new  trips  during  the  peak  hour  of  the  development.  If  no  streets  are  impacted  by  a  de¬ 
velopment,  the  SPGA  may  determine  that  a  traffic  study  is  not  required. 

The  applicant,  at  his  discretion,  may  consult  with  the  SPGA  or  its  designess  prior  to  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  a  SP  or  SPR  in  order  to  identify  the  intersections  to  be  studied  and  the  appropriate 
elements  to  include  in  the  study. 

B.  Trip  rates  may  be  based  on  Institute  of  transportation  Engineers  Trip  Generation,  lat¬ 
est  edition  (ITE)  or  data  from  similar  developments  in  similar  settings  in  Massachusetts. 
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1 .  If  ITE  is  used,  the  land  use  code,  number  of  studies,  weighted  average  trip  rate,  trip 
generation  equation  standard  deviation  and  coefficient  for  each  land  use  used  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided.  Use  of  the  weighted  average  trip  rate  or  trip  generation  equation  to  predict  trips  for 
each  land  use  shall  be  based  on  the  procedures  set  forth  in  ITE. 

2.  If  local  trip  rates  are  used,  the  methodology  used  and  the  applicability  of  the  data 
shall  be  provided. 

3.  If  data  is  available  from  ITE  and  local  sources,  the  applicant  may  demonstrate  why 
the  ITE  data  is  not  accurate  and  should  not  be  used.  The  SPGA  shall  determine  which  data 
source  will  be  used. 

C.  All  traffic  counts  including  turning  movements  shall  have  been  taken  within  12 
months  of  the  date  of  submission  and  shall  be  adjusted  for  seasonal  variation  with  an  expla¬ 
nation  as  to  how  the  adjustment  was  made. 

D.  Projections  of  ADT's,  turning  movements  and  capacity  analyses  shall  be  adjusted  for 
(where  appropriate): 

1 .  background  traffic  with  an  explanation  as  to  how  said  adjustment  was  made; 

2.  truck  traffic  and  buses; 

3.  vacant  space  in  existing  buildings  in  the  study  are; 

4.  trips  generated  by  developments  in  the  study  area  that  are  under  review  or  approved 
by  a  municipal  agency  or  in  the  MEPA  process. 

E.  If  an  exceptional  peak  period  is  likely  to  occur,  the  SPGA  may  require  analysis  of  traf¬ 
fic  for  said  period. 

F.  Trips  from  an  existing  land  use  that  are  being  replaced  by  a  new  land  use  may  be 
subtracted  as  follows:  , 

1 .  If  trip  generation  and  distribution  for  the  new  land  use  have  the  same  characteristics 
as  the  land  use  being  replaced,  trips  generated  by  the  new  land  use  may  be  reduced  by  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  the  trips  generated  by  the  land  use  being  replaced. 

2.  If  trip  generation  and  distribution  for  the  new  land  use  do  not  have  the  same  char¬ 
acteristics  as  the  land  use  being  replaced,  trips  generated  by  the  existing  land  use  may  be  sub¬ 
tracted  from  the  street  system. 
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G.  Where  a  project  accesses  or  impacts  a  state  highway,  evidence  of  consultation  with 
MHD  shall  be  provided. 

H.  The  traffic  study  shall  have  the  following  elements  (when  applicable): 

1 .  Executive  summary  with: 

a.  scope  of  work  to  include  location  of  the  project,  locus  map  and  site  plan,  descrip¬ 
tion  of  type  and  intensity  of  existing  and  proposed  development  and  description  of  study 
area; 

b.  schedule  for  project  development; 

c.  summary  of  existing  and  future  traffic  conditions  including  deficiencies  in  the  street 
system; 

d.  summary  of  traffic  impacts  and  proposed  mitigation; 

e.  listing  o~  all  permits  required  by  the  project  and  a  summary  of  the  status  of  permit¬ 
ting  process  for  each  required  permit. 

2.  Review  of  traffic  studies  undertaken  within  the  study  area  in  the  prior  5  years  on  file 
in  the  municipalities  within  the  study  area. 

3.  Description  of  roadway  characteristics  for  all  impacted  streets  to  include: 

a.  inventory  of  land  uses  within  500  feet  of  the  development  and  on  each  impacted 

street; 

b.  identification  of  all  curb  cuts  and  driveways  within  500  feet  of  the  development; 

c.  physical  characteristics  including  number  of  travel  lanes;  widths  of  right-of-way, 
travel  lanes,  sidewalks  and  shoulders;  conditions  of  pavement,  sidewalk  and  curbing;  and 
roadway  geometry  and  grades; 

d.  inventory  of  traffic  control  devices  including  regulatory  parking  and  warning  signs, 
traffic  signal  permits,  control  units  and  description  of  signal  phasing; 
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e.  sight  distances  and  obstructions  to  sight  lines; 

f.  location  and  type  of  street  lighting; 

g.  actual  and  posted  traffic  speeds; 

h.  number,  type  and  location  of  accidents  by  year  for  the  most  recent  three  years; 

i.  description  of  transit  system  serving  the  study  area  including  mode,  frequency, 
schedule,  routes,  stop  location  and  patronage; 

j.  time  and  peak  volume  of  parking  for  the  development; 

k.  location  on  pedestrian  and  bicycle  routes; 

l .  location  of  churches,  schools,  parks  and  similar  public  or  civic  uses  within  the  study 

area. 

4.  Description  of  traffic  improvements  to  be  completed  in  the  study  area  prior  to  the 
design  year  with  a  schedule  of  implementation  and  identification  of  the  parties  responsible 
for  implementing  the  improvements. 

5.  ADT's  on  all  impacted  streets  for  the  current  year  and  the  no-build  and  build  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  design  year  (no-build  and  build  conditions).  Current  ADT's  shall  be  counted  for 
a  48  hour  period  on  a  typical  weekday. 

6.  Existing  site  generated  trips  with  a  trip  assignment. 

7.  Identification  of  the  peak  hours  (AM,  PM,  and  Saturday)  of  the  development  and  for 
adjacent  streets  with  an  explanation  as  to  how  the  peak  hours  were  selected. 

8.  Development  generated  trips  for  the  peak  hours  of  the  development  and  for  adjacent 
streets  and  a  trip  assignment  with  an  explanation  as  to  how  the  assignment  was  made.  If  pro¬ 
jected  trips  are  adjusted  for  pass-by  or  diverted  trips,  an  explanation  as  to  how  the  adjustment 
was  made  shall  be  provided.  Adjustment  for  pass-by  trips  shall  be  limited  to  25%  of  site  gen¬ 
erated  trips  and  5%  of  the  volume  the  traffic  on  the  street  serving  the  site. 
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9.  Peak  hour  (s)  turning  movement  counts  on  all  impacted  intersections  for  the  current 
year  and  the  no-build  and  build  conditions. 

10.  Capacity  analysis  for  the  current  year  and  the  no-build  and  build  conditions  on  all 
impacted  streets  and  street  segments.  Said  analysis  shall  be  based  on  the  Highway  Capacity 
Manual  transportation  Research  Board,  latest  edition  (where  applicable)  and  shall  include  a 
queue  analysis  and  critical  volumes  by  signal  phase  or  turning  movement  for  each  intersec¬ 
tion  studied. 

11.  Gap  analysis  for  unsignalized  intersections  and  site  driveways  which  experience 
excessive  delay  or  are  approaching  capacity. 

12.  Measures  to  mitigate  traffic  impacts  to  include: 

a.  The  process  through  which  the  mitigation  will  be  authorized,  financed,  designed 
and  implemented. 

b.  Capacity  analysis  on  all  impacted  streets  and  intersections  based  on  the  mitigation 
proposed. 

c.  Review  of  potential  impact  to  utilities,  wetlands,  archaeological/historical  sites,  etc. 

d.  Implementation  schedule.  If  the  development  or  the  mitigation  is  phased,  the  study 
shall  show  how  the  mitigation  will  be  implemented  and  function  for  each  phase. 


e.  If  site  design  and  geometric  changes  are  proposed,  said  changes  shall  be  based  on 
current  engineering  standards  for  turn  pocket  transition  tapers,  lane  widths,  sight  distance, 
multiple  lane  configuration,  and  right-of-way  widths.  A  description  of  said  changes  shall 
include: 

1 .  scaled  plan  (s)  (1"=40'  preferred)  showing: 

a.  existing  and  proposed  layout  lines,  building  footprint  (s),  parking  lot  areas  and 
driveways; 
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b.  the  relationship  of  the  site  layout  to  existing  rights-of-way  with  sight  distances; 

c.  proposed  geometric  changes  and  widening  (driveways,  storage  lanes,  acceleration 
and  deceleration  lanes,  turning  lanes,  etc.). 

d.  A  traffic  management  plan  to  maintain  traffic  flow  on  impacted  street  (s)  and  allow 
access  to  abutting  properties  by  vehicles,  pedestrians,  and  handicap  persons  during  con¬ 
struction. 

e.  Measures  to  mitigate  traffic  generated  noise  and  dust  pollution. 

f.  If  traffic  signalization  is  proposed,  a  signal  warrant  analysis  based  on  Manual  on 
Uniform  Traffic  Control  devices  (FHWA,  latest  edition). 

g.  Program  to  monitor  the  effects  of  the  mitigation  for  period  of  three  years  after  im¬ 
plementation. 

135-1405  TRAFFIC  CAPACITY. 

A.  Prior  to  granting  a  SP  or  SPR,  the  SPGA  shall  determine  if  there  will  be  adequate  ca¬ 
pacity  on  all  impacted  streets  for  the  build  condition. 

1 .  If  adequate  capacity  is  projected  on  any  impacted  street  for  the  no-build  condition 
and  a  development  causes  a  decrease  in  LOS,  the  SPGA  may  require  implementation  of  mit- 
igative  measures  to  restore  the  LOS  to  the  no-build  condition. 

2.  If  any  impacted  street  does  not  have  adequate  capacity  for  the  build  condition,  the 
SPGA  shall  take  one  of  the  following  measures: 

a.  The  SPGA  may  require  the  implementation  of  mitigative  measures  to  achieve  ade¬ 
quate  capacity. 

b.  The  SPGA  may  deny  the  application. 

B.  The  SPGA  may  condition  its  approval  on: 

1 .  Completion  of  mitigation  prior  to  issuing  any  occupancy  permit. 

2.  Posting  surety  to  guarantee  implementation  of  mitigation. 

3.  Implementing  measures  to  reduce  trips  generated  by  a  development 
including  use  of: 
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a.  employer  subsidized  passes  for  public  transit. 

b.  carpools  and  vanpools. 

c.  flex  time  or  staggered  work  hour. 

d.  preferential  parking  for  high  occupancy  vehicles. 

e.  restricting  access  to  or  egress  from  off  street  parking  areas  during  peak  hours. 

f.  measures  to  promote  pedestrian  access, 

g.  measures  to  encourage  bicycle  commuting  such  as  secured  bike  racks  and  locker 
and  shower  facilities.  The  SPGA  may  require  the  submission  of  periodic  reports  on  the  ef¬ 
fectiveness  of  the  trip  reduction  programs  as  part  of  the  monitoring  required  under  Section 
1404.H.12.g. 

4.  Reducing  of  the  size  or  intensity  of  the  project. 

5.  Phasing  the  development  of  the  project. 

6.  Obtaining  all  other  permits  where  applicable. 

135-1406  INTERMUNICIPAL  COORDINATION. 

A.  If  a  development  impacts  streets  in  another  municipality,  the  traffic  study  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  municipality  for  review  and  comment  concurrently  with  the  filing.  The  SP¬ 
GA  shall  not  take  final  action  on  a  SP  or  SPR  until  it  has  received  comments  from  the  mu¬ 
nicipality  or  until  35  days  have  elapsed  from  the  transmittal  of  the  traffic  study. 

B .  The  SPGA  may  require  the  study  and  mitigation  of  impacted  streets  in  an  abutting  mu¬ 
nicipality  provided  that  the  abutting  municipality  has  adopted  this  Article  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  is  not  being  independently  permitted  by  the  municipality.  An  abutting  municipality  (s) 
shall  approve  any  mitigation  proposed  for  any  street  in  its  jurisdiction. 

135-1407  COMPLIANCE. 

of  the  SPGA  determines  that  its  conditions  on  traffic  are  not  being  met,  the  SPGA  shall  re¬ 
quire  the  applicant  to  bring  the  development  into  compliance. 

135-1408  WAIVER  OF  THE  REGULATIONS. 

of  the  SPGA  finds  that  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Article  does  not  apply,  it  may  be 
waived  by  vote  of  the  SPGA. 

135-1409  SEPARATION. 

Should  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Article  be  declared  to  be  invalid,  said  section  or  pro- 
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vision  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  of  this  Article,  or  take  any  other  ac¬ 
tion  relative  thereto.

ter  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  ADULT  ENTER¬ 
TAINMENT  -  An  establishment  providing  live  entertainment  or  dancing  which  is  sexual  in 
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nature  or  conduct  as  defined  in  Section  thirty-one  of  Chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy-two 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  ADULT  MOTION  PICTURE  THEATRE  -  An  en¬ 
closed  building  used  for  presenting  material  distinguished  by  an  emphasis  on  matter  de¬ 
picting,  describing,  or  relating  to  sexual  conduct  or  sexual  excitement  as  defined  in  Section 
thirty-one  of  Chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy  two  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  - 
OBSCENE  ENTERTAINMENT  -  All  entertainment  which  is  "obscene"  within  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  that  term  as  defined  by  Section  3 1  of  Chapter  272  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
and  final  adjudication  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  SPECIAL  PERMIT  GRANTI¬ 
NG  AUTHORITY  -  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  be  the  Planning  Board. 

135-1303.  RESTRICTIONS.  A.  All  obscene  entertainment,  including  book¬ 
stores/video  stores  and  motion  picture  theatres  that  make  available  obscene  materials,  are 
prohibited  within  the  Town.  B.  Adult  bookstores/video  stores,  adult  motion  picture  theaters, 
and  adult  entertainment  establishments,  are  prohibited  within  any  zoning  district  other  than 
commercial  zoning  districts.

(f)  Physical  layout  of  the  premises  in  a  format  established  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting

B.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  any  ap¬ 
plication  for  Special  Permit  for  an  adult  bookstore/video  store,  adult  motion  picture  theater 
or  adult  entertainment  establishment  within  sixty-five  (65)  days  of  the  filing  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  with  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  and  Town  Clerk.  Notice  of  said  public  hear¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  publication  or  posting  as  provided  in  Section  1 1  of  Chapter  40A  and 
by  mailing  to  all  parties  in  interest.

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REPORTS 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  conducted  a  total  of  thirty  regular  weekly  meetings  during  1996. 
Although  the  Board  of  Selectmen  focuses  its  attention  on  matters  relating  to  public  policy 
and  relies  on  its  administrative  staff  and  department  heads  to  perform  the  day-to-day  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  operating  Town  government,  each  Selectman  spends  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  responding  to  constituent  inquiries  and  requests  for  assistance. 

HIGHLIGHTS  FOR  1996 

The  most  frequent  complaint  heard  from  residents  is  their  objections  to  an  increase  in  traf¬ 
fic  throughout  the  community  and  particularly  an  increase  in  truck  traffic  in  residential 
neighborhoods.  These  concerns  have  not  gone  unheard,  and  the  Engineering  Department 
has  been  directed  to  perform  the  necessary  traffic  engineering  studies  to  accompany  the 
Town' s  application  to  the  Mass  Highway  Department  for  Heavy  Commercial  Vehicle  Ex¬ 
clusion  Permits  (HCVE)  on  the  following  local  roads:  Addison  Street,  North  Bowditch 
Street,  Church  Street,  Elm  Street,  Hayward  Street,  Union  Street,  and  Cleveland  Avenue.  A 
completed  HCVE  permit  application  for  Common  Street  is  currently  under  review  by  the 
Mass  Highway  Department. 

The  Mass  Highway  Department  held  a  public  hearing  in  January  on  the  25-percent  design 
plan  of  the  -Elm  Street/Church  Street  intersection  project.  Work  on  this  project  consists  of 
roadway  reconstruction  on  Elm  Street  from  Route  3  to  Cedar  Street  and  Church  Street  from 
Elm  Street  to  200  feet  north  of  old  Elm  Street  along  with  signalization,  drainage  improve¬ 
ments,  curbing,  and  sidewalk  reconstruction.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  expects  this  project 
to  be  under  construction  in  1997. 

The  Mass  Highway  Department  also  held  a  public  hearing  in  October  on  the  25-percent  de¬ 
sign  plan  for  the  Elm,  Adams,  and  Middle  Streets  intersection  project.  The  project  will  in¬ 
volve  rehabilitation  of  the  roadway  surface,  construction  of  sidewalks  and  signalization. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  nine  (9)  local  residents  to  serve  on  the  Greenbush  Rail¬ 
road  Mitigation  Committee.  The  committee  was  organized  in  March  and  has  worked  dili¬ 
gently  to  identify  the  traffic,  noise,  vibration,  and  public  safety  impacts  of  this  Old  Colony

Railroad  Rehabilitation  Project.  The  committee  is  also  negotiating  a  mitigation  agreement 
between  the  Town  of  Braintree  and  the  MBTA  that  will  minimize  the  adverse  impacts  this 
project  will  have  on  the  quality  of  life  and  the  public  safety  in  this  community. 

A-R  Cable  Services,  Inc.  notified  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  January  of  its  desire  to  renew 
the  Cable  T.V.  License  that  will  expire  in  1999.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  delegated  authori¬ 
ty  to  identify  the  future  cable  related  community  needs  and  interests  and  to  review  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  current  licensee  to  the  local  Cable  T.V.  Advisory  Committee.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  authorized  the  Cable  T.V.  Advisory  Committee  to  retain  the  services  of  special 
legal  counsel  to  provide  technical  and  legal  guidance  during  this  process. 

Awarded  an  engineering  service  contract  to  the  BSC  Group,  Inc.,  Boston,  in  the  amount  of 
$24,500  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  improvements  to  the  drainage  system  in  the 
Smith  Beach  vicinity. 

Awarded  a  three  (3)-year  Recyclable  Materials  Recovery  Contract  to  SEMASS  Recycling 
that  has  resulted  in  the  Town  receiving  $35. 00/ton  for  newspaper  and  corrugated  cardboard 
and  paying  only  $5. 00/ton  for  all  other  recyclable  materials.  This  contract  has  proven  to  be 
exceptional  since  market  conditions  at  the  end  of  the  year  resulted  communities  paying 
$20/ton  to  dispose  of  newspaper  and  corrugated  cardboard  and  all  other  recyclable  materials. 

Awarded  a  contract  to  Examinations  Plus,  Inc.  to  design  and  conduct  a  three  (3)  part  entry 
level  fire  fighters  exam  to  be  held  in  early  1997. 

Adopted  a  Sexual  Harassment  Policy  applicable  to  all  Town  officials  and  employees  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  a  safe,  comfortable,  and  non-threatening  work  environment. 

Adopted  a  Drug  and  Alcohol  Policy  for  all  employees  in  positions  requiring  a  commercial 
driver's  license  including  testing  procedures  in  compliance  with  U.S.  Department  of  Trans¬ 
portation  regulations. 

Appointed  Richard  E.  Hull  as  Fire  Chief  in  September  replacing  Arthur  L.  Dalton,  Jr.  who 
retired  in  September  after  serving  35  years  as  a  Braintree  firefighter,  the  last  three  years  be¬ 
ing  as  Fire  Chief. 
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Completed  construction  of  the  new  Highlands  Fire  Station  in  September.  The  total  project 
costs  were  $1,332,425,  including  land  acquisition  costs,  which  was  $257,575  under  budget. 

Demolished  the  Old  Highlands  Fire  Station  in  December  after  conducting  a  public  meeting 
to  receive  input  from  neighborhood  residents  relative  to  future  use  of  this  property. 

Appointed  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  evaluate  the  feasibility  of  implementing  a  Senior  Citi¬ 
zen  Tax  Relief  Program.  After  receiving  a  favorable  recommendation  from  the  committee, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  in  December  to  seek  approval  from  the  1997  Annual  town 
Meeting  to  fund  such  a  program  effective  July  1,  1997.  The  intent  of  the  program  is  to  em¬ 
ploy  senior  citizens  who  will  apply  their  earnings  toward  payment  of  their  property  tax  bills, 
enhance  municipal  service  by  using  skills  of  senior  citizens,  and  increase  senior  citizen  in¬ 
volvement  in  local  government. 

After  conducting  the  Annual  Tax  Classification  hearing  in  November  and  adopting  a  resi¬ 
dential  classification  factor  that  resulted  in  a  residential  rate  of  $12.3 1  and  a  commercial/in¬ 
dustrial  personal  property  tax  rate  of  $25.06,  the  Department  of  Revenue  informed  the 
Town  of  Braintree  and  the  Board  of  Assessors  that  it  was  necessary  to  correct  an  error  in  the 
tax  classification  formula  that  had  gone  unnoticed  for  the  past  few  years.  As  a  result,  less  of 
the  tax  levy  could  be  shifted  to  the  commercial/industrial  properties.  In  order  to  maintain 
the  $12.31  residential  tax  rate,  the  commercial/industrial  tax  rate  needed  to  be  reduced  to 
$24.78  and  non-property  tax  revenues  needed  to  be  increased  by  $580,000. 

The  1996  Annual  Town  Election  resulted  in  the  Board  of  Selectmen  welcoming  Dorothy  O. 
Nedelman  as  a  newly  elected  member  replacing  John  A.  Dennehy  who  decided  not  to  seek 
a  third  term  of  office. 

Barbara  A.  Lyons,  Administrative  Coordinator,  retired  in  April  after  an  unprecedented 
twenty-eight  years  of  dedicated  service  as  an  employee  in  the  Selectmen's  Office.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  along  with  numerous  current  and  former  Town  officials  and  employ¬ 
ees,  joined  Barbara's  family  and  friends  at  a  gala  retirement  party  in  her  honor  wishing  her 
a  healthy  and  enjoyable  retirement. 

As  always,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  elected  and  appointed 
Town  officials,  employees,  and  volunteers  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  this  past  year.

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  on 

March  17,  1971  established  the  Council 
on  Aging  as  a  Town  Department. 

The  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  operate  as  the  officially  designated  agency  to  evaluate, 
promote  and  encourage  new  and  existing  programs  and  services  for  the  older  residents  of 
Braintree.  Under  the  Chairmanship  of  John  Panepinto,  each  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
on  Aging  Board  serves  on  a  committee  such  as  Finance,  Personnel,  Special  Events,  Mem¬ 
bership,  Transportation  or  Legislation. 

The  Senior  Center  serves  as  the  Community  Focal  Point  to  LINK  elderly  residents  and  their 
families  to  the  information,  services  and  opportunities  available  to  help  them  plan  for  the 
future. 

The  Personnel  consists  of  a  full-time  Council  Coordinator,  Outreach  Coordinator,  Custodi¬ 
an,  and  a  Coordinator  of  Volunteers  and  a  part-time  Van  Driver.  Under  various  grants  we  re¬ 
ceived  $30,361 .  to  fund  additional  staff  and  programs  and  to  purchase  computer  equipment.

The  Council  on  Aging  offers  Outreach  services,  assistance  with  long  term  care  planning, 
housing  and  health  care  information,  shopping,  financial  assistance,  and  referrals  for  home- 
care.  We  anticipate  continued  increase  in  the  need  for  direct  and  supportive  services  for  the 
elderly  and  their  families  as  the  community  population  ages. 

We  offer  several  affordable  day  trips  per  year  and  hold  a  number  of  social  functions  that  the 
seniors  attend,  such  as  a  monthly  Afternoon  Tea  and  educational  seminars  including  guest 
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speakers.  We  publish  a  monthly  newsletter  that  includes  a  calendar  of  activities  to  fulfill  al¬ 
most  every  social  need. 

Once  again  a  snow  shoveling  program  involving  Youth  Groups,  Braintree's  Healthy  2000 
and  the  Council,  provided  assistance  to  elders.  An  Elder  Home  Repair  Program  developed 
between  Braintree  Rotary,  The  Council  on  Aging  and  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School 
began  on  October  4th,  1995. 

On  March  17,  1996,  we  celebrated  the  25th  Anniversary  of  the  Council  and  our  Second  An¬ 
nual  Volunteer  Appreciation  Dinner.  The  LINK  AWARD  created  to  recognize  volunteers  for 
extraordinary  service  was  presented  to  Irving  Thompson  for  15  years  of  volunteer  service. 
Pins  for  15  years  or  10,000  hours  of  were  awarded  to  Everett  and  Eleanor  Abbott,  John  and 
Marjorie  Castle,  Richard  Murphy,  Janet  Semple,  Janet  Golub  and  John  Butler. 

Volunteers,  seniors  attending  the  center  and  many  in  their  own  homes  contribute  in  many  dif¬ 
ferent  ways  to  the  life  of  our  community.  Yam  donated  to  the  council  was  distributed  to  many 
seniors  who  turned  it  into  343  hats,  mittens,  scarves  or  lap  robes  which  were  distributed  to 
the  Veterans  Hospital,  Braintree  Food  Pantries  and  a  program  for  the  homeless.  Our  seniors 
work  all  year  long  to  keep  the  Handicraft  Shop  supplied  with  handmade  items  for  the  home 
or  for  gift  giving.  As  a  group,  the  Council  participates  in  town  activities  such  as  Multi  Cul¬ 
ture  Day,  Peace  March  and  Fourth  of  July  Celebration. 

On  September  9th,  the  ARE  YOU  OK?  Emergency  Telephone  Response  System  began  op¬ 
erating  and  resulted  in  Alerts  for  two  subscribers  in  it's  first  24  hours.  This  free  service  is 
available  to  any  resident  of  Braintree  who  feels  that  a  daily  call  to  check  on  their  well  being 
would  be  helpful  to  their  situation.  We  presently  have  40  subscribers.  Braintree  is  the  first 
town  in  eastern  Massachusetts  to  establish  a  TRIAD  and  to  offer  "ARE  YOU  O.K.?."  The 
Council  on  Aging  also  received  a  grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  computer  for  TRIAD  and  this  will  be  based  at  the  COA  to  assist  the  multifaceted  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  program. 

Our  Council  was  invited,  as  one  of  eight  councils,  to  participate  in  a  research  project  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Gerontology  Institute  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  This  project  pro¬ 
posed  to  explore  profiles  of  daily  life  in  the  85+.  As  a  participant,  we  will  benefit  from  the  re¬ 
sulting  information.  It  will  assist  us  in  long  range  planning  and  advance  our  knowledge  about 
this  age  group  in  the  Town  of  Braintree.  As  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
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Councils  on  Aging,  Braintree  actively  participates  in  statewide  policy  making,  working 
closely  with  legislators  and  sharing  information  with  351  Councils  on  Aging. 

To  the  many  individuals,  organizations,  town  departments  and  especially  the  Board  of  Se¬ 
lectmen  for  their  concern,  encouragement  and  support  this  past  year,  we  express  our  grati¬ 
tude  for  your  trust  and  will  hope  for  your  continued  support  in  the  future.

REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  its  29th  Annual  Re¬ 
port  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

Blue  Hills  Regional  continues  to  provide  excellent  academic  and  technical  instruction  to 
area  students,  resulting  in  many  awards  and  recognitions  for  the  1995-96  school  year. 

David  Wilson,  an  Electrical  senior  from  Braintree,  was  named  the  Outstanding  Vocational 
Student  of  the  Year.  David  was  the  class  valedictorian  and  is  a  freshman  at  Rensselaer  Poly¬ 
technic  Institute. 

Culinary  Arts  senior  Taryn  Mohan  of  Holbrook  earned  first  place  in  the  National  VIC  A 
Skills  Olympics.  Now  a  student  at  the  Culinary  Institute  of  America,  Taryn  will  compete  in 
the  International  competition  to  be  held  in  Switzerland  next  year. 

Christine  Caissie,  a  Graphic  Communications  Senior  from  Braintree,  was  named  the  Out¬ 
standing  Graphic  Arts  Student  for  Blue  Hills  by  the  Providence  Graphic  Arts  Association 
and  the  Worcester  County  Craftsman  Club. 

The  Automotive  Program  once  again  earned  certification  by  the  National  Automotive  Tech¬ 
nicians  Education  Foundation.  The  Graphics  Communications  Department  earned  certifi¬ 
cation  through  the  Printing  Industry  of  America. 

The  Graphic  Communications  Department  earned  a  first  place  award  from  the  Gallery  of 
Superb  Printing  for  production  of  the  Open  House  Brochure  and  a  first  place  for  production 
of  the  1995-96  school  appointment  calendar. 

The  Blue  Hills  William  A.  Dwyer  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  inducted  18  stu¬ 
dents  from  six  occupations  into  the  prestigious  organization.  This  was  the  largest  number  of 
students  ever  inducted  at  Blue  Hills. 

Seventeen  Healthcare  juniors  became  Certified  Nurses' Assistants,  including  Sherine  Shah- 
vali  and  Danyelle  Merrill  of  Braintree,  Chrissy  Barbara,  Melinda  Kinahan  and  Jill  Tranch- 
inca  of  Dedham,  Jennifer  Smith,  Cindy  Martin  and  Jessica  Fairfield  of  Holbrook,  Stacyann 
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Stephenson  of  Norwood,  Jeanette  Andrews,  Colleen  Hanley,  Jenna  O'Connell,  Angelica 
Vernio,  Anne  Hall,  Heather  Kiebacher  and  Michelle  Phillips  of  Randolph 

The  Blue  Hills  School  offers  interscholastic  sports  in  12  areas,  at  no  cost  to  the  students.  In¬ 
tramural  sports  are  also  offered  in  golf,  basketball,  floor  hockey,  and  volleyball.  This  past 
year  the  mixed  gender  Varsity  Soccer  team  was  Mayflower  League  Division  II  Champion 
and  the  Boys  Basketball  Team  was  Mayflower  League  Division  I  Co-Champion. 

Secondary  school  enrollment  at  Blue  Hills  was  837,  up  9  students  from  the  previous  year. 
One  hundred  thirteen  of  the  high  school  students  were  from  Braintree.  Twenty-  four  of  the 
165  seniors  in  1995-96  were  Braintree  residents.  The  number  of  students  attending  Blue 
Hills  continues  to  remain  steady  or  rise  each  year. 

Placement  for  graduates  was  impressive,  as  usual.  Thirty-three  percent  of  the  graduates 
were  placed  in  related  jobs;  7%  in  unrelated  jobs;  53%  continued  on  to  college;  53%  entered 
the  military;  2%  were  unemployed  as  of  June  30;  2%  was  not  in  the  labor  force.  Seventy-six 
percent  of  the  Postgraduate  program  graduates  (Auto  Body,  Auto  Repair,  Cosmetology, 
Culinary  Arts,  Electrical  Technology,  and  Electronic  Technology)  are  working  in  their  field. 

As  always,  Blue  Hills  makes  its  facilities  and  programs  available  to  the  public.  More  than 
2,000  participated  in  the  pool  program,  enjoyed  meals  and  bakery  items  at  the  school  restau¬ 
rant,  the  Chateau  de  Bleu,  and  received  affordable  salon  services  from  the  cosmetology  stu¬ 
dents.  Blue  Hills  is  the  only  school  in  the  area  with  a  full  sized  fitness  center  open  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  on  a  membership  basis. 

The  Blue  Hill  Aquatics  Program  earned  recognition  from  the  American  Red  Cross  for  being 
the  largest  and  most  comprehensive  program  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Chapter.  The  Red 
Cross  also  presented  an  award  to  the  school  for  its  successful  annual  Blood  Drives. 

Enrollment  continues  to  increase  in  the  self-supporting  Continuing  Education  Program. 
Evening  personal  enrichment  courses  are  offered  along  with  trade  preparation,  electrical 
code  and  theory,  computers  and  cosmetology.  Continuing  Ed.  continues  its  relationship  with 
General  Motors  to  provide  skill  enhancement  and  other  educational  programs  for  the  Com¬ 
pany's  UAW  represented  employees  and  their  families.  Customized  re-training  programs  are 
also  available  to  local  business  and  industry. 

DISCOVER,  the  Blue  Hills  Career  Exploratory  Camp,  is  offered  to  youngsters  aged  10-13 
during  two-week  sessions  in  July  and  August.  Campers  are  given  an  opportunity  to  develop 
and  learn  skills  in  a  particular  vocational  area  in  the  morning  while  enjoying  organized  recre¬ 
ational  activities  during  the  afternoon. 
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The  school  saved  taxpayers  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  through  special  projects  for 
the  municipalities,  residents,  and  civic  organizations.  Projects  included  printing,  vehicle  re¬ 
pairs,  metal  fabrication,  and  building  maintenance.  Special  letters  of  thanks  were  received 
from  State  Police  for  converting  a  military  vehicle  generator  for  use  in  helicopters;  Avon 
Police  Department  for  auto  repair  work;  Sheriff  Clifford  Marshall  for  refinishing  work  on 
desk  tops  for  Norfolk  County;  State  Police  for  the  structural  wood  department's  work  on 
drain  covers  for  the  Milton  Stables.  The  Structural  Wood  students  also  refurbished  voting 
booths  for  the  town  of  Braintree.  Structural  Wood  and  Electrical  completed  major  additions 
on  private  homes  in  Canton  and  Randolph.

In  order  to  take  the  pressure  off  lean  town  budgets,  Blue  Hills  won  grants  totaling  $515,500 
for  fiscal  1996. 


Superintendent  Wilfrid  J.  Savoie  attended  seminars  in  Washington  D.C.  and  met  with  law¬ 
makers  to  discuss  vocational  education  issues  and  funding.  Savoie  found  that  state  and  fed¬ 
eral  support  of  voc-ed  is  impressive  and  encouraging.

Herewith  the  reports  of  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Board  of  Registrars  for  1996: 

This  year  was  a  four  elections  special:  March  fifth  was  the  date  for  the  Presidential  Prima¬ 
ry;  we  held  our  own  Town  election  on  April  second;  then  came  the  State  Primary  on  Sep¬ 
tember  17th;  with  the  Piece  de  resistance-  the  Presidential  election  -  finally  came  along  on 
November  fifth.  I  say  finally  because  by  that  time,  the  electorate  had  reached  a  saturation 
point  with  all  the  advertising  in  or  on  all  the  media,  and  the  proliferation  of  a  new  form  of 
political  animal  -  the  "spin  doctors". 

The  last  update  for  the  year  concerns  the  other  daily  activities  in  the  office.  During  1996  we 
issued  4,160  certified  copies  of  vital  records  (births,  marriages  and  deaths),  1,535  dog  li¬ 
censes,  525  State  sporting  licenses,  80  flammable  storage  permits,  895  Universal  Commer¬ 
cial  Code  Certificates,  226  local  business  certificates,  240  marriage  licenses. 

We  also  collected  $3,077  in  various  non-criminal  fines,  as  well  as  $7,440.71  from  miscella¬ 
neous  sources.  All  of  this  resulted  in  turning  back  to  the  Town  $86,845.43  a  significant  per¬ 
centage  of  our  budget.  All  of  this  was  accomplished  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  over  50~  of  our 
time  was  spent  serving  the  public  over  the  counter  or  on  the  telephone. 

As  always,  I  thank  the  residents  of  the  Town  for  their  support  and  interest,  and  would  take 
this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  work  done  by  the  office  staff:  Principle  Clerks  Eileen 
Dowd  and  Donna  Fabiano  serve  above  and  beyond  the  call,  and  special  recognition  is  owed 
to  Assistant  Town  Clerk  Jean  Penny  who  organized  all  the  information  found  in  the  front  of 
the  Town  Report  on  Elections,  Town  Meetings  and  lists  of  appointed  and  elected  officials.  We 
have  also  been  fortunate  to  have  volunteers  who  were  able  to  donate  significant  periods  of 
time,  augmenting  the  work  of  the  staff  -  special  thanks  to  Lauren  McGrath  and  Jane  Easton.

1996  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  BRAINTREE 


REPORT  OF 

BRAINTREE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

This  report  is  submitted  as  a  general  summary  of  the  Conservation  Commission's  activities 
for  calendar  year  1996. 

This  year  was  a  very  active  one  for  the  Conservation  Commission  as  it  continues  to  protect 
and  preserve  the  Town's  wetlands  and  to  regulate  activities  within  wetland  areas  under 
Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  MGL  Chapter  131  Section  40,  and  Braintree's  Wet¬ 
land  Bylaw  Chapter  132.  Below  is  a  summary  of  some  of  the  Commission's  significant  ac¬ 
tivities  for  1996: 

BRAINTREE  DAM/QUINCY  RESERVOIR  FLOOD  CONTROL  PROJECT. 

In  1996,  the  Commission  permitted  the  long  anticipated  MDC/Corps  of  Engineers  project 
to  rebuild  the  dam  at  the  Old  Quincy  Reservoir.  After  a  public  hearing  that  stretched  over 
four  months  and  six  meetings,  the  Commission  issued  an  Order  of  Conditions  which  will  al¬ 
low  the  flood  control  project  to  proceed  while  at  the  same  time  will  minimize  flooding  to 
downstream  residents.  The  project  as  permitted  calls  for  rebuilding  the  earthen  dam  and  the 
spillway  at  the  reservoir  in  order  to  provide  increased  flood  protection  and  safety  to  the  sur¬ 
rounding  neighborhood.  In  addition  to  the  rebuilding  of  the  dam,  the  Commission  has  ob¬ 
tained  betterments  to  the  facility  to  minimize  impacts,  including  the  planting  of  additional 
trees  and  enhancing  habitat  and  has  taken  the  lead  in  alleviating  flooding  issues  on  lower 
Howie  Road.  It  is  expected  that  the  project  will  be  two  years  in  duration. 

COMMUNITY  RATING  SYSTEM 

The  Conservation  Commission  continued  to  coordinate  Braintree's  participation  in  FEMA's 
Community  Rating  System  (CRS).  Under  CRS,  the  Commission,  Town  Engineer  and  the 
Building  Department  have  implemented  a  number  of  activities  to  better  manage  the  Town's 
floodplain  areas.  Due  to  these  efforts,  the  Town  has  received  a  Class  9  rating  under  CRS 
which  in  turn  entitles  policyholders  to  a  5%  savings  on  their  flood  insurance.  Additional  ac¬ 
tivities  are  planned  for  1997  with  a  view  to  obtaining  an  even  lower  rating. 

EATON'S  POND  WEED  CONTROL  PROGRAM 

In  response  to  a  major  problem  at  Eaton's  Pond  created  by  the  excessive  growth  of  weeds 
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which  threatened  the  health  of  the  pond,  the  Town  Meeting  approved  the  Conservation 
Commission's  request  for  funds  to  treat  Eaton's  Pond.  During  the  summer  of  1996  Eaton's 
Pond  was  evaluated  and  based  on  that  evaluation  treated  with  an  herbicide  to  remove  nui¬ 
sance  aquatic  vegetation. 

SUNSET  LAKE  AND  POND  MEADOW  PARK  WEED  CONTROL  PROGRAM 

During  1996,  the  Conservation  Commission  continued  its  efforts  to  evaluate  the  environ¬ 
mental  quality  of  both  Sunset  Lake  and  the  pond  at  Pond  Meadow  Park.  Both  bodies  of  wa¬ 
ter  were  inspected  to  determine  if  there  was  any  re-emergence  of  Eurasian  Milfoil  or  other 
invasive  weeds.  Based  on  those  inspections,  it  has  been  determined  that  some  weeds  have 
reappeared  at  Sunset  Lake  which  may  require  treatment  during  the  spring  of  1997. 

LAND  ACQUISITION 

As  in  prior  years,  the  Commission  continued  its  efforts  to  gain  control  of  environmentally 
sensitive  lands  within  the  Town.  During  1996,  the  Conservation  Commission  acquired  ei¬ 
ther  through  purchase,  gift  or  easement  48+  acres  of  land. 

MASSACHUSETTS  BAYS  PROGRAM 

In  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Conservation  Commission  completed  the 
Massachusetts  Bays  Program  Minibays  Grant.  The  five  year  $250,000  grant  provided  funds 
to  Braintree,  Quincy  and  Weymouth  to  assess  the  environmental  health  of  the  Weymouth 
Fore  River  and  to  develop  and  implement  programs  to  improve  the  environmental  quality 
of  the  river.  Under  the  Minibays  grant,  the  three  communities  located  and  assessed  sources 
and  levels  of  contamination  and  developed  measures  to  correct  past  environmental  degra¬ 
dation.  As  a  consequence  of  these  efforts,  the  three  communities  have  begun  the  process  of 
reopening  long  closed  shellfish  beds  in  the  Fore  River  and  have  helped  to  create  a  citizen 
volunteer  river  front  association  to  carry  on  the  communities'  efforts  to  improve  the  quality 
of  the  Weymouth  Fore  River. 

RIVERS  PROTECTION  ACT/AMENDMENT 
TO  THE  WETLANDS  PROTECTION  ACT 

On  August  7,  1 996,  Massachusetts  enacted  the  Rivers  Protection  Act.  The  Rivers  Act  cre¬ 
ates  a  new  resource  area  called  the  "River  front  Area"  which  extends  200  feet  on  each  side 
of  any  perennial  river  or  stream.  Under  the  act,  anyone  proposing  to  alter  a  river  front  area 
must  obtain  an  Order  of  Conditions  from  the  Conservation  Commission.  In  that  the  Rivers 
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Act  greatly  expands  the  physical  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  the  Com¬ 
mission  anticipates  that  in  the  future  it  will  expend  a  significant  amount  of  its  time  regulat¬ 
ing  work  within  this  resource  area. 

RECYCLING 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  support  the  efforts  of  the  Recycling  Commit¬ 
tee  and  encourages  water  conservation  practices  in  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  COMMISSION  ON  DISABILITIES 


The  Braintree  Commission  on  Disabilities  continues  to  serve  as  a  resource  for  information 
and  referrals  relative  to  issues  affecting  the  disabled  in  our  community.  Meetings  are  held 
on  the  third  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  6:30  PM  at  Town  Hall.  The  public  is  welcome  to  at¬ 
tend  or  call  with  inquiries  or  comments. 

The  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  attended  a  meeting  in  August  sponsored  by  the  State  Of¬ 
fice  on  Disability  and  the  Polaroid  Corporation.  This  meeting  concerned  a  program  that  is 
up  and  running  in  20  other  communities  and  is  known  as  the  Handicap  Parking  Patrol  Pro¬ 
gram.  This  program  targets  the  illegal  use  of  handicap  parking  spots.  The  Braintree  Police 
Department  also  sent  two  officer  to  this  meeting  which  was  well  attended  by  Boston  area 
communities.  The  Commission  has  met  with  the  Police  Department  regarding  this  program 
and  its  implementation  in  Braintree.  Plans  are  currently  underway  to  submit  two  warrant  ar¬ 
ticles  to  Town  Meeting  to  adopt  the  State  Law  to  implement  this  program  in  Town. 

This  past  year  Town  Hall  installed  2  handicap  accessible  doors  off  the  handicap  ramp.  Ad¬ 
ditional  lighting  outside  the  building  over  these  ramps  has  made  it  easier  and  safer  for  night¬ 
time  meetings. 

With  the  full  implementation  of  the  Americans  With  Disabilities  Act  in  1990,  members  plan 
to  visit  businesses  throughout  the  community  next  Spring  to  observe  their  accessibility  and 
compliance  with  the  law.  This  Commission  will  continue  its  mission  to  sensitize,  educate, 
and  assist  in  bringing  about  an  accessible  community  for  all  its  residents.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

EMERGENCY  MANGEMENT  AGENCY 

The  following  is  a  report  of  our  Braintree  Emergency  Management  Agency,  now  known  as 
BEMA  aka  Civil  Defense. 

Our  members  have  increased  their  volunteer  hours  250%  from  last  year,  for  a  total  of  8,000 
hours.  Thanks  to  Police  Chief  Paul  Frazier,  the  Auxiliary  Police  have  increased  their  hours 
to  over  7,200,  up  from  5,000  last  year.  Together,  we  have  logged  over  15,000  hours  for  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 

We  have  had  a  very  active  year,  with  great  benefits  to  our  town.  There  has  been  two  in¬ 
stances  of  federal  government  reimbursement  that  BEMA  was  proud  to  have  initiated.  Feb¬ 
ruary  was  the  time  of  recovering  over  $85,000  for  the  storms  of  January.  The  month  of  No¬ 
vember  found  BEMA  coordinating  the  claim  for  the  rains  in  October  and  recovered  over 
$26,000  to  date  with  more  to  follow  for  mitigation  goals  of  the  Town  to  that  issue. 

We  continue  to  update  our  equipment  and  want  to  thank  all  of  the  Town  Departments.  We 
want  to  thank  BELD  and  the  Fire  Department  for  radio  equipment  for  the  new  Communi¬ 
cations  Room,  to  the  Water  Department  for  their  anticipated  donation  of  same,  and  to  the 
Police  Department  for  the  donation  of  a  former  police  cruiser  that  will  serve  as  a  secondary 
vehicle  for  BEMA. 

Our  staff  has  been  very  proactive  with  the  following  accomplishments: 

February: 

•  BEMA  hosted  the  first  ever  civil  disturbance  exercise  with  the  US  Army  National 
Guard,  with  assistance  from  the  Braintree  Police,  Fire,  and  School  Departments,  Nor¬ 
folk/Bristol  Ambulance,  QEMA  and  ROTC  students  from  Quincy. 

•  Through  FEMA,  received  reimbursement  of  funds  spent  for  the  declared  emergency 
storms  of  January. 

•  Participated  in  exercise  at  S.  Weymouth  NAS  for  Pilgrim  Power  Plant's  EMC  plan.  This 
plan  includes  transportation  and  hosting  of  over  3,000  students  and  residents  from  the 
Duxbury  area  to  Braintree  High  and  other  facilities  as  needed.  BEMA  is  proud  to  be  in  the 
command  position  of  the  entire  section  involving  this  exercise.  Quincy  and  Weymouth's 
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EMA's  are  in  charge  of  the  vehicle  and  personnel  "decon  Process"  for  all  evacuees  from  the 
affected  areas. 

May: 

•  Safety  Fair  at  S.  Weymouth  NAS  with  trailers  and  radio  equipment  in  place.  Sponsored 
by  MEMA. 

•  Radio  Field  Day  held  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall .  Our  thanks  go  to  Thayer  Academy  for 
the  use  of  their  tent.  This  was  a  non-stop  24-hour  radio  demonstration/contest  with  a  suc¬ 
cessful  radio  contact  with  the  Russian  Space  Station  "MIR." 

•  Attended  first  annual  World  Trade  Center  3  day  national  seminar  sponsored  by  FEMA 
and  MEMA. 

July: 

•  Supplied  lighting  equipment  and  personnel  for  the  4Q'  of  July  celebration,  including  a 
radio  tent  with  world  contact. 

•  Attended  the  Updated  Incident  Command  System  Seminar  for  better  control  of  any  an¬ 
ticipated  event. 

October: 

•  Supplied  a  health  and  safety  net  with  radio  equipment  and  personnel  for  the  Devanna 
Walkathon. 

•  Attended  5  p.m.  ammonia  spill  at  Brooks  Road  building.  BEMA  activated  personnel 
and  resources  in  case  the  need  arose. 

•  Hosted  regional  seminar  for  MEMA/Pilgrim  Power  Plant  in  Town  Hall  with  represen¬ 
tatives  from  all  of  the  South  Shore  towns,  Quincy  to  Plymouth. 

•  Hosted  a  terrorist  workshop  in  the  Town  Hall  for  all  South  Shore  and  West  towns. 

•  Assisted  with  flood  conditions  at  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Library. 

•  Accepted  a  former  Police  station  wagon  as  a  good  secondary  vehicle.  Our  thanks  to  Po¬ 
lice  Chief  Paul  Frazier. 
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November: 

•  Attended  seminar  in  Quincy  for  available  grant  assistance  for  the  October  20-25  rain¬ 
storm/flooding. 

•  Hosted  joint  meetings  in  the  Town  Hall  with  FEMA  and  our  affected  departments  of  the 
October  storm. 

•  BEMA  hosted  the  second  annual  civil  disturbance  exercise. 

December: 

•  BEMA,  with  it's  radio  equipment  and  personnel,  assisted  in  the  Christmas  Stroll. 

•  Completed  the  Comprehensive  Emergency  Management  Plan,  which  consisted  of  18 
months  of  research  and  input,  to  place  in  Braintree's  Town  Departments.

•  A  primary  proficient  vehicle  for  BEMA 

•  A  completely  compatible  computer  system 

•  A  updated  efficient  Communications  Room  for  all  Town  Departments

ENGINEERING  PROJECTS 

Chapter  90  Program 


Middle  Street  Project 

Work  on  the  Middle  Street  project  (Union  Street  to  Morrison  Street)  continued  this  year 
with  Wilson  Avenue  added  to  the  contract.  P.  A.  Landers,  Inc.  completed  paving  during  the 
spring,  and  on  May  24  the  roads  were  striped.  Forty-three  trees  were  planted  along  Middle 
Street  in  early  November. 

CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS 

Pearl  Street  MBTA  UnderPass  Project 

Construction  of  the  MBTA  Commuter  Rail  grade  separation  on  Pearl  Street  was  com¬ 
pleted  this  year.  Girders  for  the  easterly  span  were  erected  in  February,  after  which  the  abut¬ 
ments  were  backfilled.  The  contractor  spent  most  of  the  summer  installing  the  new  track 
and  completing  the  construction  of  Pearl  Street  and  French  Avenue.  The  roadways  were 
striped  August  20,  and  landscaping  was  completed  in  the  fall. 

The  northerly  abutment  of  the  new  bridge  is  set  back  ten  feet  from  the  sidewalk  on 
Pearl  Street  while  the  southerly  abutment  was  built  at  the  back  of  sidewalk.  The  offset  orig¬ 
inated  from  a  special  request  by  this  department  early  in  the  design  process.  The  intent  was 
to  improve  sight  distance  at  the  corner  of  French  Avenue  and  primarily  to  avoid  a  confining 
claustrophobic  feeling  such  as  the  existing  MBTA  underpass  on  Union  Street. 

1996  Highway  Department  Paving  Contract  (FY  ’97) 

Tilcon-Capaldi  Corporation  was  lowest  of  seven  bidders  at  $445,500  when  bids  were 
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opened  on  August  5.  The  project  consists  of  reclamation  and  paving.  Work  began  in  No¬ 
vember  on  the  following  streets:  Court  Road,  Belknap  Road,  Selwyn  Road,  Alden  Road  and 
Cranmore  Road.  The  job  was  suspended  in  December  with  sidewalk  construction  to  be 
completed  in  the  spring.  The  contract  also  includes  paving  of  10  other  streets. 

Intersection  of  West  &  Washington  Streets 

Traffic  signals  funded  by  the  South  Shore  Plaza  were  placed  into  operation  for  the  first 
time  on  March  2.  An  abutter  had  previously  taken  video  tapes  of  traffic  flow  through  the  in¬ 
tersection  in  order  to  document  conditions  before  the  signal  installation.  The  new  signals 
appear  to  be  working  quite  well. 

Intersection  of  Grove  &  Columbian  Streets 

Although  this  project  remains  uncompleted  at  year's  end,  there  was  very  little  activity 
during  1996.  In  late  November  the  underground  piping  and  signal  foundations  were  in¬ 
stalled  in  preparation  for  traffic  signals  which  should  become  operational  early  next  year. 

Pearl  Street  Site  -  Release  Abatement  Measures 

The  reconstruction  of  an  existing  storm  drain  between  Stevens  Avenue  and  Boscobel 
Street  was  carried  out  by  Mass.  DEP  in  late  May  and  early  June.  It  replaces  an  existing  pipe 
which  had  settled  in  the  contaminated  soil. 

Forbes  Road  Improvements 

In  another  privately  funded  project,  a  portion  of  Forbes  Road  between  Granite  Street 
and  Grandview  Drive  was  widened  and  reclaimed  and  paved  by  the  Flatley  Company  dur¬ 
ing  July  and  August. 

Forbes  Road  has  been  a  dead-end  street  ever  since  it  was  constructed  in  conjunction 
with  Route  128  in  the  late  fifties.  In  early  December  the  Flatley  Company  changed  that  con¬ 
dition  by  paving  a  connector  between  Forbes  Road  and  Brooks  Drive  off  West  Street.  The 
connector  has  not  yet  been  opened  to  traffic. 

Highlands  Fire  Station 

On  March  28  bids  were  opened  for  the  construction  of  traffic  signals  at  the  intersection 
of  Washington  Street  and  Bellevue  Avenue  in  front  of  the  new  fire  station.  Bell  Traffic  Sig¬ 
nal  Co.  of  Weymouth  was  low  bidder  at  $33,000.  The  only  other  bid  was  $65,000.  Signals 
were  turned  on  for  the  first  time  on  October  17.  The  old  Highlands  Fire  Station  at  the  corner 
of  Brewster  Avenue  and  Washington  Street  was  demolished  November  23. 
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South  Shore  Plaza  Expansion 

Construction  of  a  second  retail  level  at  the  South  Shore  Plaza  was  nearing  completion 
at  year's  end.  The  second  floor  was  constructed  in  phases  with  the  Food  Court  opening  on 
February  22,  and  the  second  group  of  stores,  including  the  Filenes  section,  opening  on  No¬ 
vember  14. 

Meanwhile,  a  new  parking  garage  was  erected  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  building  in 
time  for  the  Christmas  shopping  season.  A  third  driveway  accessing  Granite  Street  closer  to 
Five  Corners  was  opened  to  traffic  on  November  4,  and  its  traffic  signal  system  was  turned 
on  the  following  day. 

While  that  was  going  on,  Granite  Street  was  reconstructed  and  double  left-turn  lanes 
were  created  at  the  northbound  left  turn  onto  Route  1 28  and  also  for  southbound  vehicles 
turning  left  into  the  existing  southerly  Plaza  entrance.  These  two  changes  have  improved 
the  flow  of  traffic  noticeably  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Plaza. 

On  July  25  new  traffic  signals  were  placed  into  operation  on  Common  Street  at  the  en¬ 
trance  to  Filenes  parking  lot  (near  Granite  Street).  Finally,  on  October  15,  the  Lakeside  Dri¬ 
ve  access  to  the  Plaza  property  was  closed  permanently  to  traffic.  Subsequently,  our  year- 
end  traffic  counts  indicate  a  significant  reduction  in  traffic  on  the  local  streets  in  the  vicini¬ 
ty  of  Walnut  Street  without  any  corresponding  increase  on  Common  Street. 

KMART  Retail  Development 

Construction  started  this  year  on  a  large  retail  complex  at  the  former  site  of  the  Gross- 
man  Company  lumber  yard  off  Union  Street.  The  first  of  five  planned  buildings,  a  KMART 
store,  was  opened  on  November  14  despite  extensive  union  opposition.  The  site  developer, 
KMART's  parent  corporation,  also  funded  off-site  roadway  improvements  on  Union  Street 
between  Washington  Street  and  Williams  Court,  as  well  as  upgrading  traffic  signals  at  sev¬ 
eral  intersections. 

Traffic  flow  on  Union  Street  between  Grossman  Drive  and  Washington  Street  was  re¬ 
versed  on  September  23  creating  two  lanes  eastbound  under  the  MBTA  bridge  with  one  lane 
westbound.  The  previous  lane  arrangement  had  resulted  in  long  queues  of  late  afternoon 
eastbound  traffic  which  had  frequently  obstructed  the  flow  of  traffic  on  Washington  Street. 

UNDER  DESIGN 

Elm.  Adams  and  Middle  Street  Project 

After  years  of  work,  plans  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Elm,  Adams  &  Middle  Streets 
intersection  made  significant  advances  this  year.  In  January  our  consultant,  Louis  Berger  & 
Associates,  conducted  a  study  of  traffic  in  the  Cedar  Street  neighborhood  utilizing  a  license 
plate  survey  to  distinguish  residents  from  commuters. 
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An  amended  intersection  plan  was  then  evolved  and  presented  to  neighbors  at  a  June  3 
public  meeting,  followed  by  a  Mass.  Highway  Department  (MHD)  25%  Public  Hearing  on 
October  1 .  Concurrently,  we  have  contracted  with  an  appraiser  to  determine  damage  awards 
for  the  numerous  land  takings  involved.  The  project  is  expected  to  be  advertised  for  bids 
during  the  coming  year. 

Elm  &  Church  Street  Project 

Plans  to  signalize  the  intersection  of  Elm  &  Church  Streets  were  advancing  quite  well 
this  year.  MHD  conducted  a  25%  Public  Hearing  on  January  31  at  All  Soul's  Church.  The 
project  is  scheduled  to  be  advertised  for  bids  during  1997. 

West  Street  Bridge 

This  year  we  initiated  efforts  to  replace  the  West  Street  bridge  over  the  Farm  River.  It 
is  a  very  old  stone  masonry  structure  in  poor  condition  with  restricted  hydraulic  capacity. 
Flooding  of  the  Farm  River  has  necessitated  frequent  road  closures  on  West  Street,  a  major 
artery. 

After  having  received  assurances  from  MHD  that  construction  funding  was  available, 
we  contracted  with  Universal  Engineering  Corp.  of  Boston  for  design  of  the  new  bridge. 
Work  began  in  November,  and  plans  and  specifications  will  be  ready  for  bids  late  in  1997. 

Adams  Street  Bridge 

Late  in  the  year  MHD  executed  a  contract  for  design  of  a  new  (upper)  Adams  Street 
bridge.  Mistry  Associates  of  Reading  expects  to  complete  plans  and  specifications  in  less 
than  a  year. 

Intersection  of  Washington  &  Franklin  Streets 

A  traffic  signal  system  is  planned  for  Route  37  at  the  intersection  of  Washington  and 
Franklin  Streets.  Engineering  and  design  was  funded  by  F.  X.  Messina  Co.  as  mitigation  for 
retail  developments  on  Pearl  Street,  and  construction  will  be  financed  by  State  Highway 
funds.  MHD  held  a  public  hearing  on  May  21,  and  the  project  should  be  advertised  for  bids 
at  any  time. 
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OTHER  PROJECTS 
Reconstruction  of  Braintree  Dam 

Although  the  Braintree  Dam  project  moved  closer  to  the  construction  phase  this  year, 
it  has  not  yet  been  advertised  for  bids.  Meetings  were  held  at  the  Corps  of  Engineer  office 
in  Waltham  and  on  site  to  allow  residents  who  live  above  the  dam  an  opportunity  to  voice 
their  concerns  about  the  project. 

When  the  Conservation  Commission  opened  its  hearings  in  July,  several  abutters  along 
Howie  Road  voiced  concerns  about  the  level  of  the  brook  which  flows  through  their  rear 
yards.  As  a  result,  the  Corps  is  investigating  alternative  plans  to  bypass  those  properties. 
This  bypass  study  is  further  delaying  the  start  of  construction. 

Retail  Development 

The  recent  flurry  of  retail  development  may  have  peaked  this  year.  In  addition  to  the 
South  Shore  Plaza  and  KMART  projects,  several  smaller  businesses  were  opened,  including 
two  restaurants,  Chili's  on  Pearl  Street  and  Bugaboo  Creek  Steak  House  on  Mahar  Highway, 
both  on  June  1 7.  A  Linens'n  Things  store  was  opened  July  22  on  North  Street  at  the  site  of  the 
former  Howard  Johnson  Motel.  After  years  of  litigation,  Dunkin  Donuts  at  the  comer  of 
Plain  and  Hancock  Streets  opened  a  drive-up  window  in  mid-October.  Hermans  Sporting 
Goods  store  at  the  South  Shore  Plaza  filed  Chapter  1 1  in  May  just  after  opening  its  new  store. 

Paving  of  Route  37 

MHD  contractor,  Tilcon-Capaldi  Corporation,  paved  Route  37  from  Five  Corners  to 
Thayer  Place  and  from  Plain  Street  to  Peach  Street. 

Grove  Street  Project 

The  Braintree  Light  Department  installed  two  high-voltage  conduits  under  Grove 
Street  this  year.  The  contract  extended  from  their  substation  at  Mahar  Highway  to  the  sub¬ 
station  near  Columbian  Street. 

Drainage  Projects 

Easement  plans  were  prepared  and  recorded  for  drainage  projects  on  Baker  Avenue  and 
Eleanor  Drive. 
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Water  &  Sewer  Projects 

The  department  prepared  construction  plans,  specifications,  and  easement  plans  and 
provided  construction  inspection  for  several  Water/Sewer  Department  projects  this  year. 

MBTA  Commuter  Rail  Project 

The  MBTA  continued  construction  of  commuter  rail  lines  this  year.  When  a  section  of 
super  elevated  track  created  a  sharp  bump  and  related  safety  problems  on  Grove  Street  near 
the  Weymouth  line,  we  contacted  the  Authority.  Finally,  in  mid-November,  the  grade  cross¬ 
ing  was  reconstructed. 

Weather  Events 

October  was  the  wettest  month  since  June  1982  with  10.66  inches  of  rainfall.  The  6.66 
inches  of  rain  on  October  21  and  22  was  the  greatest  24-hour  total  since  8.40  inches  fell  Au¬ 
gust  1955  (statistics  from  Logan  Inti.  Airport). 

The  Monatiquot  River  spilled  over  its  banks  in  several  locations  including  Kensington 
Street,  Jefferson  Street  and  Adams  Street.  There  is  a  pressing  need  for  routine  maintenance 
of  the  waterways  in  town  and,  in  particular,  for  dredging  of  the  Monatiquot  River  between 
River  Street  and  Pearl  Street. 

Traffic  Signals 

In  recent  years  traffic  signals  have  been  sprouting  up  all  over  town.  As  cited  in  the  reports 
above,  four  new  installations  were  added  this  year.  Five  more  are  pending,  including  two  to 
be  constructed  on  Mahar  Highway  and  on  Ivory  Street  at  the  discretion  of  the  Planning 
Board. 

The  Department  took  in  $4,671.66  from  the  sale  of  plans  and  maps  during  1966.  Respect¬

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 
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REPORT  OF  THE  FAIR  HOUSING  OFFICE 

The  year  1996  at  the  Fair  Housing  Office  was  a  busy  one.  In  January  we  had  the  Mar¬ 
tin  Luther  King  celebration  with  "Ethnic  Man,"  reminding  us  we  share  cultures  and  ethnic 
backgrounds,  we  need  to  focus  on  what  we  have  in  common  and  respect  our  differences. 
The  Soft  Second  &  Home  buyers  Reimbursement  Programs  generated  most  of  our  office 
calls.  We  average  15  calls  per  month  and  between  Pat  Thorpe  and  myself  all  calls  were  an¬ 
swered  within  24  hours.  There  have  been  20  reimbursements  to  cover  closing  costs  and  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  we  hope  to  continue  these 
programs  in  1997. 

The  Multicultural  Festival  in  September  was  a  resounding  success.  The  Braintree  com¬ 
munity  looks  forward  to  this  wonderful  event  that  presents  diverse  cultural  programs.  We 
are  indebted  to  the  Braintree  Arts  Lottery  for  their  financial  support  that  allows  us  to  bring 
professional  quality  ethnic  programs  to  Braintree. 

We  welcomed  5  new  members  to  our  committee.  A  new  Selectman,  Charity  Nedelman, 
has  been  very  helpful  to  our  committee.  We  lost  Emmanuel  Ofuokwu  to  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  but  gained  Bill  O'Neill  as  our  Vice  Chairman.  We  are  always  looking  for  new  mem¬ 
bers  —  interested,  let  us  know. 

In  1997  the  Fair  Housing  Committee  will  be  looking  to  educate  ourselves  about  low 
and  moderate  income  home  improvement  grants.  We  hope  to  continue  the  programs  that  are 
models  for  the  South  Shore.  By  working  with  town  boards  and  committees,  we  will  contin¬ 
ue  to  implement  the  philosophy  of  Fair  Housing!

FIRE  MARSHAL  JOHN  K.  GRANDY 

In  1996  fire  losses  in  buildings  and  structures  in  the  Town  amounted  to  a  loss  of 
$722,650.00  in  taxable  properties  assessed  at  $3,180,000.00;  there  were  62  motor  vehicle 
fires  at  an  estimated  loss  of  $145,960.00. 

Fire  Prevention  Bureau  recommends  to  review  their  insurance  with  the  insurance 
agents  or  companies.  The  Bureau  exists  to  assist  residents  and  businesses  in  good  Fire  Pre¬ 
vention  Programs  for  the  home  and  businesses. 

The  Bureau  activities  in  inspections  and  permitting  have  allowed  the  Town  to  accrue 
$36,610.00  in  1996.

1996  FIRE  PREVENTION  AND  LIFE  SAFETY  PROGRAM 

The  Braintree  Fire  Department  continued  its  Fall  program  in  the  public  elementary 
schools,  teaching  fire  and  life  safety  tips  by  utilizing  videos,  activity  books  and  handouts  in 
conjunction  with  classroom  lectures.  Firefighters,  dressed  in  full  protective  clothing  in¬ 
cluding  face  shield  and  air  pack,  along  with  Fire  Truck  demonstrations  enhanced  the  class¬ 
room  lessons.  These  visits  directly  affected  over  1,100  Braintree  students  and  teachers  be¬ 
fore,  during  and  after  Fire  Prevention  Week. 

The  same  interactive  program  is  utilized  for  requesting  pre-schools  or  daycares  as  well 
as  Safety  Fairs  sponsored  by  Braintree  Business  and  health  agencies.  Some  of  the  most  re¬ 
cent  recipients  of  our  efforts  are  Totland  College  Preschool,  Dave  Dinger  Ford  and  Shaw's 
Supermarket.  The  Department  also  responds  to  requests  throughout  the  year  for  Employee 
Safety  instruction  and  career  lectures  about  fire  fighting.  The  May  Center,  Alternative  Nurs¬ 
ing  Care  and  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  are  a  few  agencies  we  have  assisted. 

Although  Firefighters  Theresa  Montani  and  Mark  Whitehouse  are  instrumental  in  the 
running  of  such  programs,  it  is  the  support  of  the  many  Firefighters  and  Officers  on  duty 
who  make  these  programs  a  tremendous  success.  In  addition  to  making  visits  all  over  Town, 
these  men  and  women  have  welcomed  hundreds  of  children  and  adults  into  their  Firehous¬ 
es  throughout  the  year.  The  Firefighters'  Association  has  increased  its  continued  support  of 
Educational  Programming  both  financially  and  through  volunteerism  of  time. 

The  Braintree  Fire  Department's  Fire  Prevention  and  Education  Program  continue  to 
grow  and  expand  to  meet  changing  demands  and  new  challenges.  Firefighter  Montani 
works  with  the  local  media  to  inform  the  public  about  fire  and  life  safety  issues  and  looks 
forward  to  creating  some  new  programs  with  Braintree  Cablevision.  Also,  she  has  begun  to 
form  lasting  working  relationships  with  the  School  Department,  Elementary  School  PTO's, 
(Parent,  Teacher  Organizations),  Braintree  Board  of  Health  and  agencies  in  and  beyond 
Braintree.  These  relationships  will  ensure  existing  education  programs  while  working  to 
address  new  ones,  i.e.  State  sponsored  S.A.F.E.  Grant  and  Highway  Railgrade  Crossing 
Safety.  They  will  provide  additional  resources  of  educational  materials,  videos,  visual  aids 
and  to  some  degree,  the  financial  foundations  on  which  to  build  such  new  programs.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  MUNICIPAL  GOLF  COURSE 

This  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  1996  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  operations.  This  fa¬ 
cility  has  been  owned  and  operated  by  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commission 
since  the  year  1955.  Over  that  span  of  time,  the  board  has  had  a  seven  person  golf  course  ad¬ 
visory  committee  which  it  appoints  to  advise  the  board  on  operational  procedures  and  im¬ 
provements  that  might  be  introduced  to  make  this  facility  attractive  to  the  golfers  who  play 
the  course. 

The  golf  course  advisory  committee  during  the  year  1996  met  formally  a  total  of  13  times. 
The  committee  achieved  a  composite  attendance  record  at  these  meetings  representing 
96%.  George  Hasenfuss  was  elected  to  serve  as  committee  chairman  during  the  May  ses¬ 
sion  taking  the  reigns  from  John  Wright.  Elected  vice  chairman  was  Richard  Hull.  Some 
other  committee  makeup  changes  which  occurred  during  the  year  were  the  appointments  of 
Bill  Flynn  to  take  the  seat  vacated  by  Edward  Antonelli  who  had  served  on  the  committee 
for  the  prior  six  years  until  he  moved  out  of  town  early  in  the  year.  Former  fire  chief  and  cur¬ 
rent  Selectman  Carl  Vitagliano  was  appointed  by  the  park  board  to  replace  Pamela  Meany- 
Kiley  who  had  resigned  her  seat  in  September.  Police  department  financial  coordinator  Paul 
McSoley  was  appointed  by  the  park  commission  in  December  to  replace  Paul  Mahoney 
who  stepped  down  from  the  committee  after  serving  almost  nine  years  on  this  advisory 
committee.  Paul  Mahoney  served  his  community  well  over  this  period  of  time  and  made  nu¬ 
merous  contributions  towards  the  betterment  of  the  golf  course.  He  personally  took  part  in 
the  hiring  of  a  new  golf  professional,  the  computerization  efforts  to  modernize  the  office 
procedures  at  the  course  and  his  wealth  of  golfing  expertise  will  be  missed. 

The  golf  course  was  open  for  public  play  during  the  year  a  total  of  239  days  during  the  1996 
golfing  season.  This  was  21  days  less  than  the  year  previous  and  the  lowest  number  of  golf¬ 
ing  days  during  the  1990's.  Primarily,  the  sole  reason  for  the  reduced  number  of  golfing  days 
was  the  numerous  rain  days  and  severe  stormy  weather  which  our  region  encountered  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  The  year  was  the  wettest  on  record  during  this  century.  Nevertheless,  a  total 
number  of  44,930  rounds  of  golfing  were  recorded  at  the  course  during  the  season  -  an  av¬ 
erage  of  198  rounds  per  day  the  course  was  opened.  The  average  cost  of  a  golfing  round  for 
the  record  number  of  permit  holders  who  purchased  seasonal  permit  cards  for  the  year 
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amounted  to  $15.06.  Greens  fee  players  paid  an  average  fee  of  $18.39  per  round.  Permit 
players  used  the  golf  course  a  total  of  40%  of  the  rounds  played  while  daily  fee  players  used 
the  course  the  remaining  60%  of  the  time. 

The  park  board  in  late  1995  announced  that  no  new  golf  permits  would  be  sold  in  1996  as 
the  394  existing  permit  players  were  expressing  their  displeasure  that  they  couldn't  access 
the  golf  course  using  their  permits  as  often  or  at  the  times  they  wanted  to.  While  park  board 
members  wanted  to  address  that  glut  situation,  it  reversed  its  decision  during  early  1966  and 
allowed  any  interested  Braintree  resident  to  purchase  a  permit  if  they  wished  as  a  result  of 
public  resentment  that  residents  were  being  denied  this  opportunity  to  join  the  golfing  en¬ 
thusiasts.  When  all  permits  were  sold  in  April  for  the  season,  a  new  total  of  505  permits  rep¬ 
resenting  various  sorts  of  categories  were  sold  at  the  facility.  The  park  board  revoted  its 
moratorium  on  the  sale  of  any  new  golf  permits  for  the  1997  golf  season  late  in  the  year  in 
hopes  that  a  more  manageable  number  of  permits  sold  will  enable  those  who  purchase  a  per¬ 
mit  will  have  ample  opportunity  to  use  their  investment  during  the  golfing  season. 

The  course  once  again  hosted  the  Braintree  High  School  boys  and  girls  golf  teams  as  they 
competitively  played  in  the  Bay  State  League  conference  matches.  In  addition,  teams  from 
Archbishop  Williams  High  School  and  Thayer  Academy  were  able  to  make  arrangements 
to  use  the  local  golfing  facility  as  their  home  facility  for  their  league  matches  as  well.  Host 
golf  professional  Bob  Beach  who  serves  this  facility  as  Supervisor  of  Play  for  the  depart¬ 
ment  once  again  organized  a  very  popularly  attended  junior  golfing  clinic  session  during  the 
summertime  with  proceeds  of  those  clinics  going  towards  a  charity  of  the  pro's  choice. 

The  department  was  able  to  introduce  for  the  first  time  in  1996  the  opportunity  for  golfers 
to  pay  to  play  golf  by  using  their  credit  card.  With  the  point  of  sale  computerized  system  in¬ 
troduced  at  the  course  two  years  ago,  entering  the  credit  card  business  as  a  convenience  for 
golfers  was  a  natural  progression.  The  assistance  of  Town  Treasurer  Michael  Joyce  should 
be  mentioned  in  properly  making  this  new  venture  a  success  during  the  season.  Approxi¬ 
mately  7%  of  the  golfing  receipts  which  totaled  for  the  year  $788,838  was  collected  through 
credit  card  sales  at  the  course. 

Greens  superintendent  Daryn  Brown  and  his  very  capable  full-time  maintenance  staff  of  5 
1/2  employees  were  able  to  provide  course  grooming  conditions  which  hadn't  ever  before 
been  seen  at  this  local  facility.  Except  for  an  invasion  of  a  strange  viral  disease  which  af- 
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fected  several  greens  in  late  June  into  the  summertime,  golfers  expressed  their  praise  for  the 
efforts  of  the  maintenance  crew  for  the  improvements  made  on  the  conditioning  for  daily 
golfing  activity.  Some  new  tees,  bunkers  and  course  grooming  techniques  were  introduced 
during  the  year  and  golfers  were  very  positive  in  their  response  to  this  work.  Additional  cart 
path  construction  and  irrigation  system  improvements  were  also  introduced  at  the  course  to 
make  conditioning  of  the  course  that  much  more  efficient. 

The  course  was  host  for  four  special  golf  tournaments  during  the  season  and  thousands  of 
dollars  were  raised  for  the  respective  charities  of  the  tournament  organizers. 

The  golf  course  advisory  committee  wants  to  extend  its  appreciation  to  the  parks  and  play¬ 
grounds  commission  for  its  interest  and  concern  about  how  to  better  the  operations  at  the 
golf  course.  In  addition,  the  committee  wants  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  Capital  Planning  and  Finance  Committee,  Town  Auditor  William  Sweeney, 
Town  Engineer  John  Fehan  and  other  local  boards  and  committees  and  town  officials  which 
made  this  past  year  despite  some  record  shattering  receipt  months  during  early  Summer  a 
year  to  remember  for  a  long  time.

The  Public  Health  Nurse  and  Town  Physician  approved,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
the  first  town-wide  diphtheria-tetanus  clinic.  A  total  of  67  persons  were  immunized. 

School  Nursing  Program 

The  Board  continued  its  nursing  services  as  mandated  by  State  Law. 
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Blood  Pressure  Nurses: 

The  Board  also  contracted  the  following  nurses:

This  Program,  over  the  years,  has  been  very  successful  in  assisting  the  Council  on  Ag¬ 
ing  and  our  Seniors.  A  total  of  403  seniors  were  evaluated. 

Blood  Pressure  Clinic 

A  total  of  5  were  referred  to  their  physicians  for  evaluation  due  to  elevated  blood  pres¬ 
sures.  Those  participants  also  periodically  have  their  medications  checked  by  the  nurse  who 
has  contact  with  the  physicians  to  ensure  med  changes  are  prescribed  as  necessary. 

Public  Health  Nursing 

The  Board  re-appointed  Mary  Mulready,  R.N.  State  mandated  nursing  services  contin¬ 
ue  to  be  rendered  such  as  prematurity,  tuberculosis  follow-up,  communicable  disease  report¬ 
ing,  mantoux  testing,  home  visits  for  nursing  assessment,  daily  office  visits  with  blood  pres¬ 
sure  monitoring  and  medication  counseling  as  necessary  for  all  residents  at  all  age  levels. 

This  year  a  total  of  3,696  units  of  service  were  performed  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Health's  nurses. 

Biological  Supplies 

The  Health  Department  assumes  the  responsibility  of  distributing  all  biologies  and  di¬ 
agnostic  supplies  to  all  HMOs,  local  physicians,  nursing  homes,  clinics  and  hospitals.  The 
Public  Health  Nurse  distributed  146  vaccine  orders  to  local  health  facilities.

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  Reports  are  forwarded  to  the  State  and  local 
physicians.  Due  to  State  cutbacks  this  program  has  been  altered.  A  total  of  eight  children 
were  tested  associated  with  the  office.  A  follow-up  through  the  State  from  private  physi¬ 
cians  were  32  children. 


TB  Clinics 

Several  nursing  homes  request  mantoux  testing  for  their  employees  as  well  as  private 
requests  and  follow-ups.  A  total  of  3490  doses  were  distributed. 

Hepatitis  Clinic 

The  Board,  in  cooperation  with  the  Braintree  School  System,  coordinated  and  distributed 
a  town-wide  immunization  program  for  all  sixth  graders.  This  program  will  be  an  on-going 
program  to  protect  the  students  from  hepatitis.  A  total  of  175  students  were  immunized. 
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Flu  Clinic 

The  Health  Department  offered  its  annual  Flu  Program  October  through  December  for 
all  senior  citizens  and  those  who  are  chronically  ill.  A  total  of  1,930  residents  were  vacci¬ 
nated  at  the  public  health  clinic.  5,570  doses  were  distributed  to  local  nursing  homes,  health 
agencies  and  private  physicians. 

Pediculosis  Screenings  and  Scabies 

The  Braintree  School  Department  Nurses  and  several  nursing  homes  called  upon  the 
Board  to  assist  them  in  screening  for  head  lice  and  scabies.  In  one  particular  case  a  student 
was  removed  from  school  for  five  weeks. 

Program  For  Day  Care  Providers  Re.  Contagious  Disease

The  following  is  related  to  public  health  code  enforcement: 

Food  Service  Sanitation 

The  Department  chose  to  require  that  all  food  establishments  go  through  an  extensive 
food  preparation  and  sanitation  program. 

The  training  program  took  place  in  December  and  a  total  of  80  people  attended.  Of 
those  taking  the  certification  test  51  passed  and  29  failed.  Those  who  failed  will  be  retested 
after  a  mini  course  in  March  of  1997.  All  convenient  stores  will  go  through  the  same  pro¬ 
gram  in  April  of  1997. 
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A  total  of  425  restaurants  or  food  establishments  were  inspected  and  188  were  rein¬ 
spected  by  the  Department. 

Housing  Inspections 

The  Department  was  involved  in  inspections  of  housing  which  are  used  as  rental  units. 
A  total  of  149  were  initially  inspected  of  which  85  required  follow-up  inspections. 

Condemnation 

The  Board  condemned  four  homes  due  to  extensive  violations  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code . 

The  Department  also  had  some  other  issues  in  relationship  to  young  families  where 
lead  was  associated.  Court  action  was  brought. 

Court  Action 

The  Board  prepared  its  defense  relative  to  violations  verified  addressing  housing  is¬ 
sues,  restaurant  violations  as  well  as  general  nuisance.  A  total  of  2  cases  required  court  ac¬ 
tion.  3  are  still  being  addressed  by  the  Commonwealth  in  conjunction  with  the  Board. 

Regulations  Adopted  by  the  Board 

The  Board  re-established  its  regulations  on  food  handlers'  requiring  that  a  minimum  of 
two  individuals  per  establishment  successfully  pass  a  course  in  food  service  sanitation. 

The  Board  also  adopted  a  regulation  preventing  body  piercing  to  any  human  except  for 
ear  piercing.  The  Board  re-established  its  ear  piercing  policy  and  training  for  their  protec¬ 
tion  of  blood  waste  issues.  The  Board  also  established  a  DNA  regulation. 

The  Board  also  prepared  draft  regulations  for  garbage  grinder  for  all  food  preparation 
areas  as  well  as  dwellings  including  a  youth  access  tobacco  selling  regulation  which  will 
ban  the  sale  of  cigarettes  to  any  person  under  the  age  of  18  within  the  community. 

Pool  Inspections 

Department  staff  inspected  a  total  of  5  indoor  and  H  outdoor  pools.  There  were  3  pools 
closed  temporarily  due  to  improper  chemical  readings  and  lack  of  lifeguard.  The  Board 
granted  one  pool  a  variance  regarding  life  guard  coverage.  A  total  of  6  vapor  baths  and 
whirlpools  were  inspected. 

Bathing  Beaches 

The  Board  increased  its  testing  for  the  bathing  beaches  and  due  to  this  program  the  ar¬ 
eas  were  open  for  use  1 2  days  more  than  the  previous  year. 
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Water  Department 

The  Board  of  Health  had  two  joint  meetings:  One  to  address  the  health  related  issues 
associated  with  the  high  population  of  geese.  The  other  was  relative  to  water  and  sewer  is¬ 
sues  associated  with  the  MWRA. 

Special  Permits 

The  Board  acted  on  all  requests  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and  Planning  Board 
regarding  special  permits.  A  total  of  38  were  reviewed. 

Sub-Divisions 

The  Board  reviewed  and  approved  plans  and  amended  plans  for  7  sub-divisions. 

South  Shore  Plaza  Food  Court  &  New  Establishments 

The  South  Shore  Plaza  went  under  a  major  restructuring  in  which  they  added  a  second 
floor  to  the  entire  mall.  The  Board  had  concern  throughout  the  period  of  the  reconstruction 
of  associated  public  health  issues  regarding  improper  floor  drains  and  associated  safety  is¬ 
sues  which  occurred  throughout  the  reconstruction  period. 

May  through  November,  the  Board  and  the  South  Shore  Plaza  owners  confronted  each 
other  regarding  associated  health  issues.  The  Board  requested  the  assistance  of  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Labor  and  Industry  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  for  violations 
and  associated  health  issues.  Both  State  agencies  did  several  inspections.  The  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health  supported  the  Health  Department  regarding  their  concerns. 

The  following  establishments  were  opened,  plans  reviewed,  licenses  issued  and  vari¬ 
ances  for  external  grease  traps  granted:  Souper  Salads,  Sarku  Japan,  LaCucina,  Dunkin' 
Donuts,  Pizzeria  Regina,  Master  Wok,  Johnny  Rockets.  All  were  located  within  the  Food 
Court. 

Establishments  outside  the  Food  Court  required  the  same  activity.  They  are:  Lord  & 
Taylor,  Candy  express,  Brighams,  Auntie  Anne's  &  Kiosk,  Godiva,  Au  Bon  Pain,  McDon¬ 
alds,  Sara's  Kitchen,  Joe's  American  Bar  &  Grill,  CVS,  Williams  Sonoma,  Cinnabon,  Fan¬ 
ny  Farmer,  Macy's,  Filenes,  Filenes  Basement,  the  main  Brighams  and  the  closing  of  Pizze¬ 
ria  Regina,  former  restaurant. 

There  was  also  an  alteration  at  the  Discovery  Zone  establishment.  They  were  closed  for 
two  weeks  due  to  extensive  violations  and  Pizzeria  Uno  was  closed  for  one  day  due  to 
health  issues. 
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New  Restaurants 

Other  establishments  throughout  the  Town  that  were  opened  were  Molly  Malones  and 
the  Silver  Shell  at  the  Sheraton  Tara,  Barnes  &  Noble,  Sweet  Indulgence,  Ultimate  Pizza, 
Bugaboo  Creek,  Chiles,  Dunkin'  Donuts  Commissary  and  K  Mart. 

Closings 

The  Board  forced  closings  of  the  following  restaurants  due  to  violations:  Carvel,  Jim- 
bo's  Restaurant  and  a  fire  at  Jimbo's  Restaurant,  the  closing  of  the  Ground  Round  and  Pa¬ 
pa's  Place  Restaurant. 

A  private  consultant  was  hired  to  only  review  the  plans  for  the  Food  Court  at  the  South 
Shore  Plaza. 

The  Board  also  closed  the  Town  Incinerator  Transfer  Station  on  Ivory  Street  twice  dur¬ 
ing  the  Summer  due  to  air  quality  violations. 

Clean  Up  of  Sewerage 

The  Board  assisting  the  residents  of  the  Glenrose  area,  including  other  locations  that 
had  surchaged  during  the  storms  in  late  Summer  and  early  Fall.  The  Board  demanded  im¬ 
mediate  action  by  the  State  MWRA  in  cleaning  &  maintaining  the  sewer  service  lines. 

BioHazard  Waste  Spill 

A  major  spill  took  place  on  Harness  Lane  in  which  a  residential  home  had  to  remove 
one-half  of  its  foundation  due  to  contaminated  soil  associated  with  an  in-ground  tank  which 
have  ruptured.

The  following  are  associated  public  health  concerns  that  have  regional  effect: 
Abutting  Town  Issues 

The  Board  investigated  an  air  pollutant  problem  in  the  South  Braintree  area  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Norfolk  County  Respiratory  Hospital.  The  odor  investigated  was  emitted  by 
the  Holbrook  Landfill  due  to  improper  covering. 

The  Board  also  had  concerns  regarding  associated  health  threats  to  the  water  supply 
due  to  the  potential  of  any  one  motor  vehicle  accident  along  the  Randolph  roadways  that 
border  the  reservoir. 

Mosquito  Control 

The  Board,  in  cooperation  with  the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  Office  sprayed 
the  Spring  and  throughout  the  Summer.  They  assisted  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  distributing  information  to  all  residents  advising  them  of  the  areas  to  be  sprayed  by  the 
project. 
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The  Board  was  concerned  of  a  possibility  of  equine  encephalitis  which  is  caused  by  a 
mosquito  bite.  There  was  a  major  health  outbreak  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  during  the 
late  Summer.  M A  communities  were  on  alert  for  the  virus.

Sidewalk  plowing  also  took  place  on  several  occasions  in  which  both  Highway  De¬ 
partment  personnel  and  outside  Contractors  were  utilized  for  removal.' 

Snow  hauling  took  place  on  five  (5)  occasions  employing  again,  both  Highway  De¬ 
partment  personnel  and  equipment  and  contractors.

Again  this  year  Street  Painting  was  conducted  during  night  hours  in  order  to  minimize 
traffic  problems  and  to  ensure  safety  for  both  residents,  motorists  and  employees.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
BRAINTREE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

For  several  years  now  I  have  come  before  you  to  tell  you  what  the  Braintree  Historical 
Commission,  as  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  is  doing,  and  what  it  should  be  doing. 

This  year  I  can  tell  you  that  we  are  now  undertaking  the  very  important  task  of  com¬ 
pleting  a  historical  survey  of  the  town,  which  is  considered  one  of  our  most  important  func¬ 
tions.  This  was  a  long  time  coming,  and  is  the  first  of  several  phases  which  we  are  hopeful 
that  town  meeting  will  support.  Phase  "1"  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal 
year.  This  includes  primarily  a  survey  of  the  architectural  resources  in  the  South  Braintree 
area.  For  fiscal  year  1997,  our  objective  is  to  cover  the  Braintree  Center  area,  with  other  ar¬ 
eas  to  be  completed  in  subsequent  years.  While  we  have  had  some  survey  work  done  in  these 
areas  in  the  past,  the  people  doing  the  work,  although  well  intended  were  not  certified  archi¬ 
tectural  historians,  and  in  most  cases  did  not  have  adequate  knowledge  to  properly  complete 
the  required  survey  forms.  This,  in  essence  means  that  the  work  completed  does  not  meet  the 
standards  set  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  (MHC). 

Last  year  I  reported  to  you  that  we  had  hoped  to  receive  a  matching  grant  from  the  MHC 
and  had  been  given  indications  that  we  were  in  serious  contention  for  such  a  grant.  It  was  not 
to  be.  The  MHC  indicted  that  the  problem  in  Braintree  was  that  we  did  not  have  a  viable  His¬ 
toric  District  Commission,  and  because  of  that  the  results  of  our  work  could  not  have  an  im¬ 
mediate  impact  on  historic  preservation,  because  these  two  commissions  are  separate  enti¬ 
ties,  revitalization  of  the  District  Commission  is  something  on  which  the  Selectmen  must 
work,  or  the  two  must  be  combined.  This  would  have  to  be  accomplished  through  town  by¬ 
laws  changes. 

The  fact  remains,  however,  that  it  will  take  several  years  to  complete  a  survey,  and  if  it 
is  not  done  a  historic  district  commission  will  have  nothing  to  do.  It's  a  classic  case  of  1'what 
comes  first,  the  chicken  or  the  egg." 

As  we  sit  here  tonight,  all  one  has  to  do  is  take  a  ride  down  Washington  Street  to  see  more 
changes  taking  place,  which  are  altering,  demolishing  or  destroying,  the  rich  historical  flavor 
of  Braintree.  I  have  to  believe  that  this  is  happening  simply  because  people  just  don't  know 
about  it  and  therefore  don't  appreciate  it.  Once  our  surveys  are  completed  we  will  then  begin 
a  major  effort  to  educate  the  people  about  what  we  have  and  why  it  should  be  preserved,  as 
well  as  seek  adequate  protection. 
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The  Historical  Commission  appreciate  the  support  of  Town  Meeting  and  seeks  your 
continued  support  in  an  effort  to  preserve  some  of  the  remaining  rich  historical,  cultural  and 
architectural  flavor  of  Braintree,  which  makes  it  uniquely  "our  town."

BRAINTREE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  currently  owns  or  subsidizes  518  housing  units  in  the 
Town  of  Braintree,  consisting  of: 

Elderly  Disabled  Housing:  Marjorie  L.  Crispin  Housing  for  the  Elderly.  State-funded 
Conventional  Housing  consisting  of  58  units  plus  a  community  building  and  the  office  of 
the  Braintree  Housing  Authority  located  at  25  Roosevelt  Street,  Braintree  Highlands.  The 
requirements  for  admission  are  that  an  applicant  must  ~e  at  least  80  years  of  age  or  disabled, 
have  an  annual  income  of  not  more  than  $29,100  for  one  person  and  $33,300  for  two  per¬ 
sons.  There  is  no  asset  limitation,  however,  income  earned  from  assets  will  be  included  with 
total  family  income. 

Congregate  Housing:  Marjorie  L.  Crispin  Housing  for  the  Elderly.  State-funded  Conven¬ 
tional  Housing  consisting  of  19  units  in  one  large  home  located  also  on  Roosevelt  Street. 
Common  areas  encourage  an  atmosphere  of  companionship  and  social  interaction  for  frail 
elders.  Support  services  are  provided  on  an  as-needed  basis.  Eligibility  requirements  are  the 
same  as  above. 

Elderly/Disabled  Housing:  William  F.  McRae  Housing  for  the  Elderly.  State-funded  Con¬ 
ventional  Housing  consisting  of  104  units  plus  a  community  building  located  at  Heritage 
Lane,  East  Braintree.  Eligibility  requirements  are  the  same  as  above. 

Massachusetts  Rental  Voucher  Program:  State-funded.  177  vouchers;  60  Project-based 
Vouchers  at  Skyline  Drive;  8 1  project-based  vouchers  at  Monatiquot  Village  and  24  project- 
based  voucher  at  Independence  Manor  and  12  Mobile  Vouchers  located  in  the  private  housing 
market  at  large.  This  Program  replaces  the  707  Rental  Assistance  Program.  The  eligibility  in¬ 
come  limits  range  from  $15,480  for  one  person  to  $36,440  for  five  people.  The  asset  limit  is 
$15,000  or  one  and  one  half  times  the  household  s  annual  income;  whichever  is  greater. 

Residential  Services  Program:  State-funded.  A  Rental  Assistance  Program  for  a  house¬ 
hold  of  9  clients  who  receive  the  services  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health.  This  pri¬ 
vately-owned  Residence  is  located  on  Washington  St.  and  is  leased  to  DMH,  maintained  by 
Vinfen  Corp.  and  subsidized  by  Braintree  Housing  Authority. 
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Scattered  Family  Housing:  State-funded.  The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  owns  three, 
single-family  and  two,  two-family  homes  for  the  larger  low-income  families  at  scattered 
sites,  a  total  of  7  units.  The  income  limits  for  admission  and  continued  occupancy  are  the 
same  as  for  the  conventional  housing.  Tenants  in  these  units  pay  their  own  utility  bills,  are 
responsible  for  routine  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  properties,  and  pay  a  percentage  of  their 
income  for  rent  to  the  Authority. 

Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Programs:  Federally-funded.  1 35  units  at  scat¬ 
tered  sites  in  the  private  housing  market.  The  annual  income  limits  for  admission  to  this 
program  range  from  $19,800  for  one  person  to  $30,500  for  five  persona,  and  there  is  no  as¬ 
set  limitation  for  eligibility.  Persona  to  whom  Certificates  of  Eligibility  are  issued,  seek  suit¬ 
able  housing  accommodations  in  existing  rental  units.  The  maximum  permissible  rents,  in¬ 
cluding  all  utilities,  as  published  in  the  Federal  Register,  are  $668  for  a-one-bedroom  unit, 
$839  for  a  two-bedroom  unit,  and  $1048  for  a  three  bedroom  unit. 

Housing  for  the  Handicapped:  State-funded.  8  units.  The  Authority  owned  a  large  single¬ 
family  dwelling  in  Braintree  which  is  used  as  a  Community  Residence  for  the  mentally  re¬ 
tarded  and  staff.  There  are  9  full-time  residential.  Human  Service  Options,  Incorporated, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health,  leased  the  property  for  the  program, 
provides  qualified  house  managers,  and  vocational  training  for  the  retarded  clients,  as  well 
as  training  in  independent  living  skills.  The  remaining  unit  in  a  Respite  Care  Room  for  pe¬ 
riodic  use.

We  continue  to  spend  many  hours  with  property  owners  advising  them  of  their  rights,  assist¬ 
ing  them  with  their  plans,  and  guiding  them  through  the  permitting  process.  We  also  guide 
homeowners  in  proper  construction  practices  when  they  are  doing  the  work  themselves. 

We  issued  126  annual  inspection  certificates  for  the  various  restaurants,  hotels,  motels,  the¬ 
aters,  clubs,  meeting  halls,  churches,  nursing  homes,  hospitals,  etc.,  wherever  the  public 
gathers  to  make  sure  the  buildings  are  safe  for  their  intended  use.  Each  location  requires  a 
minimum  of  2  inspections.  We  also  administer  the  handicapped  access  regulations. 

This  office  also  maintains  close  coordination  with  the  Engineering,  Health,  Planning  & 
Conservation,  and  Fire  Departments  to  ensure  that  all  projects  meet  the  requirements  of 
these  agencies  before  the  buildings  may  be  occupied.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

METROPOLITAN  AREA  PLANNING  COUNCIL 

MAPC's  list  of  activities  and  accomplishments  for  1996  is  a  long  and  varied  one.  The  agency 
is  completing  one  of  its  most  productive  years  with  both  staff  and  council  members  continu¬ 
ing  to  work  hard  to  keep  up  with  the  opportunities  and  challenges  as  they  are  presented. 

Perhaps  the  single  most  notable  achievement  in  1996  was  the  successful  restructuring  of  the 
Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO).  The  MPO  which  has  beeil  composed  of  six 
agencies  (four  state  agencies  plus  the  MBTA  Advisory  Board  and  MAPC)  is  responsible  for 
allocating  financial  resources  from  the  federal  government  to  various  transportation  pro¬ 
jects  in  the  metropolitan  region.  MAPC  has  argued  for  years  that  the  organization  needed  to 
be  changed  in  order  to  have  better  representation  by  local  communities.  When  a  1995  fed¬ 
eral  review  of  the  organization  found  substantial  deficiencies  in  the  existing  process,  the 
agency  played  a  major  leadership  role  in  working  with  the  other  five  MPO  members  to  de¬ 
sign  the  new  organization.  In  addition  to  the  existing  members,  the  new  MPO  will  include 
the  city  of  Boston,  the  Turnpike  Authority  and  three  cities  and  three  towns.  The  new  agree¬ 
ment  also  provides  that  at  least  $40,000,000  will  be  made  available  for  local  highway  pro¬ 
jects  in  the  MAPC  region.  The  community  representatives  to  the  MPO  will  have  the  deci¬ 
sion  making  power  for  how  that  money  is  to  be  spent. 

Elections  to  fill  the  six  new  community  positions  will  take  place  in  early  1997  at  a  MAPC 
Council  meeting.  Candidates  must  obtain  the  nomination  of  the  CEOs  from  five  communi¬ 
ties  to  be  on  the  ballot.  With  the  exception  of  the  Inner  Core  subregion,  no  subregion  may 
have  more  than  one  community  on  the  MPO.  Local  communities  now  have  a  voice  and  a 
vote  in  this  important  transportation  process. 

MAPC's  GIS  Lab  has  continued  to  grow  and  provide  new  services  to  its  communities.  The 
staff  conducted  a  series  of  eight  workshops  on  GIS  data  automation.  The  focus  of  the  work¬ 
shops  was  on  assessor  map  automation.  In  addition  to  working  on  defining  policy  areas  for 
Metro  Plan  2000,  the  staff  is  also  putting  together  a  map  of  existing  and  potential  bike  paths 
throughout  the  MAPC  region. 

The  agency  continues  to  produce  the  Planner's  Exchange  series.  This  year  there  were  two 
reports:  "Community  Reuses  of  Failed  Septic  Systems"  and  "Development  Guides." 
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Among  the  several  hundred  meetings  that  the  agency  sponsors  each  year,  there  were  sever¬ 
al  of  particular  note.  MAPC  brought  in  a  noted  national  authority  on  Transit  Oriented  De¬ 
velopment  (TOD).  As  a  result  of  that  meeting,  the  agency  has  formed  a  TOD  advisory  com¬ 
mittee  that  will  be  working  to  encourage  more  concentrated  development  throughout  the  re¬ 
gion.  Another  of  these  special  meetings  was  an  informational  session  on  the  Governor's  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Order  384  which  provided  for  the  sunsetting  of  state  regulations  after  a  review 
process  to  determine  which  regulations  were  determined  to  be  outdated  or  obsolete. 

The  agency  continued  its  affiliation  with  the  Challenge  to  Leadership  program.  This  pro¬ 
gram  sponsors  a  forum  every  fall  for  business,  educational,  religious,  labor  and  government 
leaders  to  explore  civic  issues.  The  forum  for  this  year  was  "Youth  and  Jobs  in  the  21st  Cen¬ 
tury:  Is  Massachusetts  Ready  for  the  New  Millennium?". 

Another  in  the  series  of  MAPC  sponsored  Community  Dialogues  was  presented.  The  focus 
was  also  on  job  training.  MIT,  UMass,  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  and  Boston  Edi¬ 
son  were  partners  with  the  agency  for  this  event. 

MAPCs  efforts  in  the  legislative  arena  continued  to  be  productive.  Many  of  the  agency's 
priority  Legislation  were  passed  into  law.  The  agency  also  continued  to  work  with  the 
Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  to  draft  legislation  which  will  serve  to  coordinate  and 
streamline  the  participation  of  federal,  state,  regional  and  municipal  agencies  in  a  statewide 
land  information  system  institution  utilizing  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS).  On 
the  federal  level  MAPC  began  working  with  other  organizations  across  the  country  on  the 
process  of  reauthorizing  the  Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act  (ISTEA). 

Planning  continues  on  the  Inner  Circumferential  Project  and  the  North  and  South  Rail  Link. 
MAPC  is  active  in  both  of  these  projects.  The  agency  also  continues  to  expand  its  help  to 
communities  on  a  diversity  of  transportation  projects  such  an  the  Enhancement  Grant  Pro¬ 
gram  and  Transportation  Demand  Management  Grant  Program. 

The  eight  subregions  of  the  agency  also  continued  working  on  their  numerous  projects. 
Several  documents  were  produced  this  year  as  part  of  the  Subregional  Special  Project  pro¬ 
gram.  Among  those  reports  of  region  wide  interest  are:  "The  MAPC  Grant  Source,"  "Revi¬ 
talizing  Inner  Core  Commercial  Areas  and  Squares"  and  "Environmental  Tourism  Strate¬ 
gies  for  the  North  Shore."  Copies  of  these  reports  are  available  at  the  agency. 

Braintree  is  a  member  of  MAPCs  Inner  Core  subregion.  This  group  meets  monthly  to  dis¬ 
cuss  and  work  on  issues  of  mutual  concern  to  the  23  municipalities  that  are  members.  Trans- 
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portation  issues  are  always  of  concern  and  this  past  year  the  group  heard  presentations  on  a 
number  of  regional  proposals  particularly  the  vision  for  the  inner  circumferential  transit 
proposal.  Additionally,  special  speakers  provided  information  on:  how  communities  can 
work  with  "Big  Box"  retailers,  how  to  prepare  a  municipal  open  space  plan,  how  to  handle 
proposals  for  the  location  of  cellular  towers  in  communities,  how  to  establish  Business  Im¬ 
provement  Districts,  the  implications  for  communities  due  to  the  new  Rivers  Protection  Act 
understanding  the  differences  between  appropriations  versus  capital  bond  authorizations, 
and  the  potential  for  an  inter-local  and/or  regional  GIS  program. 

The  group  also  held  a  number  of  round  table  discussions  on  such  topics  as  assisted  living 
and  dealing  with  design  and  traffic  impacts  in  locating  retail  and  service  franchises. 

MAPC  invited  community  leaders  to  participate  in  discussions  of  urban  truck  routing  is¬ 
sues.  The  discussions  have  focused  on  the  impacts  of  trucks  on  urban  and  residential  neigh¬ 
borhoods,  truck  exclusions  from  some  regional  roads  and  cargo  prohibition  in  tunnels.  The 
goal  of  the  project  is  to  resolve  any  problem  issues  and  at  the  same  time  support  continued 
economic  development  in  the  region.

NORFOLK  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

The  operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into  a  system  of  mos¬ 
quito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective  and  economically  feasible.  All  mosquito  eggs 
need  stagnant  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval  growth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the  drainage  of  shallow, 
standing,  stagnant  water,  and  the  maintenance  of  existing  flow  systems  which  contribute  to 
mosquito  breeding  sources. 

•  Drainage  ditches  hand  cleaned:  6,280  feet 

•  Brush  obstructions  cut:  650  feet 

•  Drainage  reconstructed  by  wide-track  back  hoe:  40  feet 

Larviciding:  Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  development  is  the  next  most  ef¬ 
fective  control  effort.  The  Project  has  begun  to  rely  more  on  briquet  applications,  which 
provides  a  more  site  specific,  sustained  type  of  control  for  the  mosquito  larvae. 

•  Larvicide  with  briquets:  Total  briquets:  2,650  5.91  acres 

•  Larvicide  with  mistblower:  Total  gallons:  97.5  97.5  acres 

Adulticiding:  The  suppression  of  flying  adult  mosquitoes  becomes  necessary  when  they 
are  numerous,  annoying,  or  threatening  to  residents.  All  fogging  is  done  in  response  to  adult 
surveillance  which  includes  logging  of  citizen  complaints. 

•  Adulticide  fogging  (I/20z./acre)  from  trucks:Total  gallons:  14.45  3,699.2  acres 

Surveillance:  In  an  effort  to  more  fully  implement  an  Integrated  Pest  Management  (IPM) 
approach,  the  Project  has  expanded  data  collection  and  surveillance.  Surveys,  inspections, 
and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  program  include  locating  and  mapping  larval  breeding  ar¬ 
eas.  Locations  of  nuisance  populations  of  adult  mosquitoes  are  also  identified  through  the 
surveillance  program. 

•  Total  man  hours  in  town:  399  hours 

The  Project  received  83  calls  from  residents  for  information  and  assistance.

Its  budget,  in  the  past  and  presently,  is 
operating  in  the  black;  nor  has  it  needed  to  approach  the  state  for  additional  funds.  The 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  County  to  rent  the 
courthouses  and  reimburse  the  county  for  their  maintenance.  The  state  agrees  on  the 
amounts  owed,  but  due  to  lack  of  appropriations,  payment  falls  short  of  the  amounts  agreed 
upon.  From  1988  to  present,  the  shortfall  is  approximately  $1,670,000.  Nonetheless,  the 
county  spent  over  $1,000,000  in  1995  on  capital  improvements.  Additional  moneys  in 
FY97  have  been  earmarked  for  courthouse  repairs. 

Belonging  to  Norfolk  County  taxpayers  are  County  Assets  totaling  over  $60,000,000 
and  in  addition  to  other  properties,  includes  an  Agricultural  School  1 8-hole  golf  course  and 
county  hospital,  six  court  house  buildings,  a  Registry  of  Deeds  and  Probate  Court  building, 
and  an  administration  building  Of  approximately  850  county  employees,  approximately 
726  are  members  of  ten  different  collective  bargaining  units.  County  employees  are  covered 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Norfolk  County  Retirement  System.  Other  benefits  are  as 
established  by  county  personnel  rules  and  regulations,  and  include  membership  in  an  inde¬ 
pendently  operated  credit  union.. 

The  County  Commissioners,  whose  offices  are  housed  in  Dedham,  are  responsible 
for  the  overall  operation  of  the  county,  including  its  budget,  which  in  FY97  totals 
$18,338,490  of  which  $3,483,321  is  mandated  for  Corrections  .  Countywide  purchasing, 
personnel  and  budget  administration  are  housed  in  their  offices.  The  Board  meets  in  order 
to  review  business  with  staff  and  be  responsive  to  the  needs  of  each  community.  Taxpayers 
seeking  an  abatement  of  their  real  estate  taxes  may,  under  Chapter  59  s.61,  file  a  request 
seeking  relief  with  the  county  commissioners.  The  commissioners  serve  as  trustees  of  the 
Norfolk  County  Agricultural  High  School  and  Massachusetts  Respiratory  Hospital  and 
meet  at  least  monthly.  They  have  approved  annual  grants  to  the  Retired  &  Senior  Volunteer 
Program,  Domestic  Violence  Ended  and  Agricultural  Extension  Service.  A  food  pantry  pro¬ 
gram  in  1996  involved  R&SVP  volunteer  aided  by  Troop  44  Walpole  Boy  Scouts,  harvest¬ 
ing  vegetables  planted  by  Norfolk  Aggie  students.  Produce  was  then  distributed  to  local 
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food  pantries.  Recently,  moneys  were  appropriated  for  grants  to  study  a  newer  form  of  re¬ 
gional  government  and  regional  business  economic  development  A  new,  updated  color  Nor¬ 
folk  County  tourism  brochure  was  also  recently  made  available  to  the  public. 

The  County  Engineering  Department,  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  building  in  Dedham,  provides  survey  and  engineering  services  for  highways  and  oth¬ 
er  related  matters,  consultation  with  owners  pertaining  to  land  taking  and  proposed  lay  out 
lines,  and  assisting  and  working  with  Mass.  Highway  Dept,  and  Town  Highway  Depart¬ 
ments.  A  frequent  request  from  various  towns  is  for  the  performance  of  topographic  sur¬ 
veys.  Traffic  counts  are  also  performed  upon  request  The  department  also  checks  notices 
from  Mass  Land  Court  for  parcels  of  land  to  be  registered  for  encroachment  on  county  lay¬ 
outs.  The  County  Engineering  Department  has  special  computer  hardware  and  software 
conducive  to  providing  plan  &  survey  services  to  those  Not-folk  County  communities,  who 
otherwise  would  have  to  pay  for  such  services.  ' 

The  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  High  School  located  in  Walpole,  is  fully  accredit¬ 
ed  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  &  Colleges  and  approved  by  the  Mass.  Dept, 
of  Education.  It  provides  high  quality  technical  programs  in  horticulture,  arbor  culture,  nat¬ 
ural  resources,  laboratory  animal  technology,  pet  store  operation,  dog  grooming,  equine 
studies,  diesel  and  gasoline  equipment  operations,  maintenance  &  repair,  production  animal 
science,  aqua  culture,  and  environmental  studies.  Community  groups  which  utilize  the 
school  campus  and/or  expertise  include  4-H,  Co-operative  Extension  Service,  Norfolk 
Conservation  District,  State  FFA  programs,  Walpole  Little  League,  Youth  Soccer,  LaCrosse 
and  Cub  Scouts,  Sharon  Recreation  Dept,  and  many  other  groups  too  numerous  to  mention. 
Current  enrollment  is  440  students.  In  the  last  10  years  enrollment  has  increased  by  75%. 

Massachusetts  Respiratory  Hospital  (MRH)  is  located  in  Braintree,  provides  com¬ 
prehensive  care  for  medically  complex  and  chronic  respiratory  patients  MRH  offers  a  con¬ 
tinuum  of  services,  from  acute  ventilator  care  and  hospital-level  inpatient  care,  both  med¬ 
ical  and  behavioral  to  cardiac  telemetry,  outpatient  rehabilitation  and  home  care.  The  Mis¬ 
sion  of  MRH  is  to  help  patients  with  lung  disease  illness  manage  their  illness  and  to  promote 
education  and  improve  respiratory  health  in  the  community. 

Wollaston  Recreational  Facility  located  in  both  Milton  and  Quincy,  includes  a  golf 
course  and  tennis  courts.  Presidents  Golf  Course  is  a  well-maintained,  1 8-hole  golf  course 
on  94  acres  of  open  space,  servicing  over  40,000  golfers  and  producing  an  average  annual 
profit  of  $150,000.  The  golf  course  is  available  to  the  public  at  reasonable  fees.  Area  high 
schools  using  the  golf  course  and/or  tennis  courts  for  interscholastic  events  include  North 
Quincy,  Weymouth,  B.C.  High  School  and  Milton  Academy.  Many  community  service-ori- 
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ented  fund  raising  tournaments  are  held  such  as  the  I.B.E.W.  Benevolence  Tournament,  JT's 
for  Muscular  Dystrophy,  Ursline  Academy  fund  raiser,  and  Annual  Mayor's  Tournament 
(Quincy).  A  well-known  and  popular  annual  event  is  the  Norfolk  County  Classic  Golf  Tour¬ 
nament.  For  the  convenience  of  the  public,  a  restaurant  is  located  on  the  premises. 

The  Registry  of  Deeds,  located  in  Dedham,  provides  the  means  of  recording  real  es¬ 
tate  transactions,  titles,  etc.,  and  also  houses  a  Land  Court.  A  huge  volume  of  transactions 
take  place  in  this  department .  In  1996  transactions  numbered  161,485.  A  state-of-the-art 
data  processing  system,  including  the  ability  to  scan  documents,  is  utilized.  Old  records  are 
being  microfilmed  for  preservation  and  space  reduction  purposes.  Revenue  is  generated  by 
means  of  a  fee  charged  for  conducting  transactions  and  deeds  excise  tax.  Yet,  Registry  fees, 
other  than  in  the  Land  Court,  have  not  increased  in  over  thirteen  years.  By  state  mandate, 
revenue  is  divided  between  Corrections,  the  Registry  and  the  County. 

The  Norfolk  County  Sheriff  Office  on  the  Route  128  median  strip  in  Dedham  oper¬ 
ates  several  community  oriented  programs  including  the  Braintree  Alternative  Center's 
Community  Service  Program,  DARE.  Program,  Drug  and  Alcohol  Awareness  Programs' 
Correctional  Center  Tours,  Pre-Release  Center's  Work  Release,  Regional  Law  Enforcement 
Program,  Mutual  Aid  Program  and  Regional  Lock-Up.  Each  of  these  programs  is  specifi¬ 
cally  designed  to  aid  Norfolk  County  communities.  The  Norfolk  County  Sheriffs  Office  re¬ 
ceived  two  nationally  acclaimed  awards:  "Facility  of  the  Year"  for  its  exceptional  work  in 
inmate  health  care  delivery  and  accreditation  by  the  American  Correctional  Association. 

The  Norfolk  County  Retirement  Board,  whose  offices  are  in  Canton,  comprised  of 
41  governmental  units,  keeps  its  members  informed  as  to  the  fiscal  transaction  of  the  sys¬ 
tem,  together  with  an  analysis  of  various  funds  of  the  System,  detailed  investment  schedule 
and  membership  data. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
BRAINTREE  PARKS  AND 
RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

This  is  the  1996  Annual  Report  of  the  Braintree  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  which  re¬ 
flects  the  major  involvements  and  improvements  for  the  year.  The  board  of  parks  and  play¬ 
grounds  commission  conducted  thirteen  sessions  during  the  year  to  review  and  respond  to 
the  varied  matters  and  activities  of  the  department.  Its  deliberations  reflected  a  board  con¬ 
sensus  on  a  multiplicity  of  issues  which  board  members  studied  at  length  before  taking  any 
actions.  For  the  year,  board  members  compiled  a  composite  84%  attendance  record.  Daniel 
J.  Graziano  was  once  again  reelected  to  chair  the  board  for  the  year  while  Paul  Donahue  was 
elected  to  serve  as  Vice  Chairman  and  Sheila  D.  Roach  as  Clerk  of  the  board  for  the  year.  In 
April,  Planning  Board  member  Charles  Kokoros  was  assigned  to  replace  Patricia  Toomey 
as  its  representative  to  the  board  for  the  year. 

Some  personnel  changes  occurred  within  the  department  during  the  year.  Annette 
McLaughlin,  bookkeeper/clerk  to  the  department  since  1992  announced  to  the  board  in  Ju¬ 
ly  that  she  had  been  appointed  to  the  position  as  administrative  coordinator  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen's  Office.  She  assumed  her  new  duties  late  July.  Ms.  McLaughlin  was  a  tremen¬ 
dous  asset  to  the  department  for  her  four  short  year  tenure  and  her  promotion  was  the  park 
department's  loss  while  becoming  the  Selectmen's  office  gain.  Her  computerization  skills 
revolutionized  the  office  procedures  at  the  department  and  she  will  be  missed  for  her  ener¬ 
gy,  efficiency  and  spirit.  During  the  hiring  of  a  replacement  interim  period  which  lasted  al¬ 
most  six  months,  the  department  was  indebted  to  Peggie  Sweeney  and  Lynn  Buskey  who 
separately  filled  in  at  the  office  quite  effectively. 

The  department  welcomed  a  new  employee  to  its  ranks  in  July,  Kathy  Avitable,  who  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Assessor's  Office  to  fill  a  new  position  within  the  park  department,  that  as  a 
computerized  data  compilator.  She'll  provide  some  much  needed  assistance  funded  by  the 
golf  course  in  the  weekly,  monthly  and  annual  tracking  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  rel¬ 
ative  to  the  golf  course  operations,  an  eight  hundred  thousand  dollar  a  year  enterprise. 

During  the  Spring,  the  board  was  very  appreciative  of  the  combined  efforts  and  financial 
commitment  made  by  the  South  Braintree  Board  of  Trade  as  well  as  the  Braintree  Sons  of 
Italy  Lodge  for  the  restoration  of  the  almost  century  old  archway  entrance  into  French's 
Common  next  to  Town  Hall.  In  particular,  South  Braintree  businessman  Anthony  Spadea  is 
to  be  personally  cited  for  his  efforts  and  assistance  in  this  project's  completion  which  saved 
the  town  a  few  thousand  dollars.  The  gold  lettering  entry  into  this  park  should  last  for  years. 
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For  the  first  time  in  over  30  years,  both  the  school  department  and  park  department  can  re¬ 
fer  to  a  written  agreement  reached  which  identifies  the  maintenance  efforts  to  be  performed 
by  the  park  department  on  school  department  athletic  field  properties  in  town.  In  the  mid 
1960's,  a  decision  was  made  at  town  meeting  to  have  the  park  department  take  over  main¬ 
tenance  and  scheduling  responsibilities  of  all  outdoor  school  owned  athletic  facilities.  No 
written  understanding  was  ever  developed  at  the  time.  An  agreement  now  is  in  the  files  at 
each  department  that  had  clearly  delineated  the  park  department's  responsibilities  on  school 
properties  . 

Park  commission  members  saluted  East  Braintree  resident  Ruth  Aucoin  for  her  untiring  ef¬ 
forts  to  raise  the  funds  for  the  development  of  an  expansive  new  community  playground  at 
Watson  Park.  This  $55,000  playground  was  constructed  through  volunteer  labor  con¬ 
tributed  by  many  local  businesses  and  residents  and  Ms.  Aucoin  was  commended  for  her 
two  year  perseverance  in  this  new  development. 

The  department  was  able  to  support  both  the  Braintree  National  and  Braintree  American 
Little  League  organizations  by  constructing  new  regulation  little  league  fields  at  Watson 
Park  and  Hollingsworth  Park.  Each  field  received  some  new  fencing,  dugout  enclosures  and 
new  sod  to  provide  much  needed  tournament  caliber  fields  for  their  programs. 

Board  members  were  pleased  to  be  able  to  engage  Bob  Beach,  PGA  golf  professional  and 
supervisor  of  play  at  the  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  for  another  three  year  contract 
period  through  December  1998.  Bob  and  his  crew  have  introduced  at  this  popular  golfing 
facility  many  new  innovations  that  makes  golfers  better  enjoy  their  regular  golfing  visits. 

Several  measures  were  introduced  at  Sunset  Lake  as  the  department  began  the  effort  to 
clean  up  the  water  for  the  bather's  delight.  Troubled  over  the  past  few  years  with  high  bac¬ 
teria  testings  during  the  extremely  warm  summertime  periods,  an  aqualator  was  installed  in 
the  water  to  enhance  the  oxygen  levels  of  the  bathing  water.  Further,  water  filtration  pits  to 
clean  the  surface  water  entering  the  lake  through  the  parking  lot  were  installed  by  the  de¬ 
partment  late  Spring.  Both  initiatives  provided  much  cleaner  water  for  the  lake  users  and 
more  efforts  will  be  made  during  the  coming  year  to  further  improve  conditions  in  hopes  of 
making  this  once  popular  swimming  area  a  favorite  summertime  attraction  for  residents  to 
enjoy  for  years  to  come. 

After  eighteen  consecutive  years,  parks  and  recreation  superintendent  Bill  Hedlund  relin¬ 
quished  his  statewide  coordination  efforts  with  the  Hershey's  Track  and  Field  Youth  Pro¬ 
gram  that  literally  gave  thousands  of  Massachusetts  youngsters  ages  9-14  the  opportunity 
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to  compete  in  a  nationally  organized  program.  Several  Braintree  kids  have  participated  over 
the  years  and  many  have  qualified  for  the  August  trip  to  the  nationals  as  a  result.  Mr.  Hed- 
lund  retained  his  coordination  efforts  with  this  program  in  overseeing  the  six  New  England 
states  plus  the  Ontario  Province  of  Canada. 

The  Richard  Carson  Varsity  Soccer  Field  at  Braintree  High  School  received  a  complete  re¬ 
construction  makeover  by  department  maintenance  personnel  under  the  supervision  of 
grounds  maintenance  chief  in  the  department,  A1  Graziano.  With  final  resodding  laid  in 
place  during  the  late  Summer,  this  field  became  available  for  school  and  youth  soccer  teams 
in  the  Fall  in  a  condition  enjoyed  by  users  and  spectators  alike. 

During  the  Fall,  one  which  brought  to  our  region  record  rainfall  in  this  region  never  experi¬ 
enced  before,  the  six  tennis  courts  at  Braintree  High  School  and  the  two  at  the  Highland's 
School  on  Wildwood  Avenue  received  a  facelift.  Many  of  these  sorts  of  projects  which  have 
been  long  overdue  would  still  be  impossible  had  it  not  been  for  the  combined  support  and 
assistance  given  the  park  department  by  the  Capital  Planning  and  Finance  Committee,  the 
Finance  Committee  and  in  particular,  Town  Auditor  Bill  Sweeney,  who  collectively  assist¬ 
ed  the  department  in  the  development  of  a  funding  plan  for  a  five  year  capital  improvement 
growth  plan  involving,  all  town  departments. 

In  conclusion,  the  department  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  continued  cooperative  spirit  and 
assistance  granted  the  park  department  by  Town  Counsel,  Treasurer,  Town  Engineer,  Build¬ 
ing  Inspector,  Highway, 

Water/Sewer,  and  Planning  /  Conservation  departments  for  their  help.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Braintree  Planning  Board  respectfully  submits  this  report  summarizing  its  activities 
for  1996. 

For  the  Planning  Board,  1996  was  a  full  and  productive  year  in  terms  of  the  number  projects 
reviewed,  as  well  as  the  number  of  Planning  Board  initiatives.  During  1996,  the  Planning 
Board  and  its  staff  participated  in  a  number  of  major  projects  which  will  significantly  im¬ 
pact  Braintree's  future.  These  activities  include  the  following: 

Community  Rating  System 

The  Planning  Board  continued  to  coordinate  Braintree's  participation  in  FEMA's  Commu¬ 
nity  Rating  System  (CRS).  Under  CRS,  the  Planning  Board,  Town  Engineer  and  the  Build¬ 
ing  Department  have  implemented  a  number  of  activities  to  better  manage  the  Town's  flood- 
plain  areas.  Due  to  these  efforts,  the  Town  has  received  a  Class  9  rating  under  CRS  which 
in  turn  entitles  policyholders  to  a  5%  savings  on  their  flood  insurance.  Additional  activities 
are  planned  for  1997  with  a  view  to  obtaining  an  even  lower  rating. 

Large  Projects 

In  1994  the  Planning  Board,  after  extensive  review  and  numerous  Public  Hearings,  ap¬ 
proved  a  250,000  SF  expansion  of  the  South  Shore  Plaza  and  the  redevelopment  of  the 
Grossman's  site  located  off  Union  Street  into  a  350,000  SF  retail  complex  which  includes 
KMart  as  one  anchor  store. 

South  Shore  Plaza  Started  during  1995,  the  expansion  of  the  South  Shore  Plaza  was  largely 
completed  by  1996.  During  1996  all  of  the  public  improvements  associated  with  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  South  Shore  Plaza  were  completed  and  the  first  phase  of  the  expansion  was  occu¬ 
pied.  It  is  anticipated  that  South  Shore  Plaza's  expansion  will  be  finished  by  Spring  1997. 

KMart  During  1996,  activities  at  the  KMart  site  included  completion  of  all  the  public  im¬ 
provements  associated  with  the  development  and  the  completion  of  the  project's  first  phase 
culminating  in  the  opening  of  the  KMart  store  in  November. 

During  1996,  the  Board  devoted  a  significant  amount  of  its  time  to  insuring  that  both  the 
South  Shore  Plaza  expansion  and  the  KMart  site  were  developed  as  approved.  The  Board 
anticipates  that  in  1997  it  will  continue  to  devote  significant  effort  to  ensure  that  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  KMart  project  is  developed  as  approved. 
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Massachusetts  Bays  Program 

In  conjunction  with  the  Conservation  Commission,  the  Planning  Board  completed  the 
Massachusetts  Bays  Program  Minibays  Grant.  The  five  year  $250,000  grant  provided  funds 
to  Braintree,  Quincy  and  Weymouth  to  assess  the  environmental  health  of  the  Weymouth 
Fore  River  and  to  develop  and  implement  programs  to  improve  the  environmental  quality 
of  the  river.  Under  the  Minibays  grant,  the  three  communities  located  and  assessed  sources 
and  levels  of  contamination  and  developed  measures  to  correct  past  environmental  degra¬ 
dation.  As  a  consequence  of  these  efforts,  the  three  communities  have  begun  the  process  of 
reopening  long  closed  shellfish  beds  in  the  Fore  River  and  have  helped  to  create  a  citizen 
volunteer  riverfront  association  to  carry  on  the  communities'  efforts  to  improve  the  quality 
of  the  Weymouth  Fore  River. 

Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority  [MWRA] 

Both  members  of  the  Planning  Board  and  staff  from  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Con¬ 
servation  have  continued  their  participation  in  a  subcommittee  composed  of  representatives 
from  Braintree,  Quincy,  Weymouth  and  the  MWRA  whose  charter  is  to  develop  and  imple¬ 
ment  a  re-use  plan  to  guide  the  development  of  the  Fore  River  Shipyard.  Funded  in  part  by 
grants  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  and  the  Massachusetts 
Office  of  Coastal  Zone  Management  and  in  part  by  contributions  from  Braintree,  Quincy, 
Weymouth  and  the  MWRA,  the  plan  was  completed  in  1995.  This  plan  which  has  received 
a  national  award  from  the  Waterfront  Center  of  Washington  D.C.  calls  for  a  mixed  use  re¬ 
development  of  the  Shipyard,  including  shipbuilding  and  the  creation  of  a  center  to  devel¬ 
op  new  technologies  for  maritime  industries.  During  1996  the  first  steps  to  implement  the 
plan  were  begun  when  the  MWRA  began  negotiations  with  a  shipbuilder,  Massachusetts 
Heavy  Industries,  Inc.,  to  re-establish  shipbuilding  in  the  Fore  River  Shipyard.  The  Board 
anticipates  that  a  shipyard  will  be  established  at  the  Fore  River  site  during  the  coming  year. 

Master  Plan 

During  1996  it  became  increasingly  obvious  to  the  Planning  Board  that  Braintree  was  los¬ 
ing  its  ability  to  address  effectively  the  impacts  of  development.  Given  both  the  rate  and 
volume  of  development  occurring  within  the  Town,  the  Board  concluded  that  the  Town 
needed  to  prepare  a  new  Master  Plan.  The  goals  of  this  plan  are  to  create  a  common  vision 
as  to  how  Braintree  is  to  grow  and  to  provide  the  Town  with  the  tools  to  bring  that  vision  to 
fruition.  To  that  end.  Town  Meeting  funded  the  Planning  Board's  request  of  $100,000  to 
fund  a  new  Master  Plan.  Once  funded,  the  Master  Plan  effort  was  initiated  through  an  ex¬ 
tensive  proposal  process  which  culminated  in  the  selection  by  the  Board  of  a  consulting 
team  headed  by  Cecil  and  Rizvi.  The  formal  master  planning  process  was  "kicked  off  in 
December  1996  with  a  meeting  which  included  the  Planning  Board,  the  consultant,  Town 
Officials  and  representatives  from  the  Town's  Civic  Associations.  The  Board  anticipates 
that  during  1997  it  will  devote  much  of  its  time  to  help  guide  and  draft  the  new  Master  Plan. 
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Zoning 

The  Planning  Board  continued  its  ongoing  effort  to  strengthen  and  update  the  Braintree 
Zoning  Bylaw.  During  1996,  the  Planning  Board  submitted,  and  the  Town  Meeting  enact¬ 
ed,  two  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  Article  XIV  "Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations"  was 
completely  rewritten  in  order  to  improve  the  Town's  ability  to  address  traffic  impacts  creat¬ 
ed  by  development.  The  Zoning  Bylaw  was  also  amended  to  expand  the  powers  of  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  to  regulate  by  Special  Permit  drive-up  kiosks  which  offer  non-retail  services, 
such  as  ATM's.

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REPORT  BRAINTREE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  town  report  of  the  Braintree  Police  Department.  The  year  1996 
saw  many  changes  for  this  department.  This  included  the  retirements  of  five  veteran  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  department.  Officer  David  Spera,  Officer  John  Larmey,  Officer  Charles 
Graziano,  Officer  Kenneth  Peckham  and  Officer  Michael  Carey  retired  after  faithfully  serv¬ 
ing  our  community  for  a  combined  one  hundred  and  fifty  years.  We  wish  these  fine  of  offi¬ 
cers  the  best  of  luck  in  their  future  endeavors.  The  receipt  of  a  COPS  Universal  grant  from 
the  federal  government,  coupled  with  seven  existing  vacancies  allowed  us  to  hire  eleven 
new  recruits.  These  recruits  entered  the  Plymouth  Police  Academy  in  November  and  are 
scheduled  to  graduate  in  March  of  ]  997.  These  new  recruits  will  enable  us  to  continue  to 
expand  our  current  Community  Policing  initiatives  to  better  serve  the  Town  of  Braintree.  In 
1 996  calls  for  service  increased  by  2866.  This  increase  reflects  a  1 2.7%  change  over  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  The  following  is  a  monthly  breakdown  of  our  activities  during  1996. 

In  January,  in-service  training  in  criminal  procedure,  motor  vehicle  law  and  statutory  law 
was  initiated.  This  training  provided  all  officers  with  fifteen  hours  of  classroom  instruction. 
Retired  Captain  Raymond  Eugenio  of  the  New  Bedford  Police  Department  conducted  this 
training.  A  school  emergency  plan  was  developed  to  ensure  the  safe  transportation  of  chil¬ 
dren  to  and  from  school  during  the  snowiest  winter  on  record. 

In  February,  Enhanced  9-1-1  was  introduced  in  Braintree.  All  communication  specialist  of¬ 
ficers  and  our  command  staff  received  sixteen  hours  of  training  by  the  Massachusetts  Emer¬ 
gency  Telecommunications  Board  prior  to  implementation.  This  new  service  allows  com¬ 
munications  personnel  to  immediately  receive  the  name,  number  and  location  of  all  calls 
placed  to  9-1-1. 

In  March,  a  ’’Kids  Helping  Kids”  celebration  was  held  at  Town  Hall.  Officers  from  our 
Community  Policing  Unit  were  assigned  to  this  event  as  well  as  additional  officers  to  han¬ 
dle  traffic  control  and  pedestrian  safety. 

In  April,  our  Bicycle  Patrol  Unit  assisted  at  the  Little  League  Parade  and  Opening  Day 
events  at  Watson  Park.  In  response  to  an  increase  in  vandalism  at  the  Braintree  Public 
Schools,  we  fielded  specialized  patrols  to  address  this  problem.  Four  of  our  officers  were  se¬ 
lected  and  attended  motorcycle  training  conducted  by  the  Boston  Police  Department. 
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In  May,  additional  officers  were  assigned  to  cover  the  Junior  Prom  at  Braintree  High 
School.  Our  D.A.R.E.  and  Safety  Officer  set  up  displays  at  a  Safety  Awareness  Day  spon¬ 
sored  by 

Harvard/Pilgrim  Health.  Our  Officers  were  also  on  hand  for  the  ’’KIDS  FEST"  that  was 
held  at  Town  Hall.  Selective  Enforcement/O.U.I.  teams  were  fielded  utilizing  funds  re¬ 
ceived  through  a  $5000.00  grant  from  the  Governors  Highway  Safety  Bureau.  A  twenty  of¬ 
ficer  tactical  unit  was  formed  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Russell  Jenkins.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  unit  is  to  safely  manage  and  control  major  incidents  such  as  large  gatherings  and 
labor  demonstrations. 

In  June,  we  closely  monitored  the  Braintree  High  School  graduation  as  well  as  related 
events  and  post-graduation  parties.  We  continued  our  aggressive  stance  on  underage  drink¬ 
ing  and  paid  special  attention  to  locations  where  youths  congregated. 

In  July,  bicycle  patrol  officers  were  assigned  to  the  Monatiquot  Village  Apartment  Com¬ 
plex.  Lieutenant  John  McCarthy  our  Community  Policing  Coordinator  assigned  these  offi¬ 
cers  to  address  the  problem  areas  at  this  complex.  Lieutenant  McCarthy  has  regular  meet¬ 
ings  with  both  resident  groups  and  management  to  identify  concerns  so  that  we  can  better 
serve  their  needs. 

In  August,  Norfolk  Count  Sheriff  Clifford  Marshall  passed  away.  Sheriff  Marshall  was  a  re¬ 
spected  law  enforcement  professional  who  worked  closely  with  this  department  on  many 
occasions.  The  Braintree  Alternative  Center  and  the  Triad  are  both  fine  examples  of  his 
hard  work  and  commitment.  The  interview  process  began  for  twenty-four  candidates  for  the 
position  of  police  officer.  Four  new  Harley  Davidson  motorcycles  were  purchased  and 
placed  into  service.  Officers  Richard  Harvey,  Timothy  Murphy,  Raymond  Blake  and  Don- 
al  Curtin  became  our  first  officers  to  be  assigned  to  this  unit  in  over  thirty-five  years.  The 
creation  of  this  unit  will  allow  us  to  take  a  more  aggressive  stance  on  traffic  control  and  se¬ 
lective  enforcement.  It  has  already  resulted  in  a  substantial  increase  in  citations  involving 
moving  violations. 

In  September,  I  forwarded  my  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  order  to  fill 
the  eleven  police  officer  positions.  The  following  individuals  were  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  as  new  police  recruits:  John  J.  Ouellette,  Paul  B.  Campbell,  David  N.  DelPa- 
pa,  Edward  T  Blackwell,  Brendan  M.  McLaughlin,  Brian  F.  Adams,  Sean  M.  Lydon, 
Michael  R.  Moschella,  Phillip  D.  Yee,  Michael  Pederson,  and  Timothy  V.  Cohoon. 
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In  October,  through  the  diligent  efforts  of  Sergeant  Paul  Dowd  and  Sergeant  Steven  Butler 
we  were  able  to  acquire  vital  tactical  equipment  for  this  department.  This  equipment,  val¬ 
ued  at  approximately  $50,000.00  was  obtained  at  no  cost  to  the  town  through  Project  North- 
star  and  the  Defense  Reutilization  and  Marketing  Office. 

In  November,  our  tactical  unit  was  activated  at  a  planned  labor  demonstration  at  the  K-Mart 
retail  store  located  on  Grossman  Drive.  The  unit  successfully  met  it's  objective  of  main¬ 
taining  public  safety  and  ensuring  the  free  flow  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic.  The 
eleven  new  police  recruits  entered  the  Police  Academy  for  the  prescribed  eighteen  week 
course  of  instruction. 

In  December,  we  assigned  additional  officers  to  cover  the  9th  Annual  "Holiday  Stroll".  We 
were  also  informed  that  for  the  second  consecutive  year  we  had  been  awarded  a  $5000.00 
grant  to  conduct  Selective  Enforcement/  O.U.I.  Detection  from  the  Governors  Highway 
Safety  Bureau.  Selective  enforcement  teams  were  fielded  on  weekends  and  during  the  peak 
holiday  period. 

In  1996, 1  had  the  pleasure  of  awarding  ten  commendations  to  our  officers  for  excellence  in 
police  work.  Our  officers  continue  to  provide  a  high  level  of  professional  service  to  the  res¬ 
idents  of  our  community. 

A  heavy  emphasis  was  placed  on  traffic  enforcement  by  our  officers  this  year.  There  was  a 
128%  increase  in  the  number  of  citations  issued  this  year  over  last  year's  total.  It  is  our  in¬ 
tention  to  fully  staff  our  traffic  unit  and  detective  bureau  when  the  eleven  recruits  graduate 
from  the  police  academy. 

In  1996,  we  were  awarded  three  state  and  four  federal  grants.  In  July,  we  received  notifica¬ 
tion  that  we  had  been  awarded  D.A.R.E.  and  Community  Policing  continuation  grants  to¬ 
taling  $33,000.00  for  fiscal  1997  from  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  Of  Public  Safe¬ 
ty.  The  Governors  Highway  Safety  Bureau  also  awarded  this  department  a  $5000.00 
O.U.I./Selective  Enforcement  grant  for  the  second  consecutive  year.  In  the  fall,  the  federal 
government  notified  us  that  we  would  be  receiving  a  $300,000.00  Cops  Universal  grant. 
This  grant  will  assist  with  the  funding  of  four  new  officers  for  three  years.  We  will  ulti¬ 
mately  receive  a  total  of  $450,000.00  from  the  combined  COPS  FAST  and  COPS  UNIVER¬ 
SAL  programs.  The  COPS  MORE  program  is  also  helping  to  fund  the  Computer  Systems 
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Manager's  position  and  a  civilian  principal  clerk  position  which  has  not  yet  been  filled.  This 
program  will  contribute  $65,349.00  a  year  for  three  years.  In  addition,  we  were  awarded  a 
federal  block  grant  of  $34,81 1.00  for  computers  and  associated  software.  We  will  continue 
to  actively  pursue  grants  and  other  outside  funding  sources  which  will  assist  us  in  provid¬ 
ing  the  highest  level  of  public  safety  for  our  community. 


The  past  year  has  graphically  illustrated  the  pressing  need  to  increase  our  complement  of 
officers.  The  demands  for  service  placed  upon  this  agency  have  increased  to  the  point  that 
additional  officers  are  a  necessity.  It  is  a  goal  of  this  department  to  increase  our  table  of  or¬ 

ganization  to  a  level  where  we  can  satisfactorily  meet  the  public  safety  needs  of  our  com- 

munity.  We  shall  direct  our  efforts  in  the  coming  year  to  that  end.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 

The  Recycling  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  this  report  of  progress  as  a  summary  of 
events  for  calendar  year  1996. 

IVORY  STREET  RECYCLING  DROP-OFF  CENTER 

The  following  is  a  breakdown  in  tons  for  1996.

CURBSIDE  PROGRAM 

The  1996  Curbside  Recycling  Program  removed  from  the  solid  waste  stream  2180.8 
tons.  This  is  an  increase  of  1 1 1  tons,  or  5%,  over  1995. 

The  statistical  breakdown  for  calendar  year  '96  is:

SEMASS  is  now  owned  by  America  Refuel.  This  company  has  informed  us  that  during 
the  disposal  process  of  Braintree's  solid  wastes  both  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals  are  re¬ 
covered  mechanically  during  the  disposal  process.  40,543  tons  of  metal  were  recovered  and 
recycled  from  the  solid  waste  of  994,936  tons  processed.  This  accounts  for  an  additional  4% 
of  recycling  at  the  American  Refuel/SEMASS  Waste  to  Energy  facility  in  Rochester,  MA. 

HOME  COMPOSTING  BIN  PROGRAM 

The  Recycling  Committee  has  sold  589  compost  bins  since  the  inception  of  its  1994 
DEP  grant  program.  The  bins  are  available  at  the  Recycling  Center  from  12:00  to  2:00  P.M. 
on  Saturdays.  The  cost  of  each  bin  is  $17.85. 

HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COLLECTION  DAY 

The  Recycling  Committee  and  the  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Braintree  with  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  the  Braintree  High  School  Environmental  Club  students  ran  its  second  annual 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day.  The  event  took  place  on  Saturday,  September 
21 ,  1996  at  the  Ivory  St.  Recycling  Center.  Approximately  460  cars  were  serviced  for  prop- 
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er  disposal  of  hazardous  and  toxic  wastes.  Many  Town  departments  helped  in  the  event  to 
make  it  a  successful  day.  Special  thanks  to  the  following  departments:  Selectmen,  Police 
Dept.,  Fire  Dept.,  Highway  Dept.,  Park  Dept.,  Health  Dept.,  School  Dept.,  Engineering 
Dept.,  and  Light  Dept. 

TIRE  AND  BATTERY  RECYCLING  DAYS 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  with  the  assistance  of  the  Recycling  Committee  ran  its  se¬ 
mi-annual  car  tire  and  battery  collections  in  the  spring  and  fall.  A  total  of  580  auto  tires  and  68 
batteries  were  collected.  This  popular  event  will  continue  in  1997.  The  Recycling  Committee 
appreciates  the  League  of  Women  Voters  providing  this  valuable  service  to  our  residents. 

NEW  NICKEL-CADMIUM  BATTERY  PROGRAM 

The  Recycling  Center  is  now  accepting  spent  Nickel-Cadmium  (NiCd)  rechargeable 
batteries.  Ni-Cd  batteries  are  usually  found  in  cordless  telephones,  camcorders,  power 
tools,  cellular  phones,  computers,  pagers,  certain  types  of  flashlights  and  small  appliances 
such  as  dust  busters.  Used  rechargeable  batteries  can  be  brought  to  the  Center  either  in  a 
sealed  plastic  bag  or  with  tape  over  the  terminals  and  placed  in  the  5  gallon  pail  marked  Ni¬ 
Cd  batteries.  The  new  program  is  for  only  Nickel-Cadmium  household  batteries.

1354.  A  Recycling  Committee  volunteer  will  respond  within  48  hours  to  your  questions. 


In  summary,  your  Recycling  Committee  continues  to  work  on  improving  recycling  for 
the  residents  by  providing  a  drop-off  program  to  residents  not  having  curb-side  pick-up,  a 
compost  bin  program,  household  hazardous  waste  program,  and  through  its  education  and 
outreach  program  to  Braintree  public  schools.  The  Recycling  Committee  welcomes  your 
ideas  and  encourages  residents  to  get  involved.  We  are  committed  to  expanding  our  com¬ 
munity's  participation  in  the  recycling  effort.  The  Committee  holds  meetings  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  of  each  month  at  the  Town  Hall.

BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Committee  submits  its  Annual  Report  to  the  citizens  of  Braintree  for  the 
Calendar  Year  1996. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  held  on  April  8,  1996,  the  following 
officers  were  elected: 


Chairman  --  Janice  Amorosino 
Vice  Chairman  —  Karen  Whitney 
Recording  Secretary  —  Mira  Irons 

Serving  with  them  were  Albert  Barese,  Maureen  Clark,  John  W.  LeRoy,  Jr.,  and  Karen 
Modestino. 

The  School  Committee  regrets  the  loss  of  Charity  Nedelman,  who  served  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  from  March,  1993  to  March,  1996,  and  chose  not  to  run  for  re-election. 

Student  Representatives:  As  in  the  part,  five  (5)  Braintree  High  School  students  were  elect¬ 
ed  to  serve  as  student  representatives  to  the  School  Committee:  Nicholas  Dunn,  Erin 
Holmes,  Sean  Powers,  Kerry  Sheehan  and  Teresa  Walsh. 

The  School  Committee  appreciates  and  values  the  contributions  which  these  student 
representatives  bring  to  discussions  pertaining  to  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 

School  Committee  Meetings:  In  1996,  twenty  two  (22)  official  meetings  were  con¬ 
ducted.  In  addition,  numerous  other  subcommittee  meetings  were  held. 

Increment  Committee:  Mrs.  Karen  Whitney  serves  as  School  Committee  representa¬ 
tive.  The  Increment  Committee  determines  whether  the  courses  taken  by  teachers  can  earn 
credits  towards  the  teachers'  professional  advancement. 

Negotiation  Committees:  Contracts  for  members  of  our  professional  and  support  staffs 
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expired  on  August  31,  1995.  Contracts  for  the  Custodians'  and  Maintenance  Associations 
and  Cafeteria  Workers  Association  expired  on  June  30,  1995.  New  three  (3)  year  contracts 
have  been  successfully  negotiated  with  all  employee  groups. 

School  Committee  members  who  served  on  the  negotiations  subcommittees  are  as 
follows:

The  past  year  was  the  fourth  year  of  the  passage  of  the  Education  Reform  Act.  In  ac¬ 
cordance  with  this  legislative  act,  the  School  Committee  undertook  the  following: 

1 )  Approved  School  Improvement  Plans  for  each  school  as  submitted  by  the  individual 
school  councils.  The  School  Committee  expressed  its  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who  par¬ 
ticipated  in  this  endeavor  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  in  each  school. 

2)  Adopted  performance  standards  for  teachers  and  administrators  aimed  at  enhancing 
instruction  within  the  classroom. 

3)  Approved  student  schedules,  effective  September,  1997,  which  meet  the  minimum 
requirement  for  990  instructional  hours. 

4)  Voted  not  to  participate  in  school  choice,  which  would  have  allowed  students  from 
other  communities  to  attend  school  in  Braintree. 

In  addition,  the  School  Committee  took  action  on  the  following  matters: 

1 )  Approved  an  agreement  with  the  Park  Department  concerning  the  maintenance  of 
school  property. 

2)  Increased  the  graduation  requirements  for  students  at  Braintree  High  School  from 
100  to  120  credits  to  be  phased  in  beginning  with  the  class  of  2001. 
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3)  Renamed  the  Lakeside  School  the  Mary  E.  Flaherty  Elementary  School  in  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  more  than  50  years  of  dedication  to  the  youth  of  Braintree  by  the  Principal,  Mary 
E.  Flaherty. 

4)  Adopted  an  Internet  Acceptable  Use  Policy  to  ensure  appropriate  use  of  the  internet 
by  students  and  staff. 

5)  Approved  a  Long-Range  Technology  Plan  that  was  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Education,  which  ultimately  led  to  the  award  of  a  $142,000  technology  grant. 

The  School  Committee  considered  many  other  issues  which  are  described  in  the  offi¬ 
cial  minutes  of  the  School  Committee  meetings.  Because  of  space  constraints,  the  Annual 
Report  for  1996  provides  information  on  only  a  few  matters  of  major  concern  and  mutual 
interest. 


Fiscal  Year  1997  School  budget 

In  May,  1996,  Town  Meeting  approved  a  school  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1997  in  the 
amount  of  $26, 1 85,796.  This  represented  a  5.62%  increase  in  the  operating  budget  over  Fis¬ 
cal  Year  1996.  The  School  Committee  was  able  to  focus  on  reducing  class  sizes,  imple¬ 
menting  state  and  federally  mandated  programs  and  purchasing  additional  textbooks/in¬ 
structional  materials. 

In  October,  1996  Town  Meeting  approved  an  additional  $300,000  for  the  purchase  of 
computer  and  related  technology.  This  represented  the  first  year  of  a  five  year  capital  plan 
to  include  the  replacement  of  windows,  fire  alarms,  doors,  roofs,  oil  burner,  public  address 
system  and  paving  of  school  grounds  throughout  the  town. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  continued  support  to 
public  education  provided  by  Town  Meeting.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

BRAINTREE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  sixth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  Town  of 
Braintree.  The  following  i8  an  attempt  to  highlight  the  major  accomplishments  which  oc¬ 
curred  in  the  Braintree  Schools  during  the  1996  calendar  year. 

With  enrollment  continuing  to  increase,  and  large  class  sizes  occurring,  particularly  at 
the  middle  school  and  high  school  levels,  Town  Meeting  authorized  an  increase  of  1 .4  mil¬ 
lion  for  the  Fiscal  year  1997  budget  which  allowed  for  the  hiring  of  an  additional  twelve 
teachers.  Funding  for  textbook/supplies,  upkeep  of  facilities  and  contractual  obligations 
was  also  included  in  the  budget.  As  part  of  the  capital  budget,  Town  Meeting  allocated  funds 
for  instructional  technology,  which  allowed  for  the  replacement  of  computer  labs  at  our  el¬ 
ementary,  middle  and  high  schools.  The  financial  support  that  the  school  department  re¬ 
ceived  this  year  has  allowed  for  significant  improvements  in  class  sizes  at  our  middle  school 
level.  The  upgrading  of  our  computer  labs  has  enhanced  the  educational  opportunities  avail¬ 
able  to  our  students.  As  enrollment  continues  to  increase,  continued  demands  will  exist  for 
additional  classroom  teachers,  additional  instructional  materials/textbooks  and  the  need  for 
additional  facilities. 

During  the  1996  calendar  year  the  following  accomplishments  may  be  noted: 

1)  In  the  continued  effort  to  provide  a  challenging  and  diversified  program  to  meet  the 
needs  of  our  student  body,  the  following  new  programs  were  implemented:  Handwriting 
(K,  1,  2):  Elementary  Reading  (Grade  4);  Health  (Grades  3,  4,  8);  Writing  (Grade  8);  Lego 
Logo-Robotics  (Grades  4,  5). 

2)  In  an  effort  to  ensure  that  our  curriculum  remains  current  with  the  newly  established 
state  curriculum  frameworks,  our  staff  have  participated  in  study  groups  aimed  at  identify¬ 
ing  any  changes  that  need  to  be  made. 

3)  New  performance  standards  for  teachers  and  administrators  designed  to  enhance  in- 
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structional  practices  within  the  classrooms  were  implemented. 

4)  Professional  development  opportunities  were  provided  to  staff  in  the  areas  of  tech¬ 
nology,  writing  across  the  curriculum,  supervision  and  evaluation  of  personnel,  critical 
thinking,  science,  mathematics,  reading,  and  effective  teaching. 


5)  Through  the  efforts  of  teachers,  parents  and  community  volunteers  our  schools  were 
wired  for  technology  that  would  connect  computers  in  our  schools  to  the  internet.  A  suc¬ 
cessful  Net  Day  '96  was  held  at  East  Middle  School. 

6)  Our  students  participated  in  the  state  testing  program  and  continue  to  do  well  acad¬ 
emically,  In  addition,  208  (78.2%)  high  school  students  went  on  to  higher  education. 

7)  Mid-year  examinations  for  full-year  courses  were  successfully  implemented  at  the 
high  school  level. 

8)  The  school  department  was  notified  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education 
of  a  competitive  grant  it  will  receive  in  the  amount  of  $142,000  to  expand  the  use  of  com¬ 
puters  in  the  schools. 

9)  Through  a  cooperative  venture  with  the  Cranberry  School-to  Career  partnership,  the 
career  center  at  Braintree  High  School  was  reestablished.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 

Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  this  department.  Also  enclosed  is  a  report  of  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Post  Audit  and  Oversight.  I  also  would  like  to  request  that  this  de¬ 
partment  be  taken  out  of  the  Schedule  G  category  and  placed  in  the  Management  Salary 
Schedule  M-15  category.  I  feel  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  are  not  that  of  a  part-time  casual  employee.  This  department  is  responsible  for 
submitting  budgets,  collecting  fees,  record  keeping,  maintaining  equipment,  setting  up  in¬ 
spection  schedules,  and  ensuring  that  Chapter  98  and  other  laws  pertaining  to  weights  and 
measurements  are  enforced.  In  addition,  attending  training  sessions  are  necessary  to  keep 
abreast  of  changing  laws  and  problems  that  effect  this  department.  I  have  also  submitted,  to 
Town  Counsel,  a  proposal  to  present  at  Town  Meeting  that,  if  approved,  will  give  this  de¬ 
partment  the  authority  to  issue  Administrative  Fines  for  violation  of  Weights  and  Measures 
Laws.  Adopting  this  law  would  allow  Administrative  Fines  to  go  directly  to  the  Town  and 
would  result  in  more  corrective  measures  than  the  current  system  that  must  have  Court  ac¬ 
tion  with  the  fines  assessed  going  to  the  State.  Also  enclosed  is  a  list  of  procedures  for  de¬ 
livery  of  petroleum  products  that  you  may  want  Town  Departments  to  implement. 

I  feel  that  taking  action  on  these  proposals  would  enhance  the  Weights  and  Measures  pro¬ 
gram  in  Braintree  resulting  in  a  better  environment.  This  department  exceeds  the  19  hour 
per  week  on  many  occasions  as  not  to  have  a  serious  financial  impact  on  employers  and  em¬ 
ployees  —  as  Chapter  98  Section  42  forbids  the  use  of  any  weighing  or  measuring  device 
without  having  it  first  inspected  and  sealed. 

I  hope  that  you  will  have  an  opportunity  to  read  the  Senate  report  as  these  errors  are  costing 
the  consumers  of  the  Commonwealth  thousands  of  dollars  annually.  I  look  forward  to  dis¬ 
cussing  these  reports  with  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  - 
THAYER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

In  1996  the  Thayer  Public  Library  continued  to  face  one  of  its  greatest  challenges  in  122 
years  of  operation  as  it  strove  to  meet  increasing  service  demands  from  the  confines  of  its 
present  1953  main  building. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  798  Washington  Street  facility  was  especially  apparent  in  the  Chil¬ 
dren's  Department,  which  continued  to  be  plagued  by  annual  flooding,  poor  ventilation  and 
insufficient  space  for  its  myriad  programs  and  services.  As  parents  and  guardians  noted,  the 
children  of  Braintree  deserve  "better  . 

Despite  humidity,  mold  and  high  temperature,  this  department  provided  outstanding  sum¬ 
mer  programs  with  record  attendance.  For  example,  the  Summer  Reading  Club  had  an  en¬ 
rollment  of  389  children  and  3,000  books  read.  Other  noteworthy  programs  included  mys¬ 
tery  writing,  a  piano  recital  by  the  students  of  Judith  Cobble,  Native  American  Month,  Na¬ 
tional  Family  Literacy  Day,  Scottish-Irish  stories  and  songs,  puppet  shows,  craft  making, 
and  countless  story  times.  Many  special  programs  were  funded  in  part  by  the  Braintree  Arts 
Lottery.  In  fact,  315  children's  programs  were  offered  with  7,134  in  attendance. 

Besides  programming,  the  Children's  Department  furnished  state-of-the-art  computer  ser¬ 
vices  with  CD  databases  and  access  to  the  Internet.  Orientation  to  the  Worldwide  Web  was 
conducted  at  Internet  Night  for  Children  and  Internet  Day  for  Teachers.  In  fact,  Braintree 
students  can  access  books,  video  and  audio  cassettes  from  their  Internet  connection  at 
school  and  home.  Toddlers  coined  the  computer  generation  by  practicing  upon  toy  PCs  do¬ 
nated  by  Friends  of  the  Library.  Usage  of  the  Children's  Department  can  also  be  attested  to 
by  its  circulation  of  73,649  items. ..in  addition  to  countless  books  read  in-house  by  children 
reclining  upon  Comfy  Critter  seats  donated  by  the  Friends. 

Adults  at  the  main  building  also  utilized  services  extensively  and  checked  out-a  record- 
breaking  120,443  items.  In  fact,  overall  T.P.L.  system  circulation  reached  223,129  items  — 
a  22,909  increase  above  the  previous  year.  Registration  of  borrowers  increased  to  17,941 
cardholders.  Additionally,  1,503  adults  attended  138  programs  that  ranged  from  antique 
carousels  to  author  discussions.  Under  the  respective  direction  of  Charles  Sturtevant  and 
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Dotty  Riloff  both  the  Great  Books  Discussions  and  the  Writer's  Club  continued  for  another 
year.  Other  organizations  benefited  the  Library;  for  example,  the  Gardener's  Guild  donated 
a  magnolia  tree  in  memory  of  beloved  resident  Olive  Laing. 

In  addition  to  increasing  circulation,  a  major  service  goal  was  achieved  by  the  introduction 
of  5  Internet  stations  for  adults  and  young  adults.  Another  pursuit  was  attained  by  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  a  Feasibility  Study  on  the  future  of  the  main  library  building. 

Following  completion  of  this  study,  the  architectural  firm  of  Galliher,  Baier  and  Best  was 
retained  for  the  design  development  phase  of  the  main  library  building  project.  Concomi¬ 
tant  with  this  endeavor  was  the  appointment  of  several  committees  involving  Trustees, 
Friends,  Director,  staff  and  residents.  Based  on  the  Building  Program  of  the  Library  Direc¬ 
tor,  the  committees  and  architects  have  been  designing  an  exciting  new  main  facility  to  meet 
the  service  needs  of  the  community  for  the  next  20  years. 

The  1996  report  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  H.  Hobart  Holly  of  Braintree,  a  noted  histo¬ 
rian,  author,  civil  engineer  and  friend  to  the  Library.

REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  assists  eligible  veterans,  their  dependents  and  sur¬ 
vivors  as  provided  for  under  Mass  General  Laws,  Chapter  1 15  as  amended.  In  addition,  this 
department  provides  administrative  maintenance  and  liaison  services  for  federal  benefits  to 
eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  through  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs. 

CHAPTER  115  VETERANS’  BENEFITS 

During  calendar  year  1996,  178  families  were  assisted  by  benefits  from  the  Town  of  Brain¬ 
tree  by  direct  financial  aid  including  unemployment  benefits,  payment  of  medical  and  fuel 
bills,  assistance  in  filing  for  eligible  tax  abatements. 

A  total  of  $88,898.05  was  expended  by  the  Veterans'  Services  Department  for  veterans' 
benefits  and  administrative  costs  for  fiscal  year  1996.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  will  reimburse  the  Town  of  Braintree  approximately  $12,775.65  minus  their  share  on 
recoveries  as  a  result  of  legal  assignments  and  liens  of  $1,642.62. 

All  employable  recipients  of  veterans'  benefits  make  personal  bi-weekly  reports  regarding 
their  job-hunting  efforts  to  the  Director  of  Veterans'  Services.  Field  visits  to  recipients  are 
made  by  the  Director.  Periodic  investigations  are  made  by  state  investigators  to  recipients 
and  to  the  Veterans'  Service  office  to  audit  the  records  to  insure  eligibility  and  compliance 
with  program  rules. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  in  all  known  cases  of  eligibility  of  federal,  state  and  private  pro¬ 
grams  including  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs  disability  awards;  non-service  con¬ 
nected  pension  awards  for  veterans,  widows  and  other  dependents;  Social  Security  and  So¬ 
cial  Security  Disability;  Supplemental  Security  Income;  community  action  programs  and 
other  programs  to  reduce  the  cost  of  veterans'  benefits  paid  by  the  town  to  the  lowest  possi¬ 
ble  level  with  the  consideration  of  the  veteran's  welfare  being  our  top  priority. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  AFFAIRS 

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  continues  to  perform  administrative  maintenance  and 
liaison  services  on  claims  and  awards  involving  well  in  excess  of  three  million  dollars  re- 
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ceived  by  Braintree  residents  from  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs  on  an  annual  basis. 
This  requires  constant  review  of  Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs  program  eligibility  rules 
and  other  changes  and  the  procurement  and  maintenance  of  VA  forms  in  order  to  service  all 
types  of  claims  for  veterans  and  dependents  in  an  efficient  manner.  This  service  includes 
new  claims;  maintenance  information  such  as  change  in  family  status,  income  statements, 
disability  status;  and  many  other  types  of  service. 

In  addition  to  maintenance,  we  have  assisted  in  the  preparation  and  submission  of  an  esti¬ 
mated  73  claims  or  renewals  on  behalf  of  veterans  or  dependents  in  the  Town  of  Braintree 
for  disability,  pensions,  burial  expenses,  education  benefits  and  assistance  in  VA  hospital 
admissions. 

OTHER  SERVICES  RENDERED  IN  1996 

Transportation  in  emergency  and  other  essential  cases  to  hospitals  and  other  healthcare  fa¬ 
cilities;  counseling  and  reference  for  SS,  SSI  and  welfare  cases;  certification  for  real  estate 
abatements;  and  to  assist  our  military  retirees  with  problems  they  may  have  with  the  mili¬ 
tary  on  retirement,  health  and  survivor's  benefit  programs.

GRAVES  REGISTRATION 

All  veterans'  graves  in  cemeteries  located  in  Braintree  are  cared  for,  to  the  best  of  the 
Graves  Registration  Officer's  knowledge,  in  compliance  with  Chapter  114,  Section  46 A  and 
Chapter  1 15  of  the  General  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  death  of  a  veteran,  the  funeral  director  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts  is  re¬ 
quired  to  file  an  affidavit  with  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  burial  took  place  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  604,  Acts  of  1949  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Prior  to  Memorial  Day  each  year  a  flag  is  placed  on  the  grave  of  deceased  veterans 
buried  within  the  town  and  approximately  4,886  graves  were  decorated  in  1996.  The  Veter¬ 
ans'  Services  office  is  grateful  to  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Post  1702,  the  Disabled 
American  Veterans  Chapter  29  and  the  American  Legion  Post  86  for  their  assistance  each 
year  in  decorating  the  veterans'  graves.  We  are  also  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  Gene 
Walsh,  Superintendent  of  Braintree  Cemeteries;  representatives  of  the  Blue  Hill  Cemetery; 
and  the  staff  of  the  Braintree  Alternative  Center  for  their  help  in  this  program. 

Application  for  U  S  government  grave  markers  can  be  obtained  at  the  Veterans'  Ser¬ 
vices  office  in  the  Town  Hall.  These  markers  are  furnished  free  of  charge  by  the  Department 
of  Veterans'  Affairs  to  qualified  deceased  veterans.  The  installation  of  the  markers  is  gov¬ 
erned  by  the  regulations  of  the  cemetery  involved.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  AND  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 

This  has  been  a  very  dynamic  year  for  the  town  with  significant  improvements  in  all  areas. 

CAPITAL  PROGRAMS  -  BRAINTREE  WATER  &  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 
WATER 

Phase  I  of  the  Master  Rehabilitation  Program  is  in  full  operation  and  is  expected  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  end  of  1997.  This  phase  of  the  Master  Program  saw  improvements  throughout 
the  system  with  the  elimination  of  most  4"  water  mains  that  had  water  flow  reduced  to  a  1/2" 
diameter  opening  due  to  high  sediment  buildup.  In  many  streets  the  old  4"  mains  were  re¬ 
placed  with  larger  mains  and  many  customers  were  changed  over  from  old  lead  services  and 
replaced  with  copper  to  the  property  line.  Also,  the  main  transmission  main  was  cleaned  and 
relined  with  concrete  in  Washington  Street  from  Peach  Street  to  Division  Street. 

This  was  a  most  active  year  with  coordinated  efforts  between  the  Braintree  Engineering  De¬ 
partment  and  the  Braintree  Water  &  Sewer  Department  by  "Looping"  the  water  lines  in  sev¬ 
eral  dead-end  streets  thereby  increasing  the  water  quality  and  fire  protection. 

With  most  Phase  I  programs  either  completed  or  contracted  with  completion  at  the  end  of 
1997,  the  Board  is  focusing  on  PHASE  II  of  the  Master  Rehabilitation  Program.  This  phase 
would  include  replacement  of  two  water  standpipes,  Lincoln  Street  and  Water  Street,  there¬ 
by  increasing  water  pressure  and  quality  of  our  drinking  water.  Also  to  be  replaced  will  be 
6"  water  mains  that  are  both  very  old  and  too  small.  This  phase  will  be  brought  to  the  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting  in  May,  1997. 

WASTE  WATER 

The  major  effort  is  to  find,  isolate  and  correct  the  inflow  and  infiltration  into  our  sewer  col¬ 
lector  systems.  This  is  critical  since  the  MWRA  charges  the  town  based  primarily  on  flow. 
It  is  essential  that  a  major  effort  be  made  in  this  area  since  the  MWRA  Capital  Program  is 
expected  to  increase  dramatically  in  the  next  3-4  years.  The  Board  expects  to  apply  for  an¬ 
other  grant/loan  from  the  MWRA  totaling  $620,000  and  apply  to  the  State  for  a  low  inter¬ 
est  State  Revolving  Fund  (SRF)  Loan.  This  year  the  majority  of  the  sewer  easements  were 
cleared.  The  Board  has  also  filed  a  request  with  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  working  at  the 
Braintree  Dam  to  make  improvements  on  our  sewer  collector  system  in  the  immediate  prox¬ 
imity  of  the  dam. 

Many  major  events  are  taking  place  at  the  reservoirs.  The  vegetation  project  of  removing 
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trees  from  the  dike  and  reservoir  perimeter  is  underway  and  expected  to  be  completed  with¬ 
in  the  next  few  months  for  the  Lower  Reservoir  and  the  Richardi  Reservoir.  The  Upper 
Reservoir  will  be  done  by  the  contractor  doing  the  dredging  of  the  Upper  Reservoir.  The 
Tri-Town  Water  Board  has  received  two  (2)  proposals  for  removing  700,000  cubic  yards  of 
peat  and  700,000  cubic  yards  of  gravel  for  an  estimated  total  of  1 .4  million  cubic  yards.  This 
would  be  equal  to  approximately  twenty  (20)  more  days  of  water  storage.  The  Tri-Town 
Board  is  working  diligently  toward  getting  environmental  approval.  The  Board  was  faced 
with  a  major  change  in  the  original  concept  which  was  for  750.000  cubic  yards  of  peat  on¬ 
ly.  The  Board  is  seeking  a  state  grant  to  supplement  the  projected  funds  to  be  paid  to  the  Tri- 
Town  to  cover  operation  costs.  This  project  is  weather  dependent  which  can  be  improved 
greatly  with  the  possible  return  of  the  Cochato  River  in  1997,  which  was  diverted  in  1982 
due  to  possible  contaminants  from  the  Baird-McGuire  site.  Unfortunately,  the  Cochato  Riv¬ 
er  also  dries  up  in  the  hot  summer,  but  it  is  an  additional  source  that  would  greatly  enhance 
our  storage  water  supply. 

OPERATIONS/REGULATORY  COMPLIANCE 

Our  staff  is  DEP  certified  at  the  filtration  plant  and  most  of  the  distribution  employees  are 
also  certified.  In  order  to  maintain  their  certification  they  must  take  DEP  approved  training 
courses.  1996  was  the  first  year  of  department  wide  certification  training  which  we  accom¬ 
plished  by  bringing  the  NEWWA  to  Braintree's  Daugherty  Gym.  In  1996  many  water  qual¬ 
ity  tests  were  performed  and  the  Board  is  pleased  to  announce  that  we  continue  to  stay  in  the 
forefront  of  compliance  or  exceeding  regulatory  requirements.  Tests  were  performed  for  as¬ 
bestos  fibers,  giardia  cysts,  Cryptosporidium  ocystis  and  heavy  metals  in  anticipation  of  the 
new  requirements  under  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act.  We  also  passed  the  copper-lead  tests 
and  received  a  three  (3)  year  waiver  from  annual  testing.  In  1996,  a  team  of  DEP  inspectors 
spent  a  week  at  the  Great  Pond  testing  for  turbidity.  The  results  were  excellent  and  exceed¬ 
ed  regulatory  requirement. 

Once  again  the  Board  faced  difficult  tasks  which  it  met  with  the  support  of  the  Board  of  Se¬ 
lectmen,  Finance  Committee,  Capital  Planning  Committee  and  many  other  agencies  and 
Boards  and  most  of  all  overall  town  support.  The  above  achievements  are  not  without  ex¬ 
penditure  of  funds  which  is  a  burden  to  everyone.  However,  this  work  must  be  done  in  the 
interest  of  public  health  and  safety.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

WEYMOUTH-BRAINTREE  REGIONAL 
RECREATION-CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 

1996  was  another  busy  year  at  Pond  Meadow  Park.  The  Park,  as  has  been  the  past  several 
years,  was  popular  with  walkers,  joggers,  and  bikers.  The  Park  saw  increased  usage  by  area 
schools  for  field  trips,  civic  groups  for  outings  and  walkathons,  and  scout  groups  for  outings 
and  campouts. 

An  inspection  by  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  found  the  District's  flood  control  project  to 
be  in  excellent  condition. 

The  three  year  pond  restoration  project  has  been  completed.  A  maintenance  treatment  was 
performed  by  the  district's  restoration  contractor  during  1996.  The  project  was  very  suc¬ 
cessful  and  as  a  result  fishing  and  boating  were  extremely  popular  in  1996.  It  is  hoped  that 
future  small  scale  treatments  will  keep  the  pond  in  excellent  condition. 

Frequent  patrolling  and  maintaining  the  Park  kept  the  two  district  rangers  busy  throughout 
the  year.  Snowplowing,  mowing,  maintenance  of  the  bike  path,  roads,  and  the  flood  control 
project  were  some  of  the  many  duties  performed  during  1996. 

The  Summer  Nature  Program  had  another  banner  year.  The  Program  sold  out  in  one  hour 
and  had  a  long  waiting  list.  The  lucky  Braintree  and  Weymouth  children  were  well  served 
by  the  Program's  three  excellent  counselors. 

Progress  has  been  made  by  the  "Friends  of  Pond  Meadow"  on  the  construction  of  a  "re¬ 
stroom/classroom"  facility.  Several  fundraising  events,  including  a  very  successful  Christ¬ 
mas  Wreath  sale,  and  the  acquisition  of  grant  monies  have  put  the  construction  target  date 
in  early  1997.  Some  preliminary  site  work  for  the  facility  has  already  been  completed. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  wishes  to  thank  both  towns  for  their  cooperation  and  assis¬ 
tance  during  the  past  year.

Braintree's  1997  picture  is  one  of  LOW  DEBT  $948,695.  and  strong  Financial  position.  The 
Moody's  rating  of  AA  is  one  of  the  top  10%  in  MASSACHUSETTS  351  Cities  and  Towns, 
we  are  proud  of  this  accomplishment  with  the  way  banking  and  the  economy  has  been  go¬ 
ing  the  past  several  years.  We  are  entering  into  a  five  (5)  year  capital  expenditure  plan,  will 
be  issuing  bonds  for  $8,440,000.  and  will  expect  the  Town  to  authorize  more  at  Town  Meet¬ 
ing.  This  was  a  Presidential  election  year,  the  economy  is  slowly  moving  along,  interest 
rates  are  the  lowest  in  many  years.  This  year  will  be  a  copy  of  last  year  with  moderate  to 
slow  growth. 

The  past  three  out  of  seven  years  interest  earnings  have  been  up  this  year,  the  Treasurer's  of¬ 
fice  earned  $1,286,335.  (not  including  Trust  Funds)  an-  increase  of  $130,957.  over  last  year 
and  the  third  upward  trend  since  1989.  Over  all  the  Treasurer  has  earned  $9,020,141.00 
from  his  election  in  1988  to  present.  This  sum  has  been  available  to  balance  the  Budget  of 
the  past  nine  (9)  years. 

This  year  our  staff  saw  Anna  C.  Calnan  transfer  to  the  School  Dept,  our  loss  was  their  gain. 
We  welcomed  one  (1)  new  member  to  the  Treasurer's  office,  Kathleen  Sullivan.  I  want  to

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
COMMISSIONERS  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 


Action  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Trust  Funds  is  governed  by  the  following 
sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws. 

SECTION  46  -  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds  and  securities  of 
such  trust  funds,  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them,  and  expend  therefrom  moneys  as  directed 
by  the  Commissioners.  The  Treasurer  shall  furnish  a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faith¬ 
ful  performance  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  47  -  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the 
terms  of  the  trust,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and  distribute  the  income  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts.  The  Board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  meetings  at  the 
close  of  each  financial  year,  of  the  funds  and  their  investments,  receipts  and  disbursements 
on  account  of  the  same,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  source  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes  of 
the  expenditures. 

Regular  posted  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  and  the  minutes  of  each  meeting  are  kept 
in  a  bound  record  book. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  two  sections  of  Chapter  H  of  the  General  Laws,  this  report  is 
given  in  complete  detail. 

1996  INVESTMENT  CLIMATE  -  The  Dow  Jones  Industrial  Average  continued  its  up¬ 
ward  climb  to  close  1996  at  6,448,  an  increase  of  26%  for  the  year.  The  equities  markets 
were  up  overall  but  as  the  chart  below  shows,  the  highest  returns  were  concentrated  in  the 
Blue  Chips:

Continued  strong  corporate  profits  and  low  interest  rates  contributed  to  these  results.  As  a 
result  of  these  favorable  conditions  the  U.  S.  figures  were  the  largest  component  of  the  Dow 
Jones  World  Index  increase  of  1 1%.  Last  year  marked  the  sixth  year  of  the  bull  market  in  the 
U.S.  and  the  results  far  outstripped  most  analysts'  original  predictions  of  10%  returns.  The  av¬ 
erage  daily  trading  volume  also  reached  dramatic  new  highs  of  over  412mm  shares  compared 
with  346mm  shares  in  1995.  Most  analysts  don't  expect  significant  changes  in  the  economy  in 
the  coming  year  including  low  unemployment  and  inflation  with  continued  increases  in  cor¬ 
porate  earnings  -  but  at  a  lower  rate.  In  general  another  positive  year  is  expected  in  the  US  fi¬ 
nancial  markets  for  1997  but  at  lower  returns  than  we  have  seen  in  the  last  two. 

The  trusts'  assets  are  allocated  among  both  equities  and  debt  instruments,  with  relatively  lit¬ 
tle  cash  holdings,  enabling  the  trusts  to  take  advantage  of  both  market  increases  and  to  gen¬ 
erate  current  income  for  distribution  purposes.
